A number of the members of Sorosis are 
in Chicago attending the Women’s Con- 
gress or elsewhere out of town for the 
Summer, but as many as were in the mee 
yesterday read with eagerness, if not with 
unalloyed satisfaction, ‘tuk NrW-YORK 
Timgs’s exclusive report of Monday’s 
meeting. 

The first thought of every member was, 
‘*How could it have got out ?” and the next, 
naturally, ‘** What is to be done about it?” 
“For, of course,” said one member to a 
New-York Times reporter, “this cannot 
be the end of the affair. Now that the 
matter has become public, in justice to the 
ladies whose names have been rejected the 
club must take some action, and it certain- 
ly will.” , : 

“Are > egnges common in Sorosis ¢” she 
was asked. 

‘*Not common, perhaps, but not at 
all unknown,” was the reply. “‘ Their 
occurrence makes me desirous of seeing a 
change in our methods of procedure in the 
matter of electing members. We should 
go about if more as men do in their clubs, 
where the Committee of Investigation 
does its work thoroughly, even to the 
extent of sounding, in a quiet way, the 
feeling of the members in regard to 
a proposed name. If there seems a strong 
sentiment against the candidate, it is indi- 
cated to his advocate, and usually the 
name is withdrawn without ever coming 
to a vote. This, in our club, would pre- 
vent such an unfortunate occurrence. 
“There are wheels within wheels in such 
a big body asSorosis. Enmity toward one of 
the vouchers will sometimes prove fatal to 
a candidate, to whom the voter personally 
may have no objection, or who may even be 
unknown to her. A candidate of mine 
was blackballed some years ago for 
this reason alone I am sure. I was so cer- 
tain of her suocess and of my own position 
in the club that I did not carefully select 
the two members who were to vouch for 
her, and she was rejected because of some 
feeling against them. 

“It is no worse in Sorosis thanin any 
large company of persons of various cir- 
cles and widely differing natures and tem- 
peraments. There must be currents and 
counter-currents, and sometimes the swirl 
is excited. We have thought Sorosis more 
free than must women’s clubs from these 
internal agitations, and I think it is, but 
Sorosis is big and conspicuous, and her ac- 
tions are noticed.” 

**How didit happen?” repeated another 
member when the question was put to her. 
‘“*Why, it just happened, that’s all. Itis 
nonsense to attach so much importance to 
it. Sorosis has a right to dictate her mem- 
bership, and she merely exercised her right. 
It does not mean a reflection on the ladies 
rejected, beyond the fact taat they are not 
wished in the club by some members, very 
few, evidently, but enough to keep them 
out for a year at least. 

‘*Perhaps, considering the size of our 
club, the number to blackball a candidate 
is too few. It makes it too easy sometimes 
to gratify some little personal feeling. On 
the other hand, however, five members of 
the club are almost too many to be on the 
wrong side of a woman’s admission. Of 
course I deeply regret the publicity of the 
affair, but I really think too much impor- 
tance is being attached to it.” 

janotne member seen had a different 
idea. 

“It was in the air Monday,” she said, “I 
felt that something was wrong whenI 
reached the place. I arrived in time to 
hear Miss Cayvan’s warm letter of indorse- 
ment, and when I heard it, although Miss 
Crabtree is personally unknown to me, I 
decided I would vote for her, and I did. 
But I cannot say that I was wholly sur- 
prised at the result. lt was in the air, as I 


say.” 

Pow members were found who were will- 

ing to say anything except on condition 
that no names should be used, but several 
were willing to admit that Lotta and Mrs. 
Dillon were the victims of a growing senti- 
ment in the club, orin a certain conserva- 
tive element in the club, against the two 
classes which they represent, rather than 
against themselves as individuals. 
Some members have frankly and public- 
ly said that there were too. many rich soci- 
ety women in the club, though rich society 
women ar- not in themselves objectionable, 
Others have thought it would be unwise to 
include any more representatives of the 
stage, while at the same time it is freely 
admitted that the actresses now members 
are valued and cherished acquisitions.

MISS CAYVAN’S VIEW OF IT. 


She Thinks Some Members of Sorosis Mis- 
judged Miss Crabtree. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., May 19.—The tidings 
from New-York that Miss Lotta Crabtree 
had been blackballed by Sorosis was shown 
to Miss Georgia Cayvan, one of Lotta’s 
sponsors, who is here with the Lyceum 
Theatre Company. 

Miss Cay van read the story of the Sorosis 
row very carefully and with twitches of 
the lips, but she did not permit her ex- 
pressive features to unduly betray her sen- 
timents. When she had finished reading 
she said calmly: 

‘“‘I never met Miss Crabtree, but I have \ 
always heard only what is charming of 
her. Aslam the only active member of 
Sorosis who is an actress, Mrs. E. E. Kid- 
der asked me to write a letter of recom- 
mendation of Miss Crabtree. I told hér 
that 1 did not know Miss Crabtree, but 
could conscientiously say that I had al- 
ways heard of her only whatis good and 
womanly, and my letter, written in Chi- 
cago, wasin that strain. Indeed, if I had 
known that the affair was to obtain pub- 
licity I would not have written the letter. 

“If Sorosis has blackballed Miss Crab- 
tree, itcan only be because the members 
have a poor opinion of her on account of 
the frolicsome character of the playsin 
which she used to appear. Certainly the 
action of the club cannot be taken as a 
sign of prejudice among the members 
against the stage. 

* Although Iam the only active member 
who is an actress, there isno reason why 
actresses should not join, because there are 
many noble women on the stage and So- 
rosis is not a ‘woman’s rights’ organiza- 
tion. Indeed, religion and suffrage are 
tabooed topics, and the legitimate subjects 
for discussion are those that are womanly 
and about women. You will notice that 
only tive black balls are necessary to pre- 
vent the election of a candidate,” 

‘Do you intend to resign or to protest 
because Miss Crabtree was not elected?” 

‘*Indeed, Ido not. I am not acquainted 
with the circumstances and I have never 
met Miss Crabtree, although, as I said, I 
have always heard the best reports of her.”

HENNESSY IN AND THEN OUT 


A. B. DE FREGE AGAIN IN OHARGE 
OF THE PRESS OLUB FAIR. 





The Former Director Returns from a Trip 
for His Health and Is Restored to Of- 
fice, Then Resigns, Claiming Bad Faith 
on the Part of the Executive Commit- 
tee—The Fair's Financial Oondition 
Good—Charges by Mr. de Frece Which 
Mr. Hennessy Declares to be False. 


Mr. Charles O’Connor Hennessy, who was 
the Director of the Press Club Fair, but 
who resigned because of ill health, being 
succeeded by A. B. de Frece, returned from 
a sea trip on Tuesday, and was on Thurs- 
day night reappointed to his old place as 
Director. 

Mr. Hennessy suddenly resigned again 
last night, claiming that the Executive 
Committee of the fair had shown bad faith 
in refusing to give him his former author- 
ity after having decided to do so on Thurs- 
day night. Mr. de Frece is again in charge. 

The fair is an undoubted success, there 
being at the present time assets in excess of 
all liabilities of more than $25,000. It is 
stated upon the authority of the President 
of the Press Club and other members of 
the Advisory Committee that there never 
was a foundation in fact orin theory for any 
statements to the effect that the fair was 
in debt. 

In speaking to THe New-York TIMEs’s 
reporter a few days ago Mr. de Frece said: 

“Il never saw anything in such a bad 
condition as the Press Club Fair was 
in when I took hold of the thing. 
The boast had been made by Charley 
Hennessy that they could run the Press 
Club Fair without Abe de Frece, but you 
see they had to come to me after all to pull 
the thing out of the difficulty into which 
bad management had plunged it. I am 
now running it, and shall make a success 
of it. 

“I wanted to be associated with the 
management of the fair on the start, but 
they did not want me. I let them alone, 
and when Hennessy collapsed they had no 
alternativé but to call on me. 

“TI then refused to take the management 
of the affair, but the Advisory Committee 
importuned me so hard that I told them if 
they would make me absolute in command 
I would take hold and save the fair from 
utter collapse. 

“Then I had no idea things were so bad 
as they proved to be. I found after taking 


hold that nobody knew engine about 
the arrangements made by Mr. Hennessy, 
as he had gone South without making a 
confidant of any one. He wanted all the 
glory of making the fair a tremendous suc- 
cess, which | must say was a laudable de- 
sire. When I took hold, I had practically 
to begin all over again. I found that less 
than $1,000 worth of goods had been given 
for sale in the booths, and that many of 
them were witbout ony goods for the ladies 
attending them to sell. 

“IT also found that the fair was $25,000 
in debt, with no available assets. Bills 
were coming in which I was impoftuned to 
pay, but I had no money to pay them with. 

“In one case, a bill for $1,400 for 
souvenir pores weights from a Syracuse 
tirm was handed to me, and I asked Major 
McElrath, the cashier, what it meant. 
‘That,’ said he, ‘is for paper weights which 
we sell for 50 cents apiece. They cost us 
$34 a gross.’ 

**I then told McElrath that when I was 
managing the Actors’ Fund Fair I had 
bought the same paper weights from the 
same firm for $10 a gross. 

“That was the first intimation I had 
that there had been — crooked. work. 
Then when I found that Thomas L. Hamil- 
ton had a bill against the fair for $10,000, 
Icame to the conclusion that somebody 
had been making money ont of the fair. 
If they have, 1 intend to find it out. Money 
has been foolishly and extravagantly 
spent and the matter of salaries alone is 
enormous.” 

Mr. de Frece also said that since he had 
assumed charge of the fair, matters had 
shown a material improvement and gifts 
were gery - in from all quarters. He also 
stated thatin spite of violent opposition 
from the employes of the fair he was get- 
ting hold of the thread of affairs little by 
little and at every turn new evidences of 
the grossly bad management of his prede- 
cessor were turning up. 

**T intend to do my level best to pull the 
thing through successfully, but unless the 
public rally to our rescue there will be no 
money made,” he said. 

When Mr. Hennessy was seen yesterday 
he said: 

“I have heard from many persons since 
my return how industriously Mr. de Frece 
tried while I was away to injure my 
reputation and cast suspicion upon me. 
When I broke down I did so from sheer 
hard work, and my doctor told me that 
there was no medicine for me, but that I 
must go to sva, and I was literally pushed 
aboard a Savannah steamer. 

“About the matter of paper weights, 
which Mr. de Frece has made such a hue 
and cry over, they were not boughs, not 
even ordered. One day a member of the 
firm from whom they came walked into my 
office and said if we wanted them they 
would send us a consignment, and we 
might sell what wecould for 50 cents and 
turn in to them 25 cents apiece for all 
sold and return those unsold after the fair. 
The rendering of the bill was irregular and 
they will have a fine time in collecting 
more than the amount they asked for on 
those sold. 

“ About the charge in relation to paying 
Mr. Hamilton $10,000 for building the 
booths. If there isa steal in that it lies 
between Mr. de Frece and Mr. Hamilton. 
My agreement with Mr. Hamilton, made in 
the presence of Joseph A. Oudin of the 
Baltimore Bmerican, was that the booths 
were not to cost over #5, I had paid 
Mr. Hamilton $2,500 on account wien, on 
the day before I was taken ill, he told me 

hat the whole bill would fall below 
by 500, This was also said in the presence 
of Mr. Oudin, but as soon as I was out of 
the way he sent in a bill for $10,000, and 
Mr. de Frece paid him $5,000 on account 
without apaking any inquiries. Thus, you 
see, Mr. Hamilton has got $3,000 more 
than his bill was to have been according 
ta contract, and Mr. de Frece is the man 
who paid him. If there is any collusion, it 
is easily seen where it lies. 

“Now, denounce as malicious lies 
everything that Mr. de Frece has said. He 
has done it to injure me, but I am happy to 
inform you that he will do no more of it. 

‘**As to his statement that less than 
$1,000 in donations of goods were made, 
we received fully $30,000 in donations.

Mr. Hennessy then produced the follow- 
ing general order, ‘to whom it may con- 
cern,” issued by the Executive Committee 
yesterday: 

I am directed by the Chairman of the Excou 
tive Committee tu say that. at a meeting held 
May 18, it was decided that Mr. Charles O’C. 
Hennessy, Director of the fair, who has re- 
turned to the city with recovered health, should 
resume his duties as Director. Mr. A. B. de 
Frece will remain as Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee. 

As Direotor of the fair, Mr. Hennessy requests 
me to make it known officially that henceforth 
no instructions or contracts as any de- 
partment of the fair will be regarded, except 
such as bear the authority of the Executive 
Committee or the Director of the fair. s

The general order and the letter were to 
have been forwarded to Mr. de Frece yes- 
terday. but atthe last moment Mr. Henness 
discovered that Colonel John A. Cockerill 
of the Advisory Commitee had instructed 
Assistant Secretary McElrath not to send 
them. Thereupon Mr. Hennessy resigned. 
He now says the fair will be a success 
with or without him, and it has his best 
wishes. His resignation was owing to a 
difference of opinion between himself and 
the Executive Committee, and will have 
no effect on the fair. 

Owing to the Jate hour it was impossible 
to secure a fuller statement in explana- 
tion of Mr. Hennessy’s resignation. 


HEADLONG PLUNGE TO DEATH. 


One of St. Paul’s Wealthy Business Men 
Jumps from a Lofty Bridge. 





Str. Pau, Minn., May 19.—There are nu- 
merous theories for the awful plunge into 
the Mississippi made by Charles 8S. Rogers, 
President of the St. Paul Cordage Com- 
pany, this afternoon. 

It was learned that he had been in con- 
ference with the President of one of the 
banks for two hours, between 10 and 12 
o’clock, which led to the rumor that the 
Cordage Company was embarrassed. This 
idea was scouted, however, by officers of 
the company, who said that Mr. Rogers, al- 
though a millionaire, had only $15,000 of 
stock in the Cordage Company and his act 
would not affect the organization in the 
slightest. 

Another rumor has it that there was 
some domestic trouble. Mr. Rogers pur- 
chased a lot on Summit Avenue two weeks 
ago for $50,000, and was preparing to 
build a one-hundred-thousand-dollar house 
onit. One authority said this was not 


pleasing to his wife, whois a daughter of 
the late Elias Q. Drake and worth $800,- 
000 in her own right. 

The most likely theory, however, is that 
the suicide was due to mental aberration. 
Rogers had been busy almost night and 
day for over a year getting the cordage 
plant in operation, and it is believed this 
severe work unbalanced his mind.

The man then got out of the buggy, and 
without @ moment’s warning stepped to 
the railing and jumped into the air, falling 
to the river, a distance of about 150 feet. 
Thus far no trace of the body has been 
found, although a large number of men are 
out in boats searching for it. 


MRS. JOHNSON’S DIAMONDS FOUND. 


Picked Up by a Newsboy at New-London, 
Conn., Who Will Get $2,000 Reward. 


Nrw-Lonpon, Conn, May 19.—John 
Walsh, a ten-year-old newsboy of this city, 
is to receive $2,000 as the result of a lucky 
tind. In the New-York and New-London 
papers a reward of that amount was this 
morning offered for the recovery of dia- 
mond earrings lost on May 1 by Mrs. Ed- 
win C. Johnson, wife of a wealthy resident 
of Norwich. 

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were returning home 
over the New-York and New-Haven Road. 
Changing cars in this city to reach the 
Norwich train, they walked across the 
station platform. There the boy found 
the diamonds, in a small chamois-skin bag, 
next morning, 

He was advised to keep the jewels until 
they were advertised for, and did so. To- 
day the advertisement appeared from Tif- 


fany & Co. offering $2,000 reward. The 
boy’s sister called at the police station here, 
requesting that a dispatch be sent of the 
finding of the earrings. 

A pe nape of Tiffany & Co. arrived 
here this afternoon, saw the boy, and iden- 
tified the earrings. They were sent to 
New-York to-night by express. The reward

DUPONT WAS NOT MURDERED 


HE DIED OF HEART FAILURE IN 
MAGGIE PAYNE'S HOME. 





Becoming Ill in the Street, the Millionaire 
Philanthropist Sought Rest in the House 
of the Woman He Had Befriended—A 
Foolish Effort to Suppress the Facts 
Aroused Suspicion and Produced a 
Crop of Wild Rumors—Odd Adventures 
of a Distinguished Family. 


Lovisvittz, Ky., May 19.—Interest in 
the death of A. V. Dupent, the millionaire 
and philanthropist, which occurred under 
mysterious circumstances last Tuesday, 
grows instead of waning. The silence of 
the Louisville papers only tended to whet 
curiosity and furnish material for all kinds 
of sensational stories, 

After sifting the matter from beginning 
toend, THE New-York TiMEs’s correspond- 
ent is able to state positively that no mur- 
der occurred. 

Mr. Dupont did die in the house of Mag- 
gie Payne, at Eighth and York Streets 
His body was hurried into a coffin and 
hauled in a wagon to his brother's home in 
Central Park before it was cold, and then, 
to avert suspicion, a bungling attempt to 
suppress the truth was made. The story of 
the millionaire’s death and his connection 
with the Payne woman, as learned from 
Dr. T. L. McDermott, the attending phy- 
sician, and from Mr. Dupont’s brother, is 
here told for the first time. 

Mr. Dupont left the Galt House, at First 
and Main Streets, at 8:30 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. He walked down to Seventh 
Street and Broadway, where he stopped for 
an hour, talking to some acquaintances. 
While standing on the corner he suddenly 
became ill and started along Seventh 
Street toward York, one block. He turned 
down York to Eighth Street, one block 
further, and entered the house of Maggie 
Payne. He told her he was cold, and she 
at once started to make a fire. Mr. Dupont 
sat down in a rocking chair and threw his 
head back. 

Mrs. Payne noticed that he looked ill and 
called to her daughter-in-law Mary in the 
next room to run for Dr. MoDermott, 
whose office is in Seventh Street. Before 
the doctor arrived Mr. Dupont was dead. 

Dr. McDermott pronounced the cause of 
death to be-heart disease and immediately 
called Undertaker J. C, King, who brought 
acofiin and took the body to the Dupont 
home in Central Park. Then, to allay ‘sus- 


picion, a false death return certificate was 
made out and a permit was secured to 
move the body to Bowling Green. The 
name in the “ fake” certificate was James 
G. Johnson. 

No corpse was sent to Bowling Green. 
The fact that Mr. Dupont’s body was not 
uncovered at the funeral, and the fact that 
it wassentto Wilmington, Del, Wednes- 
day on gave rise to suspicions which 
were magnitied into very sensational stories 
of attempted blackmail and murder. 

Mr. Dupont’s connection with Mrs, Payne 
was to some extent romantic. Fifteen 
years ago @ woman pear ay eiled called 
on the millionaire at the Galt House. ‘She 
told a pitiful story of destitution, and Mr. 
Dapont, who was noted for his charities, 
quietly helped her. She disappeared, and 
was not seen again by any of the 
Duponts until about six years ago 
when A. V. Dupont was seriously ill a 
the Norton Infirmary. One day a woman 
called there to see him ang announced that 
she had come to nurse him back to life. 
She introduced herself as the woman he 
had helped nine years before. Mr. Du- 
pont recovered and the woman again dis- 
appeared. 

he again called on Mr. Dupont five 
years ago and reported that she was in 
deep distress. Her son, William Payne, 
had been killed by falling from the roof of 
the new Custom House, leaving a wife and 
two small children. Mr. Dupont told her 
to find a small housein a quiet neighbor- 
hood and he would buy it for herself and 
daughter. She picked out the two-story 
frame pe gg Eighth and York Streets 
and moved in, Mr. Dupont paying for the 
house and the furniture. 

The personal relations between Mr. Du- 
ontand Mrs. Payne are problematical, 
utitis not denied that the house was 
used for improper purposes. He frequent- 
ly wentin foran hour or two, talked to 
Mrs. Payne, smoked, or looked over his 
papers. He made himself more at home 
there than anywhere else. 

This isthe true story of Mr. Dupont’s 
death. Itis sensational enough without 
the tragic features with which rumor has 
invested it. 

WILMINGTON, Del., May 19.—The report 
that A. V. Dupont, who died in Louisville, 
Ky., last Tuesday, came to his death by 


violence is emphatically denied by the 
members of the Dupont family in this city. 

The account given by Col Henry A. Du- 
pont, the leading member of the powdeér- 
manufacturing firm of this city, is that on 
Tuesday afternoon last, while on the street 
in Louisvilleinspecting some railway work 
in which he was interested, Mr. Dupont 
was suddenly seized with a chill and be- 
came very sick. His brother, Binnin- 
ger Dupont, who was with him at 
the time, at once hurried him to the 
office of Dr. T. L. McDermott. The latter 
pronounced him a very sick man, and on 
the physician’s advice a carriage was pro- 
cured and Mr. Dupont was driven to the 
residence of his brother, where he expired 
soon after. The certificate that accom- 

anied the remains to this city is now on 
Hie in the Health Office here and reads as 
follows: 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 17, 1893. 

Permission is hereby given to remove the 
remains of A. V. Dupont, aged sixty years, 
who died at this place on the 16th day of 
May, 1893, the cause of death being heart fail- 
ure, which is a non-infectious disease, and a 
transit permit being asked for burial at Wil- 
mington, in the State of Delaware.

The undertaker’s certificate, also on file 
in the Health Office here, gives the cause 
of death as anpreny. : 

Mr. Dupont’s body arrived in this city 
yesterday afternoon and was quietly buried 
in the private burial ground of the family 
at Dupont’s Banks, near Wilmington. 

For a family so exclusive, the Duponts 
haye been brought into unpleasant noto- 
riety with surprising frequency of late. 
Within five years there have been the 
destruction by incendiarism of four 
large barns owned by the Dupont 
Company by members of the fam- 
ily and the awful explosion at 
the powder works, with its consequent loss 
of fifteen lives, which was Sheng tobe the 
culmination of the re tops eis 4 that resulted 
inthe burning of the barns; the trial of 
the conspirators and its sensational de- 
velopments; the marriage of one .of the 
younger members of the family to a huxom 
young Irish lass in Queenstown; the di- 
vorce of William Dupont by a Dakota 
court and his subsequent marriage; the 
suicide of Lewis Dupont, and now the ru- 
mors of scandal and foul play in connec- 
tion with the death of A. V. Dupont.

A STUBBORN FIRE TO FIGHT, 


Four Alarms Rung in for a Blaze in Brews- 
ter’s Carriage Warehouse. 


An alarm of fire at 11:45 last night, fol- 
lowed within fifteen minutes by three other 
alarms, called a large section of the fire 
department to ®1e seven-ctory brownstone 
building at 487 and 489 Fifth Avenue, 
between Forty - first and Forty - second 
Streets. 

The building is occupied on the base- 
ment, ground, and firat floors by the 
J. B. Brewster Coach and Carriage 
Company for storing the product 
of their Thirty-fifth Street factory. 

The three uppar floors are occupied by 
John Eidlitz, B. J. Joy, and J. E. Ware, 
architects, and on the top floor, at the rear, 
are the apartments of the janitor, John 
Gresch. 

The blaze started on the top floor, in the 
rear, near the roof. Its origin is a mystery. 
The fire was first discovered by Policeman 
Patrick Hall, who stood in Madison Ave- 
nue, near the corner of Forty-first Street. 

At that time a great volume of smoke and 
flame was pouring from the rear of the 
building,and when the apparatus which first 
arrived seemed to make no headway in 
subduing the blaze, second, third, and 
fourth alarms were rungin in guick suc- 
cession. 

After a stubborn fight of several hours 
the flames were extinguished. 

The principal damage by fire was to the 
rear part of the upper floor and the roof, 
It will be covered by $10,000. 

The stock of the J. B. Brewster Coach 
and Carriage Company, valued at $150,- 
000, was not damaged. Such ofitas was 
in danger was removed to the street. 

The building, which is owned by Pottier, 
Stymus & Co. of 375 and 377 Lexington 
Avenue, was considerably damaged by 


smoke and water. They were unable to 
estimate their loss, which is fully covered 
by insurance. 

The occupants of the three upper floors 
will lose considerably on furniture and 
completed plans in their offices. 


IN FAVOR OF AN INOGOME TAX. 


Mr, Cleveland Said to Have Decided on 
This Plan to Raise Money.

“Although the Eastern Democrats and 
most of Mr. Cleveland’s personal friends 
are utterly opposed to tho imposi- 
tion of an income tax, Mr Cleve- 
land, with his usual theory 
of duty for the people, has studied the sub- 
ject for himself and*has decided that an 
income tax will be a measure of his Ad- 


ministration. 

“The Secretary and the President 
are in entire accord. A tax will 
be recommended on incomes of over 

000; possibly the maximum will 

e lower, as low as $2,000. The message 
to Congress will strongly urge immediate 
action.’ 

The President is not quoted, but the in- 
formation doubtless comes direct from him, 
or the correspondent would not speak with- 
such positiveness.

The harbor of the greatest city of the 
greatest democratic Government in the 
universe served yesterday, curiously, 
enough, as a noble stage setting for a scene 
every element of which was replete with 
the ideas and observances of Old World 
aristocracy. 

It was the formal welcoming by the 
United States of its royal visitor, the In- 
fanta Eulalie, aunt of Alfonso XIIL, the 
baby King of Spain, and sister-in-law of 
the Queen Regent Maria Cristina, a wele 
come carried out with all the pomp and 
circumstance considered in monarchieal 
countries as the due of royal blood. 

Asttold in yesterday’s New-York Trzs,, 
the Infanta arrived late on Thursday: 
evening from Havana in the steamship 
Reina Maria Cristina, which anchored well 
outside the bar and remained there Thura- 
day night in readiness to receive the offie-' 
cial morning call from Commander Charles) 
Henry Davis, on the Government dispatch 
boat Dolphin, as the representative of the 
President of the United States. 

But the first “good morning” to the 
Maria Cristina came from the tug J: Fred 
Lohman, which was scudding toward the 
Scotland Lightship long before the arisen 
sun had dried up the mists of the morning.' 
The Lohman started from Pier 10 East 
River, the Spanish Line pier, carrying; 
Messrs. Arturo Aryas, R. A. C. Smith, and 
8. Mallet Prevost, the committee from the 
Circulo Colon-Cervantes, whose mission is 
was to extend to the Princess Eulaliea 
formal invitation to the grand ball with 
which it is proposed to do her honor, and 
toinquire her pleasure as to the fixing of 
the date for it. t 

Others on board were the Spanish Con- 
sul General, Sefior Don Arturo Baldesano; 
the Vice Consul, Sefior de Castro; Juan M. 
Ceballos of the Spanish Steamship Line, 
Sefior Don José de Baredes, commander of 
the Spanish war ship Reina Regente; Thisd 
Commander E. Mattas, Lieut. Commander 
J. Orino, Second Lieut. J. Riviera, Lieut. 
M. de la Puente, Lieut. J. Ribera, Lieut. J. 
Camilla, Sefior Don. V. M. Conchas, Captain 
of the caravel Santa Maria; Commander R. 
G. de Quesada of the Pinta, M. Comas, and 
Lieut.

All these gentlemen were in the fullest 
of full uniform, with marvelous cocked 
hats, embellished with what seemed noth- 
ng less than lumps of bullion, swords 
clinking in gayly decorated scabbards, and 
often causing some trouble to lower limbs 
irreproathably clad in blue and gold, epan- 
lets that must have weighed a couple of 
pounds apiece, and. banditti-like cloaks, 
most picturesque, and most useful, too, for 
the morning air was somewhat raw. 

Small wonder wasit that the Hamburg 
American Line steamer Normannia and 
the White Star Liner Britannic both dipped ° 
their colors to the tug J. Fred Lohman, 
which, though so insignificant in itself, 
carried such a glittering burden. 

It was somothing past 7 o’clock when the 
Lohman spoke’ the Maria Cristina, which 
lay lazily rocking on. the heavy ground 
swell The big ship, with her square- 
rigged yards so adaptable for decoration,’ 
was a very rainbow of bunting. Great iris.’ 
colored cataracts of flags jettied down from 
foremast to mainmast and from main to 
mizzen. Proudest and richest of all there, 
swung out from the main peaks, stiffas a, 
wooden board under the strong breeze, the 
royal flag of Spain, the hoisting of which 
signifies the presence of a Prince or Princess 
of the blood. ‘ 

The Lohman swerved round to the port 
side of the vessel, Don Arturo Baldesano, | 
the Consul General, standing on the poop 
deck and hailing the Masia Cristina’a 
Captain, Don José Maria Garoda. Quite an 
animated conversation took place between 
these two gentlemen, eked out, on both 
sides, to the astonishment of those who ex=, 
pected the most glacial dignity from the 
Captain of acruiser, as the Maria Cristina

| is ranked as being, by the most emphatic 


and eccentric of gesticulations. Brought 
down to business, the tenor of the whole 
long “confab” was that Seiflor Baldesano 
wanted to know ifthe Dolphin had paid 
her call and that Sefior Garoda answered 
that she had not. ; 

“In deference, then, to the representative 
the United States and 
to the Spanish Mihister, the Duke of Mu- 
ruaga, I decline to come aboard before 
them,” said the Consul General, with a 
majestic wave of his hand. 

_Just at this moment Don Garoda, whe 
was leaning over the port rail using the 
hollow of his hands in default of a speak- 
ing trumpet, was joined by the Infanta’s 
husband, the Prince Antonio Maria de 
Orléans, in the full uniform of a Major of 
cavalry. The Prince, despite the fact 
that he is a Bourbon and several other 
things, is principally distinguished in that 
he is the husband of his wife and is also her 
cousin. 

On his left breast was the red cross of 
Calatrava, an order dating from the days 
when the Moors were expelled from Spain, 
once only to be obtained by conspicuous 
gallantry on the field of battle. 

An introduction between the Prince and 
the prominent personages on the tug was 
effected at long range, the Prince acknowl- 
odging the introduction in every case by 
the stiffest of military salutes. Then with 
a parting “* Viva Espafia; Viva la Infanta; 
Viva el Principe Antonio!” the J. Fred Loh- 
man sheered off and made her way across 
the barinto that curve of the Horseshoe 
where the Dolphin, laggard, for what rea- 
son no one at that time knew, had been rid. 
ing at anchor since 5 o’clock. ; 
The reason of the delay was soon learned. 
Commander Davis had received instruc- 
tions that the Maria Cristina would meet 
him inside the Hook, and was waiting with 
as much anxiety for the arrival of the 
Spaniards as they, some three miles away, 
were waiting for him. 

Hardly had the mistake been explained 
when the Spaniards, tired of waiting, were 
seen sweeping in a stately curve around

She evidently 
took the greatest interest ‘n the sights 
along the bay, while the ‘“‘;opgun” salute 
from Fort Hamilton seemed to amuse her 
immensely. Behind her vessel came the 
Infanta Isabel. 

At 10:20 the three vessels arrived oft 
the Quarantine station and dropped 
anchor, maintaining the:positions they had 
taken in the lower bay. 

This anchorage of the small fleet was 
preliminary to the reception by the Prin- 
cess of Commander Davis and the Duke of 
Muruaga, the Spanish Minister on board 
the Infanta Isabel, the Queen of Spain 
having given special orders that the initial

The Infanta stepped into her barge, cush- 
toned and carpeted, with six officers standing 
around her, two with drawn swords, an 
to the thunderous accompaniment of a na- 
tional salute from the Infanta Isabel ten 
sturdy oarsmen bent to the task of rowing 
their precious burden over the choppy 
waters to the war ship. e 

The “ Princess’s banner” of purple in a 
few minutes more was fluttering at the 
peak of the Infanta Isabel, while every 
yard held its full of sailors in rigid atti- 
tudes, all significant that the Infanta was 
installed in Capt. Garcia de la Vega’s 
cabin. Meantime Commander Davis, in 
company with the Spanish Minister, had 
put out from the Dolphin. He mounted 
the gang plank of the Infanta Isabel 
draped in the Spanish colors, an 
was escorted to the Captain’s cabin, 
where he was introduced to the 
Infanta by the Duke of Muruaga. The 
meeting was very pleasant, so the gallant 
Commander avers, and as much devoid of 
formality as such meetings can ever be. 
Commander Davis, after, according to 
Spanish etiquette, kissing the dainty hand 
extended to him, welcomed its royal owner 
to the United States in the name of the 
President. ‘ ‘ 

“It has been the dream of my life to visit 
your country,” replied the Princess, who 
rpeske good Kugiish withanaccentthatonly 
renders her enunciation the more charnm- 
ing. She went on in the simplest and most 
unafiected language to express her pleasure 
at everything she had seen, regretting, 
however, that she had been obliged to de- 
cline the offer to board the Dolphin at the 
entrance of the harborin view of the in- 
structions of her Goyernment to enter 
New-York Harbor in a Spanish vessel 

She accepted the Commander's invitation 
to lunch later in the ay on the, Dolphin 
and the audience ended. Health Officer 
Jenkins also had an interview with the 
Princess, in which he managed to. delight 
her by throwing all traditions of court eti- 
quette to the winds and giving the hand 
he ought to have kissed the heartiest and 
most whole-souled of “ shakes.” 

With the introductions over, the Infanta 
Isabel catted hef anchor and headed 
straight up the North River for the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Dock, off which she 
anchored. The Dolphin followed after a 
good deal of delay, due to her anchor foul- 
ing, while the Maria Cristina, her part hay- 
ing been practically played in the day’s 
programme, loafed along like a lazy tramp 
steamer. It was about 12:45 when the 
Dolphin lowered her anchor some 300 
yards away from the Infanta Isabel and 
preparations were made for the Princess’s 
visit. 

The gangplank down which, accom- 
panied by her _lady-in-waiting, the Mar- 

unesa de Arco Hermoso, and escorted by 

ommander Davis, she stepped into the 
Dolphin’s beautiful barge, was strewn 
with roses, violets, and other flowers, 
which, rendered sacred in the eyes of her 
chivalrously loyal countrymen by her very 
tread, were immediately on her departure 
snatched up to be kept as souvenirs, As 
she neared the Dolphin’s side she was 
greeted by a national salute booming from 
forty-two metal throats,and from the main- 
mast head of the American dispatch boat 
broke out in a silken purple cloud the royal 
standard, bearing in gold the crest of the 
Infanta’s family, a neost pleasing surprise 
‘to the visitors. After the officers of the 
vessel had been introduced to the Infanta 
the royal party was escorted to the saloon, 
where an elaborate luncheon was served. 
The Princess was accompanied by her has- 
band, her Grand Chamberlain, the Duke 
of Tamames; Don Pedro Jover, Marquesa 
de Arco Hermoso, and Marquesa de Cor- 
nillas, ladies-in-waiting. 

Luncheon finished, the Infanta received 
the Spanish Consul Genera] and his party 
of officers and friends on board the tug 
Lohman. t 

Through her Chamberlain, the Duke of 
Tamames, was submitted to her the invi- 
tation to the ball from the Committee of 
Three of the Circulo Colon-Cervantes. 
She acceded to the committee’s humble 
request that she honor Pheir ball with her 

resence with the most charming of af- 

rmatives. The date she fixed for the 
evening of Friday, May 26, and afterward, 
in response to the request of the six dele- 
gates from the Spanish colony in this city, 
she fixed the date of the complimentary 
concert to be given her in the Carnegie 
Music Hall by the colony for May 29. 

The leading artists, orchestra, and chorus 
will take part in this concert, and the 
fourth act of the opera “ The Huguenots” 
will be rendered. ‘The Royal Spanish Band 
of the Zaragoza Regiment, which has come 
to this country to compete for the World’s 
Columbian Fair prize, will also appear, and 
Sefhor Ceruelos, the distinguished Spanish 

ianist, has composed and dedicated to the 

oyal Highnesses a tarantella for fourteen 
pianos, which will be played by the com- 
poser, assisted by thirteen other pianists. 

At 2:45 the royal visitors embarked 
again, this time in the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company’s tug Belvedere, swept, 
cleaned, and decorated. The Belvedere 
landed its passengers on the Adams Ex- 

ress pier, adjoining the Pennsylvania 
Sook, and for the third time, as the Infanta 
stepped on the carpeted timbers of the 
dock, the guns of the Dolphin belched out 
their hoarse salute, the royal standard 
fluttering limply down its halyard from 
the masthead. cy 

Carriages were in waiting, and the party 
was driven to the elevator and carried up 
to the station. There they found the oper 
cial train, composed of the combination 
car Premier, the dining car Magdalene, the 
palace car I clicia, and the Infanta’s pri- 
vate car, Wildwood. This last-named car, 
which was under the special charge of C, 
H. Beatty, is one of the finest private cars 
in the world, and was pounetes most 
beautifully decorated with flowers. The 
whole train was under the charge of Mr. 
R. H. Parke, Southeastern Passenger Agent 
of the Pennsylvania Road, who said that 
no stops would be made on the run, which 
would be over in tive hours. 

The train pulled out on track No. 5 at 
exactly 3 P. M., the station being crowded 
with people anxious to get a glimpse at the 
{nfanta. She was told of their desire. As 
the train pulled out both she and ber hus- 
band stepped out on the rear platform of

WELCOMED AT THE CAPITAL. 


Received in Washington by Secretary 
Gresham—Cheered by Great Crowds. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The royal train ar- 
Tivedin Washington at 8:20 o'clock to-night. 
An immense crowd of people gathered in the 
vicinity of the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
more than an hour before the train arrived. 
The attachés of the Spanish Legation were 
there as early as 7-o’clock. They were the first 
official comers. Befior Don José Felipe 
Sagrario, Firat Secretary of Legation; Sefior 
Amora de Sagrario, Seiorita de Sagrario, 
Sefor Manuel Multedo, Third Secretary; Capt. 
C. de la Casa, military attaché, and Sefior Ale- 
jandro Padilla y Bell, attaché, composed the 
party from the legation, which also included 
Mrs. Curry, the wife of the ex-Minister of the 
United States to Spain. 

Five minutes later there was a stir among the 
rapidly-gathering throng anda faint cheer as 
four troops of cavalry, under Col. Henry, from 
Fort Myer, across the Potomac in Virginia, 
rode up and formed in along line on the Sixth 
Street side of the station. They wore fatigue 
uniforms. The cavalry had started out from Fort 
Myer at 3 o’olock this afternoon, attired in full 
dress, in the expectation that the Infanta would 


‘arrive at 4 o'clock and when Col. Henry ascer- 


tained that the distinguished party would not 
reach the city until later in the day, he was 


obliged to take his men back to the fort, a long 
ride. Col. Henry was merciful, and allowed his 
men to repeat the journey this evening in the 
more comfortable but less showy fatigue dress. 

Secretary Gresham and Aégsistant Secretary 
uincy came soon after the arrival of the cav- 
airy in Mr. Gresham's carriage, followed almost 
samoeietee by a handsome barouche drawn by 
four magnificent bay horses. It was President 
Cleveland’s carriage, and the President's coach- 
man, witha brand-new footman, were on the 
box. The carriage was empty. Other officials 
began to arrive. Col. Jonn M. Wilson of the 
army, the Commissioner of Public Buildings 
and Grounds, wore full-dress uniform in his 
capacity as the military representative of the 
President. Assistant Secretary Adee and Chief 
Clerk Rockhill of the State Department were 
aleo in attendance. 

A number of railroad porters caused a flutter 
In the crowd by laying a double width of carpet 
along the east side of the platform. This was 
for the passage of the royal party fromthe train 
to the carriage. Thena detachment of police 
men, ander a Lieutenant, marched into the sta- 
tion and drove back all outeiders who had 
secured entrance. A line of rope, stretched from 
one end of the platform to the other, Somphoted 
the arrangements for the Infanta’s arrival. 

After two or three false alarms, the special 
train steamed into the station at 8:20, exactly 
on time. Secretary Gresham, the Btate De- 
porynene ofticiale, and the party from the Span- 
sh Legation walked nearest to the tracks, and 
the train came to a standatill. ? 
The Princess was the first to alight. She was 
assisted from the train by Commander Davis, 
The —- Minister, Sefior Muruaga, was just 
behind the Princess, but before he could alight, 
Secretary Gresham pressed forward, and Com- 
mander Davis presented him to the Infanta as 
the representative of the President. ‘he Prin- 
cess and Secretary Gresham greeted each 
other pleasantiy, and then other members of the 
receiving party gathered about them. When 
the Infanta saw Mrs. Curry, there was a pretty 
scene, The two had known each other inti- 
mately in Madrid, and the recognition was fol- 
lowed by @ warm hand clasp, and Mrs. Curry 
im printed a kiss on each cheek of the Princess. 

‘he greetings over, Secretary Gresham of- 
fered his arm tothe Princess, and, preceded by 
Col, Wilson and Mr. A. Parke, General 
Southern Passenger Agent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, followed by the Infanta’s suite 
and the others of the official gathering, 
they walked down the carpeted platform to 
te the carriage entrance of the station. Out- 
side the crewd was something enormons, and 
the Princess looked pleased as she saw the 
throng that had gathered to receive her. She 
ohatted gayly in English with Mr. Gresham all 
the while. 

The Infanta, Secretary Gresham, Minister 
Muraaga, and Prince Antonio entered the Pres- 
ident’s carriage, the cavalrymen saluted, 
and the procession began to move up 
Pennsylvania Avenue toward the Arling- 
ton, Four buglers on horseback led and 
with the four troops of cavalry, one o 
which was com of colored soldiers from 
the “ Fighting Ninth,’’ formed the escort for the 
royal party. Six Sergeants of Cavalry acted as 
body guard to the Princess, and following her 
carriage came carriages containing her suite 
and the members of the receiving party, 

The evenein and around the Pennsylvania 
Railway Station when the Princess arrived re- 
minded one of those that were enacted during 
the inauguration. A crowd such as has not 
been seen since that time lined Penn- 
sylvania Avenue on both sides from 
the Sixth Street station to the Treasury 
Department and to the Arlington Hotel. The 
ride up Pennsylvania Avenue was devoid of 
auy special incident, except on one or two oc- 
casions when the borses became slightly un- 
Seneese but wero soon brought under con- 

rol. 

Occasionally, in response to salutations from 
the crowd, Secretary Gresham lifted his hat and 
the Princess graciousiy bowed. She was seated 
on the right of the Secretary, facing Prince An- 
toine and the Spanish Minister, and seemed par- 
ticularly pleased at the demonstrations of cor- 
Giality manifested, but kept up a continual 
conversation with the Premier of the Adminis- 
tration. 

The apartments oocupied by the Princess and 
her suite at the Arlington are historic. Though 
annexed to the hotel, they form a separate 
house. It was the old residence ef Charies 
Sumner, and is but a stone’s throw 
distant from the White House. On all 
sides of the square bounding the park are 
innamerable houses, few less historic than that 
in which the Infanta now rests. The royal 
epartments contain seven sleeping rooms, three 
— anda private dining room, with four 

sdrogene onan upper floor for the use of serv- 
ants. 

A large bunch of sweet peas stood on a table 
in the parlor, frow Mrs. Curry; other floral gifts 
were around, but the chief among them rested 
upon the table in the Princess’s private draw- 
ing room on the second floor. It was a tribute 
from Mrs. Cleveland, and consisted of a huge 
basket of magnificent American Beauties, 
orchids, and lilies of the valley. 

It was 8:45 when the head of the column of 
troopers turned off of Pennsylvania Avenue and 
came up to the hotel. The cavairy moved 
quickly up the broad avenue and wheeled 
into line, coming to a dress parade. Imme- 
diately behind came the President’s four- in- 
hand. The spirited team, nettled by the cheers 
of the crow4, refused to approach the curb, but 
were quickly obedient to the touch of the whip. 
The Princess alighted upon the arm of Secre- 
tary Gresham, and, followed by her hus- 
band the Prince, and the Spanish Minister, 
entered the Sumner annex. The streets were 
thronged with people, and a loud cheer went 
up asthe Princesse Dm - ang to the pavement. 
“Hats off!’ shouted some one in the crowd, 
and instantly every head was uncovered. It 
Was with great diffieulty that the poliee képt 
the people from surging forward. Col. John 
M. Wilson received the party at the door. 

Immediately upon entering the house, the 
Princess passed into the reception room accom- 
panied by Seoretary Gresham and Secretaries 
Adee and Quincy and her suite. A moment 
later the representatives of the Gov- 
ernment retired and Commander Davis 
bade the Mm git good night. All prep- 
arations h been made to serve dinner, 
but owing to the fact that dinner was 
had on the train the beautiful private dining 
room was not used co-nignt. Although ex- 

ressing berself as not at all fatigued, the 

rincess soon retired to her own rooms to se- 
cure a good night's rest preparatory to the fes- 
tivities that await her. 

To-morrow morning she will pay her respects 
to President and Mrs. Cleveland. The pro- 
gTamme for the day beyond that has not been 
agreed upon. 





ARRANGEMENTS BY THE CITY. 


The Infanta Will Be Busy When She Ke- 
turns from Washington. 


The committee of one hundred citizens which 
looked after the Duke of Veragua met yester- 
Cay in the Governor’s Room in the City Hall to 
arrange for the Infanta’s entertainment. Mayor 
Gilroy presided. He explained that the city 
had spent only about $13,000 in entertaining 
the Duke of Veragua, and that there was left 
$37,000 of the sum for entertaining distin- 
guished guesta. 

“Thave a number of suggestions here,” said 
the Mayor, “ which have been made for the en- 
tertainment of the Princess. Before we can 
decide upon them, they will have to be sub- 
mitted to the Infanta. Commander Davis, who 
is the representative of the United States, said 
he would ask the master of ceremonies, the 
Duke of Tamames, on the trip to Washington, 
whether she could accept the entertainments 
which the city would like to give her,” 

Then Mayor Gilroy read what the committee 
proposes todo, Upon the arrival of the Prin- 
cess from Washington she will be met at tne sta- 
tion in Jersey City by a& special committee of 
the Committee of One Hundred, brought over 
in a special boat, and escorted to the Hotel Sa- 
voy by a military body, where she will be 
greeted by the Mayor. The day after her arriv- 
al she will go to West Point on a special steam- 
er, aboard which luncheon will be served, At 
West Point there will be a parade and review of

the cadets. Only the Committees of One Hun- 
dred and the auxiliary committee and their 
wives will be invited. That evening there will 
be an informal visit to the theatre, boxes being 
reserved.

“I think,’ said Mayor Gilroy, “ that these are 
all the evenings that will be at the disposal of 
the city. I would suggest to the members of 
the committee that when the Princess is re- 
ceived at the Hotel Savoy all be present. When 
the Duke of Veragua was received, I am sorry 
to say, there were not more than half a dozen 
members at the hotel to meet him, 

“The reception at the Hotel Savoy is to take 
the place, to some extent, of the public recep- 
tion whieh might have been held at the City 
Hall. Wecould notask her to come down here, 
and so I do nos think we could give her the 
freedom of the city, as might have been done 
were she a map.”

PREPARATIONS FOR THE BALL, 


Is Intended to Make the Garden a 
Bower of Flowers. 


The Infanta Eulalie, husband, and suite, hav. 
ing been duly welcomed to these shores, the 
Circulo Colon-Cervantes and the lady patron- 
esses of the forthcoming ball are busy in arrang- 
ing preliminaries for that most auspicious oc- 
casion. 

Mr. Enrique Rosso of the Circnlo Colon-Cer- 
vantes was yesterday completing plans for the 
decoration of the Madison Square Garden. 
There will be no bunting or flags used, and both 
the Stars and Stripes and the Spanish colors 
will be banished from the hall. 

Mr. Rosso gave as the reason for this that the 
ball was to a certain degree a private affair and 
as such the use of the national colora would be 
out of place. It is intended to make the deco- 
rations harmonize as much as possible with the 
prevailing tints and colors used in the adorn- 
ment of the Garden. 

“ We wish,” said Mr. Rosso, “to make it as 
Indeed, the one idea of 
daintiness will be carried out to the best of our 
ability. Orders have been given to florists that 
no attention is to be paid to expense. The 
Cireulo Colon-Cervantes holds itself responsible 
for any deficit in the cost of the entertainment.” 

The entrance to be used by the Infanta and 
suite will be the one on Twenty-sixth Street. 
The walls and ceilings of this corridor will be 
entirely concealed by a screen of Southern 
clematis and Virginia creeper, interspersed with 
huge bunches of apple and cherry blossoms.

“The balustrades of the stairoase will be en- 


twined with Virginia creeper. 

The music hall will be used as a throne room 
and the adjacent dressing rooms as a private 
boudoir for the Infanta. A dais will be erected 


in the throne room, where the Infanta will re- 
ceive the guests. There will be no decorations 
in this room except paime and plants. 

The royal box, which will be entered through 
w Rrveee passageway from the throne room, 
will be on the Twenty-sixth Street side of the 
auditorium. It will be in reality -three boxes 
thrown into one. The draperies will be entire- 
ly floral. The apex of the box will be hung 
with a thick eurtain of pink Empress of Russia 
roses, junto whioh will be woven 10,000 blos- 
soms. The Empress of Russia rose has no 
fragrance, and it has been chosen on this ac- 
count. Fora background there will be a wall 
of 1,500 orchids. The front will be a solid 
mass of lilies of the valley and black pansies, 
arranged in alternate stripes down to the 
ground. The roof of the vast auditorium will 
also be hung with garlands of pink roses, and 
in the angles ever each box there will be placed 
large bows of blue and white satin ribbon, the 
colors of the Infanta. Every available space 
will be crowded with palms and plants, but the 
colors wili be in the main white and pink, upon 
a background of green. The galleries and 
music stands will be banked in roses, and gar- 
lands of the same tiower will hang from every 
angle of the building. The fronts of the boxes 
will be garianded with roses, and it is the in- 
teution to change the room into a veritable rose 
garden, 

It is suggested that, with the exception of the 
ordinary Court etiquette to be observed during 
the ball, the Infanta will be governed entirely 
by American social laws. Ward MoAllister has 
said this authoritatively, and New-York society 
will probably follow his dictum. 

The Infanta,” said Mr. McAllister, ‘‘on her 
arrival at Washington, should be ealled upon at 
the Arlington by Mra, Cleveland, and should re- 
turn the call. Mrs. Cleveland should then give 
a reception to her at the White House, receiving 
with her and standing at her right.” 

Mr. MoAllister has also said that his sugges- 
tion as to the féte chaméptre will be carried 
out. The Infanta, he says, will go on a steamer 
to West Point, where an elaborate luncheon 
will be served. She will be received with mili- 
tary honors, and will return to the city in time 
for dinner. A variety entertainment is Mr. 
MoAllister’s suggestion for the amusement of 
the Infanta on her way back to the city, after 
the fashion of the Vaudeville Club. 





THE NATION’S GUESTS. 


The Government Will Pay the Bills for 


Their Entertainment. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.—The Govern- 
ment will pay all bills presented for the enter- 
tainment of the Duke of Veragua. This state- 
ment was made by Secretary Gresham this 
afternoon in answer to inquiries whether bills 
sent to the State Department for money ex- 
pended in entertaining the Duke in Chicago 
would be allowed. 

With reference to the fact that, as the City of 
New-York had presented the Duke with the 
freedom of the city and defrayed the expenses 
attending the visit of the ducal party there, the 
municipality and the oltizens of Chicago, hav- 
ing also given him the city’s freedom, might be 


expected to do the same while the Duke re- 
mained their guest, Mr. Gresham said he had 
no doubt that the people of Chicago would do 
what might be reasonably expected of them, 
but that he would pay all bills presented for the 
Duke's entertainment. 

As the Infanta Eulalie comes also in the ca- 
pacity of the Nation’s guest, her entertainment 
will be provided by the Government in all mat- 
ters, except where cities or States voluntarily 
defray the expenses within their borders.

NOT THIS SUNDAY, SOME OTHER 


Decided Last Night to Postpone the Ac- 
tion Decided on, in the Hope that 
Matters Can Be Amicably Arranged— 
Theodore Thomas Has Not Yet Handed 
in His Resignation and May Not Be 
Forced to Do so— Work of the 
Woman's Congress—Helen Gonger Not 
to be Silenced just Yet. 





OnrcaGco, May 19.—The fair will not be opened 
next Sunday, as provided for by resolution of 
the local Directory. The disposition of the Dt 
rectors now is to obtain the approval of the 
National Commission, on account of the law, 
which explicitly sets forth that no new rule 
adopted by the Directory or any proposed change 
in another rule can become operative until such 
rule has been approved by the commission, 
which is vested with the power to modify any 
rule presented to it. 

Sunday opening comes up as a new rule, or, 
at least, a change in the one adopted jointly by 
the commission and Directory last October, so 
that the concurrence of the former is necessary 
before the gates oan be legally opened on San- 
day, no matter if the Directory has voted to re- 
turn the $2,500,000 which it has received from 
the United States Treasury in the form of 
souvenir half dollars. 

The unanimous adoption by the committee 
yesterday of the Judiciary Committee’s report, 
which knocked Attorney Walker’s Sunday-open- 
ing opinion.into a cocked hat, left the national 
body little to act on to-day in regard to Sunday 
opening. No communication has been received 
from the Directory officially notifying the com- 
mission of the sweeping Sunday-opening reso- 
lution and the intention to return the money 
voted by Congress. 

The Directors appreciate the fact that they 
are notin high favor with the commission on 
account of the Sunday question, and they are 
doing a little making up now, as was shown by 
President Higinbotham’s communication yes- 
terday asking fora conference on the Thomas 
matter. Fuel has been added tothe flame by 
Mayor Harrison’s break of yesterday at the 
Illinois Building dedication in advocating \the 
opening of the fair on Sunday. 

Before a quorum of the National Commission 
had gathered in the Commission Hall at noon 
to-day, Chairman Massey of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee announced that it was considering the 
proposed amendment to the rules governing the 
opening of the exposition on Sunday, and asked 
that the commission remain in session until 3 
o’clock 80 as to receive the repert of the com- 
mittee and have it printed for action by the 
commission to-morrow. 

Commissioner Myers of Kentucky objected to 
any hasty action belng taken on such an im- 
portant question, and moved to have the report 
made a special order for Monday, and he was 
strongly backed by other members. 

Commissioner Hundley of Aiabama, in resent- 
ing a criticism of the Judiciary Committee for 
not reporting sooner, disclosed the fact that 
there would be a majority and a minority sopers 
from the committee. There are five mambers 
of the committee here, and it is well known 
that the majority report will favor concurring 
in therule presented by the Directory provid- 
ing for Sunday opening. 

There was more discussion among the mem- 
bers, which showed that the feeling was 
against voting on the Judiciary Committee’s 
report before next week, 80 that the commis- 
sion couid be sure of a quorum. This senti- 

ere in the almost unani- 
mous adoption of Commissioner Myers’s motion. 

Bunday opening, therefore, has been post- 

oned for a week atleast. The loca) Directors 

eld a meeting this evening, at which it was de- 
cided to close the fair next Sunday, in order to 
give the National Commission sufficient time to 
take action on the new Sunday-opening rule 
which was submitted to that body to-day. 

Whue the local Directors are anxious to have 
the sanction of the National Commission in 
opening the exposition on the first day of the 
weok, it was apparent from their expressions 
at this evening’s meeting that unless the courts 
intervene the great show will be open on May 
2s regardless of any action the National Com- 
mission may take. 

1t is not improbable that some difficulty will 
be experienced in keeping the people out ef the 
grounds next Sunday. 

The Rev. Drs. Lawrence, Henson, and Par- 
ker, the committee of the Baptist Auxiliary of 
the Religious Congress of the World's Fair, 
have withdrawn tne acceptance of the invita- 
tion to the Baptist denomination to participate 
in the congress. The committee’s action is 
taken In view of the determination of the Di- 
rectory to throw open the gates on Sanday. 
The committee believes that the Baptist annual 
meetings to be held next week in Denver will 
approve the withdrawal.

Subjects Connected with the Home Dis- 
cussed—Mrs. Gougar Gets Satisfaction. 


Cuicaco, May 19.—Jealousy and personal 
enmity among some of the women prominent 
in the congress in session in the Art Institute 
to-day threatened for a time to disrupt the or- 
ganization. An amicable sottioment was reached 
after some mancuvring, but it leaves Mra. 
Helen M. Gougar and Mrs. May Wright Sewall 
in the light of personal enemies. 

The trouble arose over an order reported to 
have been made by the committee in charge of 
the congress directing that Mre. Gougar be 
barred from participation in the general con- 
gresses and eubordipate conferences. Mrs. 
Gougar demanded an explanation from Mrs. 
Heurotin, Vice President of the Women’s De- 
partment, and from President Bonney of the 
auxiliary. 

The parties interested were hurried into s 
secret consultation in President Bonney’s office. 
The conference was a long and stormy one, and 
when the ladies emerged from the closet-like 
office oceupied by Mr. Bonney their feathers 


were considerably rufiied. None was willing to 
describe the scene that had just been enacted. 
Alter the conference Mrs. Henrotin sent Mrs. 
Gougar a letter denying that the objectionable 
order had been issued. S 

“I don’t want to pose as a disturber,” said 
Mrs. Gougar aiterward, “but I had to do some- 
thing to protect myself. When I was told last 
night that an erder barring we from the meot- 
ings had been issued my friends advised me to 
investigate, and I decided tolay the matter before 
Mrs. Henrotin and Mr. Bouney. They denied 
all knowledge of the order, and the investiga- 
tion resulted in a conierence in Mr. Bonney’s 
office. 

“It mow seems that the order was issued on 
Mra. May Wright Sewall's responsibility. When 
she heard I had addressed an overiiow meeting 
yesterday she told Carrie Lane Chapman that 
my voice was not to be heard in these halls. A 
like message was conveyed to other Chairmen. 
Mrs. Sewalland I bave been personal enemies 
for some time. The trouble dates back to a dirf- 
ference of opinion regarding the temperance 
work in Indiaca. She made thie order simply 
out of spite to me, and the committees had noth- 
ing to do with it. My relations with the women 
here have been very pleasant, aud I have great- 
ly enjoyed the conterences.”

Mr. Geary Figures on the Cost of a Whole- 
sale Deportation. 


BAN FRANCISCO, May 19.—Congressman T. J. 
Geary, author of the Chinese Registration act, 
yesterday discussed the situation with United 
States District Attorney Carter, Judges Morrow 
and McKenna, and other Federal officlals. 

Mr. Geary is of the opinion that the Adminis- 
tration will proceed to enforce his measure. He 
believes that all Chinese in San Francisco could 
be deported for a sum not exceeding $15 a head. 
“ and [ have no doubt that arrangements could 
be made for their passage to China,’’ he said,

DODGING ACROSS THE FRONTIER. 





Chinamen Coming from Cuba, via Mexico, 
Also from Vancouver, B. C. 


Pigpras NeGRAS, Mexico, May 19.—A party 
of Chinese numbering 250 arrived here last 
night from the interior of Mexico, and this 
morning divided into squads and left for points 
up and down the river. It is believed that 
their intention is to smuggle themselves into 
the United States and that they were brought 
here by an agent for that purpose. The United 
States authorities will keep a close guard of the 
river, and while a few of the Chinamen may be 


successful in getting into the United States, the 
majority of them will be captured if they at-

CIVIL SERVIOE LAWS. 


Policy Imputed to the President of Which 
He Has Not Thought. 





WASHINGTON, May 19.—President Cleveland 
and the members of his Cabinet have been sur- 
prised within the last two days to be questioned 
about an alleged new policy said to be contem- 
plated by him for the radical reformation of the 
civil service. 

Until the President made the order releasing 
him from the personal importunity of office 
seekers he had little time to attend to executive 
business, and since that time he has had no op- 
portunity, if he had inclination, which he had 
not, to assume the enormous task of recom- 
mending tothe incoming Congress the vague 
and unnecessary policy suggested by a writer 
in the New-York Sun. 

The writer referred to has probably iittle ac- 

quaintance with the existing civil service law. 

That will not bother the readers of a paper who 
enjoy getting along in their criticism of the law 

without taking the trouble to familiarize them- 
selves with its provisions. So this writer be- 
gins his article by intimating that “new 
rulings” are contemplated. This the President 
could make good without going to the trouble 
of “ wiping out the present system ”’ and asking 
Congreses for a new law embodying “some main 
features of the English system.” 

When the writer undertakes to define what 
the features of the new system are to be, he im 
timates that the President intends to obtain 
such @ change as will assure the selection of 
persons for office regardless of political con- 
nections or affiliations, in aserviee that is ‘to 
be arranged in grades,” under rules securing 
intellectual and physical qualifications, without 
the remotest account of political faith. 

To that and other like suggestions of this 
writer, who has gratuitously supplied the Presi- 

dent with a policy In these days of businoss, it 
may be said that the President can now wake 
“new rulings” by which he can extend the op- 
eration of the civil service law; that he is not 
conscious of the need of legislation, except to 
supply the money with which to enforce exist- 
ing law; that while he bas been newly im- 
pressed with the belief that the President has 
altogether too much to do with determining the 
persons who shall fill all the offices necessary for 
the business of 65,000,000 of people, he has not 
thought of recommending any such scheme as 
that with which he has been mischievously con- 
nected; that the qualifications of applicants for 
many of the offices are now determined by a 
board such as is suggested, and which is as- 
sumed to be just and fair; that the service is 
now “arranged in grades,” and that under the 
civil service law the assumptionis that the 
places are filled by candidates who have been 
ascertained to have the desirable morai, intel- 
lectual, and physical fitness. 

As for the rest of this alleged scheme of the 
President's, it may be disposed of as an exten- 
sion of the one central idea, and that is that 
something must be done, in an apparently rea- 
sonable way, to impress the easily-gulled reader 
with the belief that the President intends to 
make a radical change, detach himself from 
portr. and treat the party that elected him as 
f it had as little to do with his election as Har- 
rison assumed the Republican managers had to 
do with his election in 1888. 

The motiyeof the writer is assumed to be 
to destroy faith in the President. The time 
has gone by when it is possible to barm Mr. 
Cleveland by gross and vulgar abuse huried at 
his head by a vindictive foe. The paper that 
has given utterance to this alleged new policy 
has tried the vulgar style, and has succeeded in 
making the object of its abuse the most 
popular and thoroughly trusted man in 
this country. To this paper, as much as 
to many of the papers of his own party that 
have alwsys trusted him and treated him with 
fairness, he sometimes thinks that he owes 
more than he would cheerfully acknowledge of 
the eontidence which has been extended to him 
by those who have learned to take the declara- 
tions for preeisely what they were intended to 
be, the expression of incurable hate and malice, 
the pastime of an oft-beaten enemy. 

It may be said with positiveness that the 
President was not aware of the purpose at- 
tributed to him in the Sun, and none of his 
Cabinet officers has heard from him any sug- 
gestion that could be construed into any suc 
purpose. He believes that the machinery al- 
ready provided for the conduct of the civil serv- 
ice is ample, if it is properly supported by the 
Congress and the Administration. He is there- 
fore not “ considering it with the aid of mem- 
bers of his Cabinet.”” Nor has he informed Mr. 
a or any one else of the purpose attributed 
to him. 


» Terrorized by Desperadoes, 

ToreKA, Kan., May 19.—The Star gang of 
desperadoes has terrorized many of the smaller 
towns near the border of the [Indian Territory 
in the counties of Cowley, Montgomery, and 
Chautauqua. In soveral of these towns armed 
guards are kept out day and night, and yet 
members of the gang are permitted to appear 
on the streets unmolested, although recognized 
by the inhabitants. 

Yesterday three of tho gang rode into Win- 
field armed with rifles and revolvers. Two of 


them dismounted, and, hitching their horses in 
an alley near one of the banks, they were recog- 
nized as two of the gang that threatened Cedar- 
vale Monday last, and, — they mingled 
freely with the inhabitants of Winfield during 
= day, there was no attempt made to molest 
them. 

An armed force is being organized at Cedar- 
vale and vicinity to go out to where the mem- 
bers of the gang are known to be encamped for 
the purpose of either capturing or killing them. 








Temperance Revival at Middletown, Conn. 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., May19.—Thomas E. Mur- 
phy, the temperance worker, has taken this city, 
by storm. A series of meetings was opened in 
the large North Congregational Chureh on 
Wednesday evening, and 800 signed the 
pledge and donned the biue ribbon the first two 
nights. 

To-night a special train brought a large dele- 
gation from New-Britain, and bundreds were 
unable to gain admission to the building in 
which the meetings aro held. 

Mayor D. L. Briggs, President Raymond of 
Wesleyan University, and many of the wealth- 
jest and most prominent citizens are heading 
the movement.

HAVOO OF STORM AND FLOOD. 


Fresh Rains and Cyclones Brewing in the 
Distant West. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 19.—The forecast of 
another storm, with heavy rains and a cyclonic 
tendency, causes no little concern among rail- 
road officials, as they have not yet completely 
recovered from the recent floods. 

‘rains are running regularly to-day. The 
Nickel Plate reports that repairs Were complet- 
ed at midnight, and trains put back on schedule 
time. Tbe Lake Shore and Western New-York 
and Pennsylvania report that their trains are 
making good time, but on the former road some 
ttle delay may be expected, as itis necessary 
to run slowly over the newly-repaired places. 

The elevators which load canal boats are filled 
with grain eo that they cannot handle another 
load. On account of the recent high water the 
Canal boats coming west have been delayed 
Only a few were loaded out to-day. The rail- 
road elevatora can handle 2,000,000 bushels 


more, but they will not touch a pound of grain 
that is consigned by canal. 

The steamer Seneca, beached near Bay View 
in the thick weather afew days ago, has been 
brought here and docked for repairs. Twenty 
plates were broken on her bottom, and she 
sustained damage to the extent of $15,000. 


Er1igz, Penn., May 19.—The steamer India, 
which went ashore near hereon Wednesday, 


Was released yesterday and taken into this 
port. She is badly damaged, and will be towed 
to Buffalo for repairs. 


OrTawa, Ontario, May 19.—The water in the 
Ottawa River is rising, and all sawmills have 


been obliged to close down, throwing 2,000 to 
3,000 men out ofemployment. Gatineau Point 
Village, three miles down the river, is inun- 
dated, and inany houses are under water. No 
lives are reported lost. 


SPOKANE, Washington, May 19.—The floods 
throughout Northern Idaho and the western 


part of this State have reached the highest 
point known to the oldest residents, and the 
damage already done will amount to many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

Several of the largest railway bridges on the 
Union Pacific, Northern Pacific, and Great 
Northern have been washed out. Many of the 
finest farms are flooded and crops are entirely 
destroyed. Families are camping on the bills, 
having lost nearly everything. 

Great fears are entertained forthe safety of 
the mills and houses along the banks of the 
river in this city, for if the water coutinues to 
rise for the next three days as it has for the last 
three, several million dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty will be destroyed. Atall hours of the day 
and night houses, barns, and haystacks can be 
seen going down the river and orashing over 
the big falls, It ia etill raining in the mountains. 


New-ORLEANS, La., May 19.—A third crevasse 
was reported Wednesday evening above Grand 
Lake. It is the fourth in a limit of twelve 


miles. Brooks Mill crevasse is now 1,000 feet 
wide. President Gray of the Tensas Basin 
Board says that the crevasses will overiiow 
part of every one of the seven parishes em- 
braced in his district, and that the cotton 
crop will be damaged one-half in that district. 
There is a suepicion in Arkansas, he adds, that 
the Brooks Mill levee was cut. 

Major Bedford of Madison said that twenty- 
five or thirty plantations in Madison will sufter. 
Concordia will noteuffer severely unless there 
is a boom in the Red River. 

Volunteers are patrolling in Tensas, and are 
instructed to fire upon persons approaching the 
levees except at public landings. 


THE LEGALITY OF FUTURES, 


A Federal Supreme Court Decision Gives 
the Brokers Their Commissions. 





WASHINGTON, May 19.—The decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in a case 
bearing pointedly upon the question of the le- 
gality of dealings in options has just been 
made public. The case was thatof B. 8. Bibb, 
plaintiffin error, against Richard H, Allen & 
Co., ongppealfrom the Middle District of Ala 
bama. 

The defendants in error, citizens of New-Y ork 
and Tennessee, and doing business in the City of 
New-York as brokers, commission merchants,and 
cotton fastors, brought suit to recover $20,000 
as commissions for services rendered and money 
advanced on sales of cotton for future delivery, 
according to the rales and regulations of the 
New-York Cotton Exchange. One of the pleas 
entered by the defendants was that the work 
performed by the plaintiffs was the making 
of eleven wagers on the price of cotton, and 
that the money paid by the plafntiffs was in the 
settlement of the losses of those wagers, and 


the statute of the State of New- York against 
wagers, bets, and gambling transactions was 
set out. 

On this point Justice Jackson, who delivered 
the opinion of the court, said: 


“‘Upon the assignment of error, which presents 

the question whether the transactions in vhich the 
parties were engaged were illegal, because they 
were wagering contracts under the New-York stat- 
ute agaivst wagers, bets, @c, the evidence in the 
case Clearly fails :o make out such a defense. 
**In entering into their arrangement, it is shown 
that there was no agreement or understanding be- 
tween the plaintiffs and defendauts that the cotton 
sold for future delivery was not in fact to be actually 
delivered. ~ * * It was also testitied that there 
was no understanding or agreement, either express 
or implied, between them at the time of entering 
upon the transactions or during their progress, that 
the cotton sold for account of the principals was not 
to be deliveied at the time stipulated in the con- 
tracts of sale made for their account. 

*“Itis not questioned that, if the transactions in 
which the parties are engaged are iliogal, the agent 
cannot recover either commissions for services ren- 
dered therein or for advances and disbursements 
by him for his princi the reasou for this rule be- 
ing that, in suoh illegal transactions of which the 
agent has knowledge, he is regarded as particeps 
criminis, which preoludes him from the recovery of 
either commissions or advances. 

* But the facts of this case du not bring the trans- 
actions in question within the operation of that prin- 
ciple, for the evidence set out in the bill of exceptions 
fails to show that either party to the transactions 
intended the same as wagering or gambling specula- 
tions. On the oeeereny. the undisputed testimony 
establishes that the sales were nut w rs, but that 
the cotton was to be actually delivered at the time 
agreed upon. Bibb never disclosed to the plaintitts, 
as his brokers, that he did notiniend to deliver the 
cotton sold through them for future delivery. 

‘In addition to this, itis shown that the rules and 
reguiations of the New-York Coiton Exchange 
recognized nocontracts except for the sale aud pur- 
chase of cotton to be actually delivered, These rules 
and regulations impose upon the seller the obliga- 
tion to deliver the cotton sold, and upon the pur- 
chaser the obligation to receive it, except in certain 
specitied cases, which have no application to the 
present case.” 

Consequently the court overruled this and all 
the othor assignments in error and affirmed the 
decision in favor of the plaintiffs. 


SEMINARY STUDENTS EXOITED, 


Several Suspended at Pennington, N. J.— 
One Driven from the Grounds. 





TRENTON, N. J., May 19.—Pennington Semi- 
nary has been in an excited condition for the 
past week, and last night there was a sensa- 
tional crisis when Dr. Hanlon, the President, 
and Prof. John Hanlon, his son, ejected 8. E. 
Switb, a student, from the grounds in a forcible 
manner. 

Last week stories of some irregular conduct 
on the partof the male and female students 
were circulated, Some of the students were 
suspended, among them 8. E. Smith, who came 
back yesterday to get his mail. There were 
some serious charges against the young man, 
and both Dr. Hanlon and his son were much 
irritated by his appearance at the school. They 
ordered him from the grounds. He was dis- 
posed to dispute their right to eject him, and 
they laid hands on him. Then he ran into the 


building, where be was captured. He was 
allowed a shorttime to depart, whichhe did 
through an open window. 

In the meanwhile the town constable was 
notified, and he arrived just in time to give 
Smith a chase, but the student disappeared in 
the woods near by. 





Gen. S. C. Armstrong's Will. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass.,May 19.—The will of the late 
Gen. 8. C. Armstrong of the Hampton (Va.) In- 
stitute was filed in the Probate Court here to- 
day. The will bequeaths to his daughter Mar- 
garet one-sixth of the real and personal estate 
bequeathed to him by his daughter. The re- 
mainder is left to his daughters, Louise Hopkins 
Armstrong and Edith Hull Armstrong, and his 
wife, the latter to have one-hbalfand the daugh- 


ters to share the other half between them. The 
will bears the date of Sept. 3, 1892, and 
makes Daniel R. Williams of Stockbridge as 
executor. 





A Wrecked Crew Brought to Port. 

QuEBEC, May 19.—The steamship Avalons

OOL, OOHILTREE SHOWS UP ONE 
OF HIS FAMOUS STRING. 





Discourteous American Owners Allowed 
Sir Frederick Roberts to Finish Last— 
Equity Wins the Myrtle Stakes, and No 
Charge of Collusion to Defeat Her Has 
Yet Been Made—Joe Ripley Wins a 
Race and Staggers the Talent—Chor- 
ister Gets Out of the Maiden Class.

CoL Thomas Pomposity Ochiltree had an air of

The horse ran in the name and colors of Col. J. T. 
North of England, because it happened to be his 
property, but the English owner doesn't happen to 
be in this country, and sothe doughty Texan refers 
to the horse as “my horse.” Everybody but the 
Texan laughed about the horse, which is christened 
Sir Frederick Roberts, and the bookmakers wounded 
Col. Ochiltree’s vanity by laying all sorts of fancy 
prices against the Englishman. That showed they 
had a lot of sense, for Sir Frederick Roberts ran 
like a lobster and as if he ought to be in a field of 
poor selling platers instead of ranning against the 
third-class company he was meeting. 

There were but six starters in the race, which was 
at six furlongs, and it was won by No. 6 on the pro- 
gramme, Tormentor, who was the second favorite in 
the speculation. He and Harvest had the race be- 
‘tween them, Tormentor finally landing the purse by 
beating Harvest a length, aftera hard drive. The 


latter had all he could do to get the second money 

from Bolero, who ran strong at the end and got for 

his owner a part of the purse. Rosa H., the favorite, 

was a poor fourth, and that great English racehorse, 

Sir Frederick Roberts,a@ terribly bad last. Then 

Col. Tom Ochiltree went to the clubhouse and wept.

Joe Ripley, said to be the best youngster in Park 
Commissioner Straus’s stable, gave the talent an 
overwhelming surprise by winning the second race, 


which wasa five-furiong dash for two-year-olds, in 
very impressive style. he Astolat gelding, Lady 

emary, and Token were the tancies of the speo- 
ulators for the race, but not one of them ran weil 
enough to get placed at the tinish. Lady Rosemary, 
accompanied by Token and Galilee, made all the 
running until the stretch was reached. There Lady 
Rosemary quit, justas she did in her last race. 
Three and a half furlongs is apparently the extent 
of the distance fo? which she oan hold her 
speed. In the stretch George Taylor brought up his 
mount, Joa Hipley, who was next to the last to get 
started in the field of ten that ran. A clever swin 
into the stretch saved a iot of ground, and once wel 
placed the colt had no trouble in catching the lead. 
ersand beating them all home handily by three 
lengths. Hefore the race Dr. Street said that his 
filly, Galilee, had no chance, and so of course she 
ran well, getting the second money by two lengths 
from Queen Bess, who beat the Astolat gelding 
home by a head. Token was next to finish, and 
then came Lorena Mac and Lady Kosemary, the 
latter having stopped almost to a walk. 


With one of the English lightweight jockeys in 
the saddle—Swash was his name—Sport won ths 
third race, a run of a mile and a sixteenth, in a com- 


mon canter. He went to the front at the fall of the 
tlag and remained there until he had the race wou in 
the easiest possible fashion from Canvass. ‘The lat- 
ler ran more gamely than be has ever run before, 
and lasted jong enough to beat Sykeston for the 
piace by half a length. 


The race for the Myrtle Stakes followed, this also 
being ata mile and a sixteenth, with eight starters, 
and Mr. Cassati’s filly Equity the favorite in the 


betting, though May Win had a very considerable 
following. Nomad was aboht the only other starter 
that was played as if he had a chance to win the 
race. He was unfortunate at the post in being 
kicked several times by Konaid, and tvat had a deai 
to do with his defeat, ia all probability. 

It was porhaps fortunate that Nomad did not win 
and that the rave went to Equity, as she is trained 
in Pierre Lorillard s stable. As Equity won, the 
chances are that Pierre and his friends will not 
“kiok,” and assert that there was a combination be- 
tween the Dwyers and “ Bill’’ Daly, ail three of 
whom had starters in the race, to defeat the horse 
trained in his stable, Still, that is not at all certain, 
for, as M, F. Dwyer ran second with Nomad, he re- 
oeived one-half the surplus, or $1,000, the winner 
being entered for $3,000 and bonght after the race 
by M. T. Downing for $6,000.

Every year the value of the power given 
to the Governor ofthis State to veto sepa- 
rate items in appropriation bills is demon- 
strated anew. Gov. FLOWER has stricken 
over half a million dollars from the Supply 
bill and had previously cut about an equal 
amount from other appropriation bills, 
and in general he has used his discretion 
fairly and in the interest of the public wel- 
fare. Itis comparatively easy to get ex- 
travagaut or ill-considered appropriations 
through the Legislature on the log-rolling 
principle, few members giving much atten- 
tion to items that do not directly concern 
their constituents. The Govetnor has to 
face the bills with an individual responsi- 
bility which he cannot escape, and he can 
disregard local constituencies and gain 
credit by protecting the taxpayers. Gov. 
CORNELL was the first to use this power 
boldly, and the example has been followed 
by his successors. It has saved millions of 
dollars to the State and made the Legislat- 
are more careful, as its extravagance is 
liable to exposure and censure. 














The Attorney General of Illinois has 
brought the Whisky Trust into court to 
show “by what warrant” it has under- 
taken to control the production of alcohol, 
high wines, and the like. The Trust will 
answer, we presume, thatits warrant and 
authority are found in a corporation char- 
ter freely granted by the State of Dlinois. 
If the people of Illinois, whom the Attor- 
ney General represents in this suit, are un- 
willing that such combinations shall exist 
and do business in their State, why do 
they give corporate charters to all such 
concerns that apply for them? The 
Whisky Trust had existed for about two 
years asa Trust when it applied for and 
obtained its charter, and we presume that 
any other combination can procure a char- 
ter at Springfield by asking for it. The 
people of Illinois should overhaul their 
corporation statutes. 





There has been no delay in filling the 
place left vacant by the resignation of 
Wituiam E, Curtis as Director of the 
Bureau of American Republics. Secretary 
GRESHAM asked for Mr. CurrTis’s retire- 
ment for what appeared to be excellent 
reasons. The resignation was handed in 
forthwith. Crinron Furpisn of Chica- 
go has been appointed to fill the place. 
The new Director isa man of wide expe- 
rience in public affairs. The bureau will 
now be conducted in a manner that will 
not permit a repetition of the many criti- 


past. Mr. Furspisa will undoubtedly see 
to it that the business men of the United 
States and not the politicians reap what 
benefits may result from encouraging inter- 
course with neighboring nations. 
LO A TT SPOTS TB 

A very good lesson was taught to a very 
objectionable class of people in the fines 
yesterday inflicted by a police magistrate 
upon certain persons who had been caught 
plucking flowers and mutilating shrubs in 
Central Park, It is quite impossible for 
the Park keepers to watch all the visitors 
of the Park. Depredations can be prevent- 
ed only by the general and willing observ- 
ance of rules made to promote the comfort 
and enjoyment of all. In general this spirit 
has been shown by visitors to the parks. 
But where a churlish and brutal person is 
found violating them and robbing the 
public to promote his own profit or pleas- 
ure, the utmost penalty of the law shoujd 
promptly be enforced against him, In fact, 
the utmost penalty provided for the offense 
is quite inadequate to punish the peculiar 
meanness of it. In extreme cases, a few 
days’ confinement on a low diet would 
bring the offender toa more just conception 
of his offense than he is likely to derive 


from paying a fine.

THE OBJECT OF THE GEARY ACT. 


Nearly all the recent discussion of the 

Geary Chinese Exclusion act, and espe- 

cially that which has been most severe in 

its condemnation, has been based upon the 
assumption thatits object was the expul- 
sion from the country of the Chinese labor- 
ers already resident here. We have repeat- 
edly pointed out that such was not its 
object, but the discussion persists on the 

same line, and some of the critics seem to 

take delight in making the case look as 

black as possible for our Government. It 
is bad enough at best, and there is no occa-- 
sion for exaggeration. 

There was some evasion of the exclusion 
law, which expired by limitation a little 
more than a year ago, and Congress.set out 
to stop the leaks by a more rigid restric- 
tion. The main provision for that purpose 
was that for punishing Chinese found un- 
lawfully in the country by imprisonment 
and then deporting them. That was in- 
tended primarily for those who got into the 
country in violation of the law, and was 
expected to operate as a deterrent. But 
detection and identification of the offend- 
ers for whom the punishment was intended 
was known to be a difficult matter, and the 
anomalous device was resorted to of com- 
pelling any Chinaman arrested on a charge 
or suspicion of being unlawfully in the 
country to “establish by affirmative proof 
his lawful right to remain in the United 
States.” It was areversal of the doctrine 
that the burden of proof is on the accuser, 
and that any person is presumed to be in- 
nocent until proved to be guilty. As it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to 
identify Chinamen who got into the coun- 
try surreptitiously in evasion of the re- 
strictive features of the law, the plan was 
adopted of providing means for the identi- 
fication of those lawfully here and entitled 
to remain, and for enabling them to furnish 
affirmative proof of their right. This was 
the object of the provision for registration 
and certificates of residence. 

It was not anticipated that the Chinese 
laborers lawfully in the country and en- 
titled to remain would refuse to register 
and obtain certificates, though the require- 
ment was clearly an unfair discrimination, 
which they hada right to resent; and it 
was declared that any one who failed to 
comply with this requirement or was found 
in the country without a certificateof resi- 
dence might be arrested and taken before 
a United States Judge, whose duty it 
would be to orderhis deportation, unless he 
proved that he had lost his certificate or 
had been prevented by an unavoidable 
cause from. obtaining one and that he 
was a resident at the time the act 
was passed, The presumption of the 
act of Congress was that this provision of 
the law would be generally complied with, 
aud that it would serve as a means of se- 
curing an absolute exclusion of new-com- 
ers, and not as a means of driving out 
those already here. 

The failure of the bulk of the Chinese 
laborers to register and take out certifi- 
cates under the Geary act has put a phase 
upon its operation and effect that was not 
anticipated, and has given allits present 
importance to the penal clauses, whose en- 
forcement would be a barbarism not 
thought of when the act was pending, 
reckless as the action of Congress undoubt- 
edly was. In fact, it is not practicable, 
aside from the lack of the necessary appro- 
priation, to arrest, imprison, and deport a 
hundred thousand or more peaceable and 
inoffensive residents of the country, whose 
only fault is that some people do not like 
their race and that they are not prepared 
to prove their right to be unmolested in the 
possession of life and liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. The only way in which 
it is now possible to execute the Geary act 
is to take advantage of the discretion al- 
lowed to the officers of the Government 
and not make the arrests that “may be” 
made of Chinamen who are in fact lawfully 
here. The Administration can afford to 
ignore the ravings of sand-lot politicians 
in California who call themselves Demo- 

crats, and who would take advantage of 
the situation for a wholesale expulsion of 
Chinamen. 














MORE JUGGLING. 

The Treasury Department under the di- 
rection of President HARRISON undertook 
to procure a new set of standard samples 
of the various kinds and grades of wool, 
to be used for the classification of imports 
and in applying the several rates of duty. 
The samples were obtained in Europe by a 
commission, and the impression has pre- 
vailed sincé the completion of the commis- 
sion’s work, owing to published reports, 
that scarcely any change had been made. 
It has been supposed that the enbstitution 
of new standard samples in the place of 
old ones that were in bad condition would 
not affect the old classifications or cause

class of the wool schedule (relating to fine 
clothing wools) certain coarse wools that 
are suitable only for carpets. Coarse wools 
valued at 4 cents a pound, for example, 
and heretofore dutiable in the third class 
at 32 per cent., if transferred to the first 
class would be subject to a specific duty of 
11 cents a pound, or 275 per cent. The 
department has already been asked to per- 
mit one invoice of wool to be entered ac- 
cording to the old classification and old 
samples, because under the new classifica- 
tion it would be subject to much higher 
duties. 

Some weeks ago ex-Controller LAWRENCE 
was complaining that the new samples had 
not been prepared in accordance with his 
ideas about wool duties, because certain 
coarse carpet wools had not been putin the 
first class with the fine and costly clothing 
wools. Those who arranged the new sam- 
ples do not appear to deserve the censure 
of the chief of the political shepherds. It 
is time that juggling with the wool duties 
should cease. They will soon be swept 
away, and until they shall be repealed 
they should be collected in accordance 
with afair and reasonable interpretation 
of the statutes. 








SOME STARTLING READING FIGURES. 


It israther surprising that the press of 
Philadelphia should haveso little tosay ed- 
itorially of Mr. Ricr’s revelations concern- 
ing Reading’s finances, with which the news 
columnsof the papers have been filled. Two 
of the papers regard the facts shown in Mr. 
Ricx’s report as a vindication of Mr. Mo- 
Lop, and his reply thereto as an able and 
convincing refutation of every possible in- 
sinuation! The Telegraph and the Prces 
alone have courage to recognize the signifi- 
cance of the facts presented, to demand fur- 
ther light on the subject, to urge that the 
legal liabilities involved be determined,and 
to qualify Mr. McLEop’s answer as shifting 
and worthless. Philadelphians asa whole, 
after appearing to have been roused for a 
day or two, have relapsed into their ordi- 
nary condition of satisfaction with them- 
selves, and there is a strong possibility now 
of the entire matter being glossed over as 
though it were nothing more than an every- 
day occurrence after all. But while the 
Reading properties may be centred in 
Philadelphia, the bulk of its securities is 
held and traded in in New-York. Philadel- 
phians must, therefore, not be surprised if, 
in default of action on their part, New- 
York endeavors to do its duty in the prem- 
ises. Itis astounding thatthe new man- 
agement, which heralded its accession to 
power with every promise of economy and 
business administration, should pass these 
matters by without hint of further in- 
vestigation or judicial determination, par- 
ticularly as some of the facts presented, on 
careful consideration, appear so significant 
as to compel further attention and in- 
quiry. Mr, Ricr’s refusal to pursue his 
work of investigation is a criticism of such 
sharpness and moment that the manage- 
ment cannot safely continue in its present 
course, 

The five days terminating Feb. 20 of this 
year saw probably the most astounding 
transformation in the value of its securities 
and thestatus of the Reading property that 
has ever been witnessed in the case ofa 
great railroad. The price of the common 
stock fell from the neighborhood of 50 to 
below 30. The income bonds had an equal 
if not a greater fall, and the company, 
which had on the 1st of February paid out 
$3,000,000 in income dividend interest, 
was placed in the hands of receivers on the 
20th. We have already referred to the re- 
markable fact that Mr. McLxEop on the 
very day when the receivers were appoint- 
ed, because of a default of $2,750 interest, 
turned over to brokers who carried Read- 
ing’s speculative accounts $1,000,000 of 
third preference income bonds and $250,- 
000in cash. We have alsocalled attention 
to his turning over to himself $250,000 of 
general mortgage bonds and $110,000 first 
preference income bonds on the 16th day of 
February to reimburse himself for his own 
outlays on behalf of the property, thus 
making himself a preferred creditor. 

We feel fairly sure that no one had pre- 
viously credited Mr. McLrop with the 
possession of so large means; but in view 
of thatfact there would seem to be no 
reason why he should have paid himself 
rather than the other creditors of the com- 
pany, in face of the receivership for which 
on the 17th day of February he was prepar- 
ing. The next day hoe gave the brokers 
$500,000 of third preference bonds. It is 
an accepted principle in ordinary business 
transactions that all acts of an insolvent 
immediately preceding the insolvency are 
scrutinized with the greatest care. Apply- 
ing the same rule to Mr. McLerop’s actions 
for the few days prior to the receivership, a 
most astounding condition of affairs is re- 
vealed. Before calling attention to the 
admitted facts, it should be recalled that 
on Feb. 16, 17, and 18, before the slightest 
hint of the intended receivership had 
reached the public, there were sales of 
Reading’s stock and bonds in such pro- 
digious quantities, poured out with such 
persistent assurance, as made even the 
oldest brokers stand aghast. On examin- 
ing the account which was carried on the 
books of Messrs. Ervin & Co. of Philadel- 
phia in the name of the Reading Railroad, 
it appears that during the period Feb. 17 
to 20 there were being carried 25,000 
shares of New-York and New-England 
stock. 

The cost of this stock, according to the 
statement contained in Mr. Ricr’s report 
and his detailed note thereto, appears to 
have been about 48, although Mr. McLEop 
in his reply seems to intimate that it was 
much less, It cost the company about 
$1,200,000, New-York and New-England 
stock, being a very active and popular spec- 
ulative security, is!freely carried by brokers 
on what is known as a five-point margin, 
but certainly on one of 10 points, Ordi- 
narily, therefore, a margin of $250,000 
would have been ample to secure this ac- 
count. Between the days named, however, 
New-York and New-England stock fluctu- 
ated between 50 and 40, On Feb. 20 itself 
On Feb. 17, 
when Mr. McLrop deposited with Messrs. 


bonds, the New-York and New-Englana 
stock fluctuated substantially between 46° 
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and 42. It becomes, therefore, important 
to leafn on what security the account was 
being carried. According to Mr. Ricn’s re- 
port, Messrs. Ervin & Co, held $283,000 
of collateral trust bonds worth at the low- 
est calculation $250,000, and $1,599,000 of 
third preference income bonds, of which 
$599,000 had been deposited when the 
bonds were selling in the neighborhood of 
60 and the remaining $1,000,000 before 
they had ever fallen below 40. These may, 
therefore, fairly be estimated as worth 
$650,000 at the very least. Messrs. ERVIN 
& Co. had also the benefit of the proceeds 
of the note mentioned by Mr. Ricr, name- 
ly, $143,000, (provided the stock be esti- 
mated as having cost 48,) which with some 
small cash credits shown on the account 
would amount to a cash payment of $150,- 
000. Yeton Feb. 20 it was found neces- 
sary to pay Messrs. ERVIN & Co. $250,000 
in cash additional. They, therefore, held 
the 25,000 shares of New-York and New- 
England stock, which, accordingjto the most 
liberal calculation, certainly did not cost 
the company over $1,200,000, and which 
on Feb. 20 were worth $1,000,000, and as 
collateral or margin on this account held 
Reading securities worth $900,000, plus 
$400,000 cash, or a total of $1,300,000. 
We think it not unfair to say that every 
broker of experience will admit that this 
constituted a very remarkable account. 
But when it is remembered that this con- 
dition existed at a time when the company 
could not raise $2,750 to pay its declared 
interest obligation, when its pay cars had 
to be recalled and its laborers refused 
their daily wages because of its financial 
stress, one may be pardoned for insisting 
that the present administration of the 
property should inquire and inform the 
security holders why the brokers of the 
Reading Railroad were allowed to hold all 
its New-York and New-England stock and 
in addition thereto securities and cash 
worth $100,000 more than the entire cost 
of that stock. This could not have been 
dictated by business sense or by necessity 
on the facts as known. If it covered other 
transactions, the security holders should 
be made aware of them. The new manage- 
ment owes this duty to its constituents 
and to the cause of abstract justice as well. 


RUMORS AND THEIR EFFECT. 


The harmful effect of the falsehoods put 
in circulation by reckless speculators in 
Wall Street is by no means confined to the 
individuals or the houses immediately 
affected, but spreads through the financial 
community. In fact, this is the purpose of 
the ramor maker. He has no malicious in- 
tention to injure those whose credit he at- 
tacks. He wishes merely to depress values. 
That is his main object. If he accomplish 
it he doubtless regards the harm he may 
do in individual cases as a painful but 
necessary incident of his business. 

Although the inventions of the rumor 
mongers do unquestionably affect the stook 
market, it oftentimes happens that their 
only effect upon the subject of the inven- 
tion is to demonstrate his strength and 
soundness. Attention was not long ago 
directed to a certain well-known bank by 
rumors originating in the feverish atmos- 
phere of Wall Street. Had it been a 
weaker-or less-known institution the effect 
might have been disastrous. But as this 
bank is one of the old and solid ones, and 
was known by theStreetas well as by its de- 
positors and stockholders to be in a per- 
fectly sound condition, well managed, and 
beyond the reach of such assaults, the 
rumor was immediately dismissed as ab- 
surd, and on investigation proved to be 
wholly groundless. The best proof of the 
solidity and soundness of this bank is the 
fact that the value of its shares has been 
entirely unaffected by the rumors that 
were putafloat. Since their utterance we 
notice two sales only, amounting to thir- 
teen shares, at the same price that has 
prevailed for many months, 


While the subject of these rumors was 
wholly unaffected by them, these stories 
and others like them that were circulated 
that afternoon may have affected the 
Stock Exchange quotations. The chief 
reason why ‘“‘short” selling is in a meas- 
ure held to be disreputable is because the 
“bear” in the stock market usually makes 
his money by public misfortunes, by fail- 
ures, disasters, and suspensions, while the 
speculator for a “rise” is an exultant 
being—always an optimist, hoping for im- 
proved conditions, increased trade, and 
good fortune and greater prosperity. 


THE TWO RHODE ISLAND QUESTIONS. 


It is very curious to find intelligent citi- 
zens of Rhode Island presenting serious 
arguments in defense of the requirement of 
a majority vote for the election of public 
officers and popular representatives, as if 
there were some important principle at 
stake and an innovation were proposed of 
uncertain effect. These arguments may be 
still appreciated by conservative persons 
in Connecticut and New-Hampshire as ap- 
plied to the election of State officers, but 
in the rest of the country, where the plu- 
rality rule has long prevailed, they seem 
ridiculous even to persons of conservative 
temper, regardless of party. Election by 
a plurality vote is satisfactory wherever 
it prevails, and nobody ever suggesis the 
advisability of requiring an absolute ma- 
jority, Rhode Island is getting ready to 
adopt the sound principle, and will soon 
come to it, and Connecticut has had one 
lesson of the results of the majority re- 
quirement which will bring about a change 
as soon as the preference of the people can 
find expression. 

But there is another question in Rhode 
Island much more important than this 
which it will not be so easy to settle, and 
that is the question of equal representa- 
tion. The general principle in this coun- 
try is that representation in a legislative 
body should be in proportion to popula- 
tion. The exception of the United States 
is due to the recognition of the separate 
sovereignty of the States and their pecul- 
iar relation to the Union. There is noth- 
ing corresponding to this relation in the 
counties-or the towns of a State, but Rhode 
Island goes to the extreme of having one 














Senator for every city and town in the | 


State, irrespective of its population or the 
importance-of its interests. The City of 
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Providence, with two-fifths of the popula- 

tion and one-half the business and wealth 
of the State, has no more voice in the upper 

branch of the Legislature than a little 

rural town of less than a thousand inhabit-_ 
ants. Against the correction of this gro- 

tesque anomaly by constitutional amend- 
ment will be arrayed the selfish disposition 

on the part of the smaller constituencies 

to retain their unfair advantage and the 

influence of the political party that benefits 

by it. 








CLUB ETHICS, 

The public discussion of the sufficiency 
of the reasons for which candidates for 
membership in clubs are rejected has ad- 
vantages as well as charms. One of the 
advantages of itis that it is interminable 
andinsoluble. This is recognized in debat- 
ing societies as an excellent credential for 
@ “subject.” In no club are blackballs 
ac ompanied with statements of the rea- 
sons of the blackballers, and conjectural 
ingenuity is thus left at liberty to roam 
over the whole field. The appearance, 
manners, antecedents, and associations of 
the blackballed are, or may be, all rele- 
vant to his rejection, and thus come prop- 
erly within the arena of controversy as to 
whether he “ ought” to have been rejected. 

The futility of arguing in public against 
anonymous blackballs is obvious to every 
reflective mind. When the possessor of 
amind of that variety is blackballed at 
a club, he does not go to the newspa- 
pers to explain why he thinks he was 
blackballed, and to argue that the reasons he 
imputes to his persecutors are insufiicient. 
He communes with his own heart and in 
his chamber and is still. Where a man is 
remediless, it behooves him to be quiet, 
and thus fara manis commonly esteemed 
to be remediless whois blackballed in a 
club or expelled from the same. Itis true 
that expelled clubmen have occasionally 
invoked the courts with success, and 
the list of at least one club in New- 
York contains the name of a member by 
mandamus. The point in that case, we be- 
lieve, was that asa life member who had 
paid money over and above the ordinary 
dues the expelled man had a vested inter- 
est which brought his case under the juris- 
diction of the tribunal which ordered the 
people who had expelled him to readmit 
him and associate with him. But nobody 
can be held to have a vested interest ina 
club of which he is not yet a member, nor 
is any man endowed by his Creator with a 
right to the pursuit of happiness in the 
company of men who find their happiness 
in pursuing him. By agitating the subject 
the rejected candidate and his friends as- 
sume the onus and the odium, where there 
is no very tangible reason to impute for 
his rejection, of finding explanations for 
the rejection and then disparaging these 
explanations, They may say that it is true 
the man’s table manners are disgusting, or 
that he is a frightful bore, but that such a 
drawback does not justify the action of the 
blackballers, The last state of the rejected 
candidate whose friends publicly disouss 
the reasons for his rejection is thus con- 
siderably worse than the first. 

The latest case in which the sympathy of 
mankind has been publicly invoked for a 
victim of the blackball has been fur- 
nished by a woman’s club. A celebrated 
and estimable actress is the victim, and 
her friends have somewhat rashly as- 
sumed that her rejection has been caused 
by her oalling. This theory, however, 
seems tobe upset by the fact that sev- 
eral members of the club in excellent 
standing are also actresses, and its collapse 
puts upon the indignant backer of the can- 
didate the necessity of imputing some 
other unworthy motive tothe blackballers. 
Thisis by no means a cheerful task, nor 
one likely to be viewed otherwise than 
with apprehension and alarm by the object 
of their injudicious friendship. But it is 
one of the disadvantages that clubmen or 
clubwomen incur when they permit them- 
selves to be drawn into the public discus- 
sion of their club affairs, 








ART NOTES. 


—Mr. de Morgan continues to please the Egyp- 
tologists by his energetic work at Kom Ombos 
on the Nile, where he has excavated a large 
double temple, 500 by 250 feet in size, having a 


big court set with sixteen columns bearing the 
name of Tiberius in Egyptian hieroglyphs, and 
a hall witn nineteen columns set about it, each 
column forty feet high. The hall before the 
Holy of holies bas two shrines, three chambers, 
and ten columns. At high Nile the site is 
flooded, so Mr. de Morgan built a dike with the 
excavated material to keep the water out. The 
Atheneum says that the baa reliefs on walls 
and columns are exceedingly fine and the deli- 
oacy of the colors and fineness of workmanship 
are equal if not superior to the art displayed 
at dtu and Phile Among the inscriptions 
are: A calendar of festivals, a daily list of the 
gods who presided over each day like the saints 
in the Catholic Church, texts referring to the 
districts into which Egypt was divided, and a 
dedicatory address to Ptolemy VII.

AN ARMISTIOR IN NIOARAGUA. 


Unofficial Advices to this Effect Have Beon 
Received at the State Department. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—According to informa- 
tion received here, the Nicaragua revolution 
has taken an unexpected turn. Unofficial ad- 
vices have been received at the Btate Depart- 
ment thatan agreement for an armistice has 
been reached by the Government and the revo- 
lutionary factions in Nicaragua. No further in- 
formatian than this is obtainable at the de- 
partment. , 

The soures of the news is concesled beyond 
the fact that it did not come directly to Secretary 
Gresham from Nicaragua. Evidently, however, 
the source is one entitled to credit, as the news 
is accepted as authentic at the départment 
The absence of direct advices from Nicaragua 
is regarded as almost inexplicable. 

It is expected that the cruiser Atlanta will 
reach Greytown in a day or two, and the Alll- 
ance will probably be a few days later in reach- 


ing the weet coast of Nicaragua, where most of 
the tighting has taken place. 


A cablegram from Gen. Zavala, the leader of 
the Nicaraguan revolutionists, which came on 
Thursday, was the cause of groat satisfaction 
to young Juan Zavala, the General's son, who 


was about to start for Nicaragua when the 
word reached him. The message read: 

“ Revolution continties to the best advantage. Re- 
turn immediately to Beston.” 

Mr. Zavala said yesterday that his father’s 
communication showed that not only had the 
telegraph line from the interior of the country 
to the Pacific coast, which bad been cut when 
the revolution began, been reopened, but also 
that it was in contro) of the revolutionists. He 
thought that that indicated that his father’s 
forces were in possession of all the territory 
through which the wire ran, which was from 
the coast at fan Juan del Sur, through Rivas 
and Grenada, to Nasaya 

‘I think there will bea battle before long,” 
he added. ‘‘The Government forces are weak 
or they would have forced a fight long ago, and 
every mwinute’s delay weakens them still more, 
while we grow stronger and have more time for 
drill and preparation. 

.* The desertion of the Gevernment by Gen. 
Urtecho, who was the Commander in Chiet of 
its forces, and his joining my father’s army, is 
very encouraging, it seems to me. It shows that 
there’s a disruption in Sacasa’s army. 

*“* You can be sure of one thing. Urtecho al- 
pare gets on the safe side. It’s a proverb down 

ere.” 

According to a letter received by General 
Manager George W. Davis of the Nicaragua 
Canal Construction Company from his brother, 
Frank P. Davis, who is Superintendent of the 
company’s work, with headquarters at Grey- 
town, matters are looking pretty dark for the 
corporation just now. 

Superintendent LDavis’s letter, which was 
dated May 7 and was brought by the Atlas Line 
steamer Alps from Costa Kica, confirmed the 
brief reports already received of the interfer- 
ence by the revolution with the company’s 
steamers Victoria and Managua. It stated that 
on the day previous to the writing the Victoria 
had been seen on Lake Nicaragua off San Carlos 
in the hands of the revolutioniste, and when a 
letter asking the details of the seizure was sent 
out to her by canoe no reply was received. 

A protest against the Viotoria’s detention was 
at once entered by Mr. Davis, but nothing was 
ever heard of it. 

Word was also received on May 6 from the 
agent at Castillo, onthe San Juan River, that 
the commander of that place had forbidden the 
Managua to go up the river. A request thatan 
armed guard be jplaced on the vessel was com- 
plied with. 

There bas been no communication between 
Greytown and the interior of Nicaragua for 
some time, the letter added. 


FAVORITISM AIDED BY LAW, 


Lieut. Merriam, Five Years on Sick Leave, 





Becomes a Captain. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—An evidence of what 
favoritism and law will do for an officer is af- 
forded at the War Department. Among the 
officers who will be promoted on account of the 
advancement of Col. Carlin is Lieut. Merriam of 
the Fourth Infantry, who becomes a Captain of 
that regiment. 

This officer has been on sick leave from his 
company for the past five years, and during 
that time has been engaged in aprofitable real 
estate business in Seattle, Washington. His 
duties with his company have been per- 
formed by another officer. During the period 
which Mr. Merriam has been absent from his 
company by the favor of the last Administra- 
tion a new law has come into effect. It is pro- 
vided that officers who may be found mentally 
and professionally qualified for promotion and 
who are physically incapacitated shall be retired 


with the rank next above that occupied at the 
time of examination when the time for promo- 
tion comes. The time for Merriam’s promotion 
having arrived, he will be retired as Captain. 

This retirement will promote Lieut. CG W. 
Mason of the Fourth Infantry to a Captaincy. 
The other promotions incident to the advance- 
ment of Col. Carlin are R. H. Hall, Sixth In- 
fantry, to be Colonel of the 4th Infantry; H. C. 
Egbert, Seventeenth Infantry, to be Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Sixth Infantry; W. H. Bisbee, 
Fourth Infantry, to be Major of the Seventeenth 
Infantry, and Second Lieut. E. V. Smith, Fourth 
Infantry, to be First Lieutenant of the same 
regiment. 


HAD TO WAIT FOR OOAL. 


The Explanation of the Delay of the Vesu- 
vius. 





WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Navy Department, 
which had asked of Admiral Gherardi and Capt. 
Schroeder of the Vesuvius an explanation of the 
delay in starting for Gloucester, received an ex- 
planation to-day. It has been represented that 
the commanding officer of the Vesuvius wasted 
his time at New-York and did not carry out the 
orders of the Secretary with sufficient prompt- 
ness. 

The explanation made to Secretary Herbert 
to-day was that when the orders came to Ad- 
miral Gherardi to send the Vesuvius to Glouces- 
ter, Mass., to aid in the trial trip of the New- 
York there was immediately a question whether 
the ship should proceed at once with her limited 
coal supply, sufficient only to carry her to 


Gloucester, and it was decided that as the ship 
could not be coaled and taken to the Massacbu- 
setts coastin time for service, she should be 
supplied at New- York. 

Preparations were immediately made to load 
with coal, and the contractors were notified to 
send the fuel to the vessel. There was a delay 
on the part of the coal people, but when the fuel 
arrived at the ship’s side the Vesuvius was coaled 
with forces working day and night She went 
to sea without stopping to clean her decks. 





Plenty of Peaches Promised. 
FLEMINGTON, N. J., May 19.—Replies to 290 
out of 300 inquiries sent to the largest peach 
growers in this section regarding the prospects 
for this year’s Grop indicate that thé prospects 
for an immense crop are good. The cold Spring 
weather retarded the growth of peach buds 
until thelate frosts were over. The buds are 
opening now and are healthy in appqoranse, 

Tn the year of a full crop, Hunterdon County 
has yielded 1,500,000 baskets. It is confidently 
expected that that number will be exceeded 


this year. 

Similar encouraging reports come from War- 
ren, Somerset, and Sussex Cocnties, where the

NATIONAL BANKS THAT FAIL. 
Outside Speculation Does It, as Dwiggins 
Has Notably Demonstrated. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Secretary Carlislo said 
this morning, speaking of the failure of so many 
national banks, that the banks were evidently 
in bad condition and failed of their own weight, 
without any connéction whatever with the gen- 
eral financial condition of the country. 

Controller Eckels said that, without excep- 
tion, reports from the failed banks showed that 
their officers were} engaged in outside business 
or speculation, and used the funds er credit of 
the bank for their individual purpose. 

BAN José, Cal, May 19.—At o meeting yester- 
day of the Directors of the Bank of Santa Ciara, 
whioh recently suspended, it was decided to re- 
sume business at an early day. A call for 10 
per cent. of the capital stock, payable June 3, 
will be issued. This will give the Directors 
ample funds to meet all claims. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 19.—Another link in 
Zimri Dwiggins’s remarkable financial chain has 
come to light. Aside from his Columbia Na- | 
tional Bank his chain of village banks in the 
Central States and his United States Loan and 
Trust Company of Oxford, he organized a con- 
cern called the Northwestern Farm and Invest- 
ment Company of Indianapolis. it has no office 
here, but it was incorporated, and has for its 
President E. C. Atkins, a wealthy manufacturer 
of this city. 

This company iseued a number—none of the 
ofticers will say how many—of $500 ten-year 
debenture bonds, paying 7 per cent. interest, 
and “secured by a lien on acontract for the sale 
of certain lands in North Dakota.”’ The bonds 
are handsomely engraved affairs, and bear 
formidable iooking seals. These bonds were 
distributed. Among the country banks in the 
Dwiggins “chain,” and are held by them as 
a part of their assets. 

The officers besides Atkins were J. M. Star- 
buck, General Manager; W. H. Starbuck, Secre- 
tary, and Pierre Gray, son of the Minister to 
Mexico, attorney. Both Atkins and Gray, the 
only resident oflicials, absolutely refuse to an- 
sewer any questions about the concern. 


THREE NEW GUNBOATS TO BE BUILT. 


One Will Be of Steel, but the Others May 
Be Composite Ships, 





WASHINGTON, May 19.—The navy may have 
two composite ships out of the three 1,200-ton 
gunboats for which plans have been prepared 
atthe Navy Department. This, at least, is the 
recommendation of the Board of Bureau Chiefs. 
One of the ships will be of steel, and the Secre- 
tary’s technical advisers believe it would be 
advantageous to the service to construet the 
other two with steel framing and wooden hulls. 
This method would render the vessels particu- 
larly well adapted for service in the Pacific and 
Asiatic waters, where fouling of bottoms is so 
troublesome. This method of construction is 
economical as well. 

There bas creptin the question of law, and 
already the Jaw officers are discussing whether 
the Secretary can build anything but all-steel 
ships under the latest Appropriation act. In 
that act there is —e to confine the mate- 
rial and class to steel, but there is a reference 
to the old law of 1886, the intent of which was 
to have future ships of the navy built of steel. 
The Board of Bureau Chiefs has also recom- 
mended that the project fora sidewheel steawer 
be abandoned, and that allthree gunboats be 
equipped with twin screws.

MR. ROOSEVELT AT TERRE HAUTE. 


Sifted the Evidence in the Row About the 
Post Office in Exactly Four Hours. 


TERRE Haute, Ind., May 19.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Theodore Roosevelt spent four 
hours in this city to-day, investigating the Terre 
Haute Post Office muddle. He took the noon 
train for Washington. He employed a stenoz- 
rapher and took the evidence of about a dozen 
prominent men, of both parties, bearing on the 
trouble. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he would not touch on the 
alleged resistance Postmaster Donham (Dem.) 
met in taking the office, or the insubordination 
of the old clerks and carriers, as that was a 
matter for the Post Office Department. All he 
wanted to inquire into was any possible viola- 
tion of the civil service rules by the removal of 


the Republican employes, and aleo the charges 
against the local Board of Civil Service Exam- 
iners, composed wholly of Republicans, 

Mr. Koosevelt declined to express an opinion 
on Attorney General Olney’s decision that the 
civil service rules did not go into effect until 
the registry list was made up at Washington, 


| ‘which had the effect of not putting the ‘Terre 


Haute office under oivil service rules for a 
month or s0 yet. He did say, however, that if 
Attorney General Olney’s decision had the effect 
of making Terre Haute an unclaseified office, 
as claimed, then Postmaster Donham had the 
right to remove the employes. 

Among those examined were Postmaster 
Donham, ex-Postmaster Greiner, W. C. Ball, ed- 
itor of the Guzetie; ex-Congressman Lamb, ex- 
Mayor Kolsem, Judge Taylor, and Crawford

ORUISER NEW-YORK AT ANOHOR. 


An Object of Interest to the People of 
Boston—Preparations for ‘the Test. 





Boston, May 19.—The cruiser New-York lay 
atanchor all day to-day off Boston. The new 
war ship is an object of great interest to Boston 
people. A number of excursion parties steamed 
around the vessel, only one coming on board, 
however, that of Capt. Kantz from the Charles- 
town Navy Yard. 

All day preparations have been going on for 
the preliminary trial over the course to-morrow. 
Admiral Belknap and a few members of the 
board went up to Gloucester this morning on 
the navy yard tug to make an inspection of the 
course. This run will partake of every feature 
of the Government test, except that it will be 
unofficial in character. Forced draught will be 
used in the firerooms, and the engines will be 
driven to their extreme limit. 

The course will be a forty-mile one, from 
Cape Ann to Cape Porpoise. It will be run 
over twice, starting from the southern- 
most point, which will be marked by 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, the cor- 
vette Koearsarge waking the western- 
inost point. After the Vesuvius the other 
vessels will be anchored in the following order: 
Nina, Bennington, Fern, Fortune, and Leyden. 
They will be placed at equal distances to ob- 
serve the strength and direction of the current 
at the time of the run, 

Monday is the day now fixed for the official 
trial, wind and weather permitting. 





WHEAT KING §SANDISON BOLTS. 


He Was for Years an Advertised Exam- 
ample of Manitoba’s Wealth. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 19.—J. W. Sandi- 
son, the *“‘ Wheat King,” of Brandon, Manitoba, 
who for four years has figured in Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway and Government advertising 
pamphlets as anexample of what might be ac- 
complished on afarminthis country by hard 
work and careful management, has fled. 

Rumors of Sandison being “shaky” had 
been in circulation for several months, but it 
was thought he would pullthreough. A few days 
ago @ Scotland Yard detective appeared on the

IT OREATES GONSTERNATION 
AMONG OFFIOERS IN THE NAVY. 


‘Men Who Have Been Making Money in 
Private Enterprises While on Leave 
Don’t Know What to Do—Surprise of 
the British Officer’ that Such a System 
Was Ever Permitted to Exist—Faults of 
the Annapolis Course of Training—Too 
Scientific and Not Enough Sea Service. 


The order of Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
directing that in futare no leaves of absence 
will be granted to officers for the purpose of en- 
gaging in private business is regarded in naval 
circles as the forerunner of a jong list of regu- 
lations which are calculated to completely 
change the present condition of the personnel 
ofthe navy. Ifa bombshell had been dropped 
into every wardroom of every naval vessel of 
the United States a greater surprise could not 
have been created than this announcement of 
Beeretary Herbert's, 

It has needed, say naval officers, some such 
order as this to actually make it known to the 
public, to say nothing of the navy, of the num- 
ber.of officers engaged in private enterprises. 
Two long lists have been published in the col- 
umns of Tue New-York Times of the names of 
the various officers engaged in work other than 
of their chosen profession. Since the publica 
tion of these two lists it has been found thata 
third list can be made which will embrace a 
greater number of names than is contained in 
the two lists already published. 

The impression is gaining ground that when 
Secretary Herbert first demanded of the bureau 
chiefs of the Navy Department a list of the 
oflicers engaged in private enterprises that an 
attempt wae made to shield from the Secretary 
a number of officera known to be favorites of 
the department. It appears, however, that 
when Secretary Herbert scanned the first list of 
names he was by no means satisfied that it con- 
tained the names of all officers of the class re- 
ferred to by him. He accordingly called for a 
second list, with the result that he obtained 
fully as many names as were to be found in the 
first list Now,it seems that Seoretary Her- 
vert has taken the matter out of the hands of 
his bureau chiefs and has directed Assistant 


Secretary of the Navy William McAdoo person- 
ally to investigate this subject. 

lf there was auy likelihood before that any 
ofticer or number of officers would be overlooked 
in the rounding up of names as at frat calledior 
by fecretary Herbert, there is not now the 
slightest chance of such escape since Mr. Me- 
Adoo bas taken the matter in hand. Mr. Mo 
Adoo is nothing if not thorough, and it is well 
known that his ideas regarding what should 
constitute an efficient personnel is notonly iu 
keeping with the best interests of the public 
service, but is slightly objectionable to that 
class of officers who make of the navy a con- 
venience and a stepping-stone to the engaging 
in lucrative private business. 

If one is to judge from the conversations 
which are now heard in the wardrooms of the 
various war ships, Secretary Herbert's order is 
not only calculated to stir the navy from top to 
bottom, but is also likely to affect very serious- 
ly those private corporations which have relied 
to a great extent upon the ‘‘middleman” work 
of naval officers in their employ to make them 
solid with the Navy Department. It is thought 
pretty certain that Secretary Herbert will find 
more objections raised against his order on the 
part of civilians of this class than he will on 
the part of naval officers direct. 

But naval officers —— from $3,000 to 
$5,000 a year salary outside of their regular 
service pay are not likely to relinquish their 
hold on civil life without an effort, nor are the 
interests which reckon their increase in earn- 
ings by maay thousand dollara a year by reason 
of the employment of these naval officers likely 
to let the iatter go without a strenuous effort to 
holdonto them. Just how strong the combina- 
tions will be and the form they will assume in 
endeavoring to swerve Secretary Herbert from 
the course he has determined to take will be 
known when the time approaches for these olfli- 
cers to be ordered to sea. 

The order of Secretary Herbert became known 
in this port and in the Columbian review fleet 
just prior to the sailing of the British squadron. 
It is perhaps safe to say that no ciass of men in 
the entire fleet was more surprised at what was 
learned from the newspapers concerning the 
administration of the persounel of the American 
Navy than were the british officers. To aNkw- 
YorkK TiMEs reporter one of these officers said 
after reading in the columns of this paper the 
purpose of the Secretary of the Navy: 

* You don’t mean to tell me that American 
naval officers are allowed to ieave their ships 
and go out into civil life for the purpose of en- 
gaging in business, and atthe same time draw 
pay from the Government? Why, that is equiv- 
alent, to my mind, of not only educating a man 
at the expense of your Government, but of set- 
ting him up in private business with a pension 
as well. Tellme, what return does your Goy- 
ernment get from these officers who engage 
in private business for the recompense they 
receive from the Government, and do you con- 
sider that these same officers who are engaging 
in private business are so well abreast of the 
times in the handling of ships and men that 
they can afiord to go on shore for three or four 
years, and then at a moment’s notice step 
aboard ship and, if necessary, fight her against 
orewn, who practically never leave their ves- 
sels 

Questions such as these were asked of THe 
New-YorK TIMES reporter by a number of Brit- 
ish officers. To say that the latter were inter- 
ested in the American practice of setting naval 
officers up in civil lile puts it mildly. They 
could hardly believe it ‘“‘Why,’’ said another 
officer, ‘‘the regulations of the British Admir- 
alty providing for the carrying out of drills 
alone are sutticient to keep every ee ship 
of war in the British Navy at sea continually for 
nine months every year, and even then we only 
get through the prescribed routine work by the 
skin of our teeth, while If a Captain wishes to 
make his crew more than ordinarliy emart he 
will devote a couple of mouths extra to addi- 
tional work. 

“This means with us almost constant practice 
and drill. Even then there is acontinua!l growl 
on the partof our Admiralty Inspectors that we 
are not up to the required standard of efficiency, 
but how, with the amountef work we put in 
yearinand year out without any shore duty, 
and are able even then to pass only satisfacto- 
rily with our;Adwmiralty, your service can afford 
to permit officers to spend three orfour years 
on shore and atill expect them to be efficient is 
something ahead ofme. I can’tunderstand it.” 

At the time of the naval parade of the men of 
the international fleet through the streets of 
New- York,oecasion was taken inthe columns of 
Tun New-York«K TiMEs to point out the relative 
merits in drill efficiency and otherwise of the 
men of the various fleets. To say that the 
American sailors in the showing they made 
even approached closely to the excellent work 
exhibited by the British, is impossible. Noth- 
ing but the blindest prejudice and bias could 
make oblivious the defects as shown by the 
American battalions when compared with 
those sent ashore by the British fleet. It was 
pointed out at that time that many of the ofti- 
cers in command of dirisions of the American 
battalions were men well Known in the scien- 
tific world of this country. 

There were officers that day in command of 
bluejackets who would grace by their presence 
almost any eclentific circle, and yet it is not far 
trom the truth tosay, ifone is to judge by the 
expressions of these sume officers, that the work 
that day of commanding bodies of bluejackets 
wastothem littleshortof abore. Ip other words, 
the minds of these division commanders were 
too analytical and not esufticiently practical to 
enable them te enter into the spiritof the duty 
with that enthusiasm which is demanded in all 
efficient organizations. This latter explana- 
tion, in the opinion of many close observers of 
the navy, is by them deemed the keynote of the 
whole question. Itstrikes atthe very basis of 
education which is now given at Annapolis to 
the embryo officers of the navy. 

As an educational establishment, Annapolis 
is probably not excelled by any institution 
either in this country or in Europe, but it is an 
open question whother the system there carried 
out is best adapted for the developmerft of 
practical, earnest, every-day working officers 
of the navy. It certainly turns out many scien- 
tific men. Scores of officers who obtain their 
commissions from Annapolis would be deemed 
in Europe fit to take staff duty, but, when it 
comes to placing one of these highly-trained 
iwinés in charge of ordinary routine work, it ap- 
pears in many instances that the officer is not 
sufliciently practical to discharge the work im- 
posed upon him with that spirit which the best 
interests of the service demand. 

The course at Annapolis makes many of our 
oflicers regard their period of duty aboard a war 
ship as little short of an imprisonment. Tho 
many advantages on shore which are open for 
wen of their inteilectual training serve continu- 
ally as temptations to them toe embark in other 
callings. Atthe same time, without the pecun- 
iary foundation to insure them success in civil life 


sionally and in advancing the intoreate of the 
service. No such rule, however, hélds good in 
the American Navy. 

The pay of American naval officers, to be sure, 
ie better than that in any other navy in the 
world; but it does not take & naval officer long 
to discover that there is something else needed 
than mere monetary consideration to induce 
officers to 6xert themselves beyond ordinary 
effort Rank and authority are striven for by 
nearly every mat in military service. Position 
is usually deemed far mere acceptable than is a 
mere pay consideration. In the American Navy, 
however, command rank only comes alter long 
years of patient waiting, and the promotion 
whichis finally attained Is the result not of 
merit or extra effort, but of patient waiting for 
dead men’s shoes. 

To make the American Navy, and in fact any 
navy, a home, and one which oftlicers will prefer 
to remain in rather than on shore, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to offer eome inducement other 
than thatafforded at present for sea service. 
The system of educating olcers for the British 
Navy is one which has to do with sea life {rom 
the very start. Thereis no euch thing in tne 
British service as a naval academy like that at 
Annapolis. Ladsin the English Navy get two 
years of duty aboard a training abip, then spend 
three years at sea on regular cruising war ships 
as widshipmen, then take three months of scien- 
tifle training as compared with over two years 
of the same work at Annapolis, and finally do 
three months in special professional work, such 
as gulnery, torpedo instruetion, and piloting. 
A lad thus learns by experience whether he is 
fit for a sea life. 

Under the system now in vogue in this coun- 
try @ boy is educated at Annapolis at heavy ex- 

ense to the Government, is carried through a 

our years’ course, and practicaliy knows noth- 
ing of his fitness for the navy at the end of 
that course, So far as fitting him for an ofiice 
in the service is concerned as compared with 
the system in vogue in the British Navy, the 
opinion is being pretty rapidly arrived at that 
he might as well be educated at Harvard or 
at Yale or at any scientific school so long as he 
has a three months’ outing each Summer in 
the North Atlantic, when there is little short of 
calms and mild winds to make known to him 
even this easy side of a seafaring life. 

Let him knoek about on the hot coasts of Af- 
rica or Brazil or in cold far north latitudes 
while he is a youngster stillin his teens, and if 
he is not able to judge for himself as to bis fit 
ness to become a naval officer, his superiors at 
any rate will have an opportunity to judge for 
him, and that, too, at a time before his Govern- 
ment commissions him and sends him to sea 
only to learn, as in many cases under the pres- 
ent American system, that it has commissioned 
@ bright scholar, a seientific officer, but one 
thoroughly untit to take charge of even ordinary 
practical routine and to whom watoh duty 
aboard ship and all drills of the service are not 
only irksome but a downright bore. 

Until there is some convenient shelf provided 
for these gentioman to whom the profession of 
@ naval officer is distasteful, the chances are 
that Secretary Herbert and Assistant Secretary 
McAdoo will find their hands busy in attempt- 
ing to keep full the officers’ complement of 
many of the new warships of the United States,

Mr. Lewitzky of Newark Runs Too Much 
to Matrimony. 





NEWARK, May 19.—Justice Feldmann to-day 
held ao Russian hosiery manufacturer named 
Lewitsky of 57 Bedford Street on a charge of 
bigamy. Last Fall the Justice had officiated at 
a little ceremony at which Jennie Rosenthal, a 
handsome brunette employed in his factory, 
became Mrs. Lewitzky.

ADJOINING BUILDINGS. 


An Important Decision by Chief Justice 
Daly that Will Add to the Safety of 
Hotel Residents — Defaulter Weeks's

House Sold by the Assignee for $60,000 | 
| 


—Private Sales of Tenement, Apart- 
ment, and Residence Property and a 
Country Seat on the Hudson. 


A decision just handed down by Chief Justice 
Daly of the Court of Common Pleas will, if up- 
held on appeal, puta stop in this olty to the 
practice of remodeling old buildings into 
hotels or of adding to hotel property by taking 
in adjoining houses. 

The case arose when George Bullwinkle 
leased a large plot ef ground at the southwest 
corner of Broadway and 35th St, and under- 
took to convert to hotel uses the five-story 
brick buildings which are on the site. 

In March last he filed plans and specifications: 
for the proposed alterations with the Superin 
tendent of Buildings, and asked for their ap- 
proval and for a permit to begin the work. 
Buperintendent Brady denied the application 
on the ground that the building to be s0 ocou- 
pied should be built fire-proof. This meant the 
Virtual demolition of the old buildings and the 
erection of a new and thoroughly fire-proof 
étructure. This was an expense that Bullwin- 
kie had not bargained for when he leased the 
property, and Mr. Brady’s action was as much 
of a surprise to him as it was to the other 
builders and hotel men who learned of it. 

Bullwinkle, through his lawyers, Messrs. 
Brown & Sheehan, then applied to Chief Jus- 
tice Daly of the Court of Common Pleas for a 
mandamus to compel the Superintendent of 
Buildings to approve his plans and permit him 
to make the alterations before referred to, hold- 
ing thatthe following section of the bullding 
law applied to his case, and that he was not re- 
quired to have the entire building fire-proof, as 
in the case of newly-constructed hotels: 

“Every building hereafter altered to be ocoupied 
as a hotel shall have the first story above the cellar 
or lowest story constructed fire-proof, with iron or 
steel beams and brick arches.” 

Mr. Eugene Otterbourg, attorney to the De- 
partment of Buildings, who appeared for Super 
intendent Brady, argued that the latter’s action 
in refusing Bullwinkle’s application for alter- 
ation was justified by an amendment in 1892 to 
Bection 471 of the act, which requires, among 
other things,that no old buildingshall thereafter 
be altered or built upon in such manner that 
were such building wholly built or constructed 
after the paseage of the act of 1892, which cre- 
ated the Department of Builaings and its pow- 
ers and duties and those of the Superintendent 
of Buildings, it would be in violation of any of 
the provisions of that act. 

This provision was, apparently, antagonistic 
to the provisions of Section 480, quoted by the 
plaintiff, which seemed to allow an old building 
to be altered into and used as a hotel, provided 
the first story only was made fire-proof; al- 
though Section 484 of the same act required 
that if a new building was erected to be used as 
a@ hotel it must be made fire-proof throughout. 

Judgg Daly held that after reading Section 
471 and 484, that “it becomes clear that the 
special provisions of Section 480 have ceased 
to apply,” and denied the application for the 
mandamus. 

This decision is an important one for archi- 
tects, builders, and hotel owners. The latter 
cannot hereafter extend their buildings by ac-

them into annexes, as was formerly the prac 
tice. Now it means a new structure or nothing. 
The new order of things is especially gratifying 
te hotel residents, as it insures their safety 
to a greater degree. Superintendent Brady, 
with Mr. Utterbourg, the attorney to the De-

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PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH WORK 


RELATIONS OF THE GENERAL AS- 
’ SEMBLY AND THE SEMINARIES. 





This Important Subject Already Reported 
Upon—No Action Yet Taken Upon the 
Question—Dr. Duncan of the Episcopal 
Church Speaks of the Progress Toward 
Church Unity—Several of the Standing 
Committees Announced—Reports on Sev- 
eral Branches of Church Enterprise. 


f WASHTNGTON, May 19,—After the devotional 
exercises opening the second day’s session of 
the Prosbyterian General Assembly, Permanent 
Clerk Moore requested that the brother who had 
exchanged overcoats with him come and get his 
own; also, that the person who had the Mode- 
rator’s overcoat should return it. 

The Rev. Mr. McCauley of Dayton, Ohio, 
moved a reconsideration of the vote of yester- 
day onthe World’s Fair Sunday opening, for 
the purpose of offering a substitute for that 
‘resolution going more into detail. Reconsider- 
ation was refused by an almost unanimous 
vote. 
| The Rev. Dr. Bartlett, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, then presented to 
Moderator Craig the gavel prepared for this 
\Assombly, the gift of Mr. and Mra. W. B. Gurley, 
which has already been described in THE NEw- 
‘York Times. 

Dr. Harsha of Nebraska moved the appoint 
ment of a committee to formulate an expression 
of opinion upon the Chinese Exclusion act as it 
affects the foreign missionary work. With one 
vote in the negative, the motion was adopted. 
‘The committees consists of & M. Cutchings of 
‘Detroit, M. H. Stratton of Salem, N. J., and 
‘Cyrus L. Pershing of Pottsville, Penn. 

Mr. A. D, F. Randolph of New-York presented 
the report of the special committee upon the 
pubdlication Church at Home and Abroad. The 
expenditures for 1892 were $29,731; receipts, 
$29,534; deficit, $167; average monthly cirou- 
Sation, 21,048. The deficit for 1891 was $3,888. 
‘The committee was continued. Mr. Randolph 
suggested that the Woman's Magazine be oon- 
solidated with the paper. 
|} Dr. Smith of Baltimore intreduced to the As- 
sembly the Rey. Dr. Duncan of the Episcopal 
}Charch, who represented the joint committee 
which had under consideration the subject of 
}Church unity. This committee has been in ses- 
sion for the past two days. Dr. Duncan said 
‘that there were four points which the Episoco- 
pal Church believed to be essential in a basis of 
union, and upon three of them they had practi- 
cally agreed. The fourth, upon which no conclu- 
‘sion had been reached, involved largely a differ- 
ence interms. As the final outcome of the com- 
‘mittee’s work, Dr. Duncan prophesied practical 
and harmonious unity of the Churches.

After some routine business had been dis- 
posed of ex-Moderator Young projected into the 


roceedings the first of theimportant questions 

fore the Assembly, the report of the Commit- 
tee upon the Relation of the Assembly and the 
Theological Seminaries. It covered the history 
and methods pursued by the committee in the 
progress of its work as well as the history of 
the relations of the Assembly and of theological 
seminaries, beginning with the organization of 
the institution at Princeton, which acknow!- 
edged the General Assembly as its patron and 
source of power and authority. 

The committees says: 

“It is thus evidenced that at the time of the forma- 
tion of the first theological seminary of the Presby- 
terian Chrach, it was the purpose of the Church to 
Maintain direct and com plete control, by its General 
Assembly, of the teaching and property of its the- 
@iogical seminaries. 

“As the Church grew in numbers with the 

wth of the country, other seminaries and schools 

were formed, some of them on substantially the 
game pian as thatof Princeton. The seminaries or- 
ganized substantially under this plan were Prince- 
ton, Western, McOormick, Danville, and Omaha. 
Other seminaries, organized under different plans, 
lave become connected with the Church Union 
and Lane are typical of two classes, Auburn and 
Ban Francisco of other classes. 

“While Union and Lane have been regarded as 
im connection with the Presbyterian Church, the 
Church has nocontrol of any kind over the teaching 
or the property of these seminaries, and can afford 
the donors ot funds to them no protection in the 
matter of applying their gifte to the purposes for 
which they are made. Auburn is controlled by cer- 
tain Presbyteries, and San Francisco by certain 
Synods. The greater portion of the property hela by 
these corporations, and which amounts to between 
$8,600,000 and $¥,000,000, is not held in trust for 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
morisit given the direct control, management, or 
— of the same by the terms of their char- 

Ts. 

The committee says it has come to no conclu- 
sion as to what method sbould be adopted by 
the Church either of securing a more effective 
zontrol over the property and teaching of ex- 
jeting seminaries or of securing control of the 
teaching and property of future seminaries. 
The report in ite appendix furnishes full in- 
formation respecting the plan of organization 
and methods of management of the various in- 
Stitutions allied to tne Cpurch. 

Elder fbomas McDougall of Cincinnati, who 
argely drafted the report, which was the unan- 

ous expression of the committee, asserts that 

will not be long until four times the present 
humber of ministerial graduates will be needed. 
This only accentuates,” he said, “ the need of 
careful control of these institutions and a more 
strict scrutiny of those who have taken down 
from their catalogues the old emblems and 
— thereon the modern oe of so-called 
iberalism and independence.”’ © believed the 
time had come, in the matter ef the control of 
theological seminaries, ‘‘ when the genius of the 
Presbyterian Church should be at least equal to 
the executive ability displayed in ordinary bus- 
iness, and thatif any teacher employed for a 
specified purpose, for a specific salary, should 
for any reason become unfit to discharge his 
duties, a way might be found to dispense with 
his services without splitting up the Church.”

‘he committee was thanked and continued. 

The report of the Permanent Committee on 
Temperance, referring to the World's Fair, snys: 

“We cannot contemplate except with feelings of 
shame the proposed spectacle to be placed before 
ail the world of a vast national grogsbop and a vast 
national exhibition of the trampling down of law.” 

The establishment by Congress of an im- 
partial commission of inquiry concerning the 
liquor trafiic is favored. Local option is not 
recarded as the best and ultimate solution of 
the liquor problem, but the most of the Presby- 
teries here favor it as astepping stone toward 
general prohibition. The report emphasizes 
the statement that the Charch is not a political 
organization, but owes it to God and humanity 
so give uneguivocal utterance on such moral 
questions. 

The report ofthe Board of Chureh Erection 
¥und shows that during the year there were 
239 applications for assistance, apon which 

rants were made aggregating $105,391 and 

oaps amounting to $61,192. The bourd begins 
the new year with an empty treasury and many 
pressing demasda. 

The report of the board in charge of the mis- 
sions for freedmen shows that nearly $200,000 
annually is being expended in this direction 
with very good results. 

The report of the Board of Foreign Missions 

isplaye a very satisfactury condition of affairs, 

© only gloom being caused by the death of 
ur missionaries. During the year forty-six 

w missionaries were sent into the field, mak- 

& @ total, in connection with the board, of 623 
missionaries, which, with native agents of all 
grades, reaches a total of 1,647. “In China,” 
says the report, ‘notwithstanding petty perse- 
cutions and apprehensions of more serious op- 
position in retaliation of iniquitous legislation 
of our Government against the Chinese in the 
United States, steady progress has been mude.”’ 
The number of conversions reported by all 
missionaries for the year was 3,452, an in- 

rease of 10 per cent. over the preceding period. 

he total receipts from all sources amounted 
to $1,014,504, 

The expenditures for missions in the more 
important fields were as follows: Africa, $34,- 
467; China, $150,087; India, $157,670; Japan, 

94,962; Corea, $33,553; Mexico, $89,461; 

ersia, $96,042; Siam and Laos, $47,953; South 

America, $87,103; Syria, $61,206; United States 

Indians, $19,848, 

The report ofthe Board of Home Missions 
shows that only 132 new churches had been or- 
ganized, a resultdue chiefly to a want of funds. 
The ped began with a debt of $71,160, nearly 
all of which had been canceled and new work 
to the amount of $31,344 undertaken. The 
total receipts of the board were $967,454. 

The report of the Board of Education shows 
that the demand for ministers is ahead of the 
supply. Two years ago the vacant churches 
numbered 1,183, and last year 1,244, of which 

133 have a membership ranging from 100 to 


over 1,000. The Western Synods | ay anand 
have suffered and notably Nebraska, Kunsas, 
and Minnesota. 

At tho afternoon session, the Rev. Charles A. 
Diokey, Chairman of the Special Committees on 
Judicial Commissions, reported in favor of 
sending.an overture down to the Presbyteries 
for a change in Chapter 13, Section 118, so as 
to provide that the General Assembly, each 
Bynod, and each Presbytery shall have power to 
appoint judicial commissions from their re- 
spective bodies, consisting of ministeis and 
Liders, in numbers not less than eighteen from 
the General Assembly, twelve from any Synod, 
and seven from any Presbytery. All judicial 
oases are to be submitted to such Comwission- 
ere and their decisions shall be subject to re- 
versal only by the Superior Judicatory, except 
in matters of law, which shall be referred to the 
appoluting judicatory for adjudication; and 
also all matters of constitution and doctrine 
may be reviewed in the appointing body and 
the Superior Judicatory. 

The Assembly adopted this report by the 
committee intended to conform the form of 
government to the Book of Discipline as pro- 
posed to be changed under this proposition. 

The Rev. Dr. Smith, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Church Unity, reported four meetings 
of the committee held in the past year, the re- 
sult of which had been that it had been deemed 
best to drop for the present 8 discussion of the 
differences between the two Churches, leaving 
to the future the work of securing the organic 
external union desired. 

The correspondence between the committee 
and the Episcopal Commission in the past year 
wasread. The episcopalians offered to make 
such changes in the methods of selecting mem- 
bers of the Episcopate as might be deemed os- 
sential, if only thereby that union of American 
Christians could be secured; and further, that 
the authority of the Presbytery was recognized 
in the Episcopal Church. The Presbyterian 
Committee suggested that the practice of ex- 
obange of pulpits, observed in all other Evan- 
gelical denbminations, be established under 
suitable regulations between the Presbyterian 
and Episcopal Churches of the United States. 

The General Assembly adjourned until to 
morrow morning. 

A general meeting in behalf of the Sunday 
seboo!l work of the Church was held to-night 

The series of women’s meetings, in connec 
tion with the General Assembly, began to-day 
with that of the Women’s Executive Commit- 
tee of Home Missions, which assembled in the 
Chureh of the Covenant. Mrs, F. H. Pierson, 
Corresponding Secretary, read the preliminary 
report of the work of the past year, whioh was 
declared to be quite satisfactory, Mrs, A. C. 
Miller read the school report, Mrs. C. E. Coul- 
ter the report of the Freedmen’s Department, 
and Miss 8. F. Lincoln the Treasurer’s report, 
showing receipts of $373,141. 

A symposium entitied “An Hour with Our 
Missionaries” brought out Mra. J. D. Satter- 
field of North Carolina, whospoke on the negro; 
the Rev. C. F. McAfee and Miss Virginia Dox, on 
the Indians; Miss Lucy Laney, on the freedmen; 
Mrs. J. C. De Vore, on Alaska. 





WELCOME AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


A Reception, with Addresses by Dr. Craig 
and the President. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The reception accord- 
ea by President and Mrs. Cleveland to the mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian General Assembly 
from 4 to 6 o’clook this afternoon was a happy 
climax to a day of pleasant happenings for the 
visitors. The perfect weather added to the en- 
joyment of the oceasion in rendering the walk 
from the New-York Avenue Church, where the 
company assembled, to the White House 8 posi- 
tive pleasure. 

The grounds in front of the Executive Man- 
sion were in perfectttim. Within doors the 
mantels were banked with cut flowers, while 
here and there about the apartments were large 


palms and foliage plants. 

In the East Room, where the assemblage was 
received, the furniture was arranged in & semi- 
circle about the doorway leading from the in- 
ner corridor through which the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland entered, preceded by Col. John 
M. Wilson, United States Army, who made the 
introductions to Mrs. Cleveland after Dr. Wilils 


Green Craig. 

After this exchange of greetings the people 
passed through the door of the Green Room, 
and from there through the Blue and Red Par 
lors. The state dining room and conservatory 
were open so that the guests could wander at 
will, finally making their exit through the large 
window on the left of the frontentrance. This 


was improvised into a doorway in order that 
the outgoing crowd should not conflict with 
those who stood outside awaiting admission. 
When President and Mrs. Cleveland entered 
the East Koow it was to find it already filled to 
ite utmost capacity. Back of Mrs. Cleveland 
atood Mrs. John M. Wilson with the President's 
pastor, the Kev. William Merle Smith, and wife, 
who are at present the guests of the White 
Houses. 
The Moderator, the Rev. Dr. Craig, having 
been formally presented, made a formal address 
of some length, in the course of which he said: 


“You know somewnat of the Presbyterian Church. 
Many of these gentiemen who are here had precise- 
ly the same general experience that you had, per- 
chance reared amid the plain living and the high 
thinking of that wonderful nursery of strong men. 
We have common experiences which make us, 
though we may never have come together before, wo 
be, as it were, friends, because we know the things 
whieh have, perchance, made us to be worthy of the 
esteem of our fellow-men, and mado you, Sir, worthy 
to rule, with the confidence of your tellow-citizens 
athered close aréund about you, the mightiest 
Nation of the whole world. 
“sir, let me congratulate you upbn the fact that 
sturdy Presbyterians hedge you round about, and 
that the eturdiest Presbyterian of uli is at your side, 
a holy benediction to keep you straigit to the faith 
of your ancestors, which is not only the great as- 
surance of success, but is the highway to the im- 
mediate presence of the living God. I am not mach 
inclined to the common saying, ‘You must be 
ovedient unto your wives.’ I never was yet en- 
abled to do that as I have been officiating around 
the holy altar. But, Sir, as you are entitied to give 
us not only instruction from your high place, but 
order, now I have this little chance to give you an 
imetruction, I tell you, be vbedient to her. 

“J have bat one word more to say, Sir, and this 
gives me more pleasure than most men who are ad- 
dressing you in these early, and I am afraid, later 
bours. You ought to be retresned when you talk 
with a man who represents 2,500 people who don't 
want a single office.” (Applause. )} 

In conclusion Dr. Craig delivered the Assem- 
bly’s invitation to the President to visit the As- 


sembly. 
President Cleveland said in response: 


**T assure you it affords me much personal gratifi- 
cation to meeton this occasion the representatives 
of that great religious denomination which has dene 
so much to make our people better and happier, and 
which i6 associated with 60 many tender and pleas- 
ing incidents of wy individual experience. 

“The thought is also in my mund that, in the light 
of my public daties and responsibilities, there is a 
propriety in extending to yous welcome to this 
home of the Nation's Chief Executive. We still 
profess tobe a Christian people. Chis means that 
no public ofiicer, of highor low degree, should be 
unmindful of the reatraints of religious sentiment. 
It means that the religious teaching of our people 
should iead them to exact from those who make and 
execute their laws a recognition of these restraints, 
It means thatthe rules which a popuiar religious 
sense approves shouid underlie the performance of 
every puviic duty, and it meaus that those who as- 
sume to be religious teachers in this land where the 
people rule are related in responsibility to those in 
public station. 

** You therefore will, I hope, permit me to say that 
though you do well to insist upon the conscientious 
discharge of official obligations aud though you 
ought never to shriuk from the exposure of official 
shortcomings, the contribution you owe toward ac. 
complishing good government will not be fully made 
unless you teach the peoples, by precept aud exam. 
ple, that they will find their safety aud welfare in 
enforcing upon their public servants the observance 
of the mandates of Christianity and morality. 

“There ought to be inspiration in the thought that 
our country’s destiny is in our hands, and it ought 
to dignify our Americauism to feel and know that 
those who teach and those who govern and those 
in every walk of citizenship have a share in our 
preservation as a Christian people and in the guar- 
antee this affords of grand national achievements.” 

While the President was speaking, Mrs. Cleve- 
land stood by his side, an interested listener, 
apparently unnoting the scrutiny of countless 
eyes to which she was meanwhile subjected. 
Her gown was of heliotrope satin brocade, sim- 
ply made in the prevailing style, with a yoke 
of Irish point, and revers of a deeper shade of 
velvet extending over the full sleeves. Two 
narrow ruifies of velvet trimmed the full skirt. 





MOURNED THE KEV. MR. GRAHAM, 


Left the Reformed Presbyterians and Won't 
Account—Proceedings of the Synod, 


The sessions of the General Synod of the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church at the Kev. James 
D. Steele's Church, in Twelfth Street, were 
largely occupied yesterday with devotional ex- 
eroises, routine business, and the readings of 
reports. Inthe morning an address was made 
by the Kev. Dr. J. H. Knowles, General Secre 
tary of the American Sabbath Union,in the 
course of which he referred indignantly to the 
efforts now making in certain quarters “ to open 
the gates of the World’s Fair upon the Sabbath 
Day,” and warmly commended the General 
Synod for ite action in sending telegrams of re- 
monstrance against such action to President 
Cleveland and to the President of the World’s 
Fair Commission. Dr. Knowles said that he 
felt sure that the united voices of the Christian 
churches throughout the land and the added 
protest of the 1,500,000 members of the Socie- 
ties of Christian Endeavor could not pass un- 
heeded by the Directors of the fair or by the 
National Government, and that the country 
would be spared the shame of sceing so flagrant 
a desecmation of the day which is held sacred 
by the overwhelming majority of American cit- 
izens. 

The reports of three Presbyteries were pre- 
sented tothe Synod—that of Philadelphia by 





the Rey. Dr. Steele, that of Ohio by the Rev. 





David McKinney, and that of Pittsburg by the 
Rev. Alexander Savage. The Rev. Alexander 
Korr of Philadelphia read the Treasurer's re- 
ports of the General Theological Seminary and 


of the Lamb Fund, which is the fund soune4 to 
the aid of candidates for the ministry of the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church. Five yoang men 
Were shown to be in the seminary, including 
two who graduate this year, and eleven have 
received assistance preparatory to entering 
— their religious work. 

n the afternoon the Rev. Tabor Knox of 
Philadelphia was introduced by Moderator Al- 
ford as the representative duly acoredited of 
the Reformed (Dutch) Church in America, and 
he conveyed the greeting of that ohureh to the 
Synod. 

Several members of the Synod then under- 
took to make some consideration of the ways of 
the Rev. Join Graham, who used to be a light 
set upon a high place, but who had within a 
om withdrawn his shining from the Reformed 

Tesbyterians and gone over to the larger body 
of the Presbyterian Chureb. The Rev. Samuel 
Nelson wanted to know how much money he 
gotfrom the church fund for expenses and 
what acoounting he made. It appeared that 
the Rev. Mr. Grabam had sald that the Rey. Dr. 
Steele got $160 at some previous time to help 
pay his expenses to California, and that he (Mr. 
Graham) would go for less. The Rey. Mr. Kerr, 
Treasurer of the Board of Home Missions, which 
supplied the funds, said that Mr. Graham had 
come to him saying he had been appointed to 
goto the field of missionary labor and that 
he thought he ebould not need more than $100, 
but in order to provide against any unforeseen 
contingenoy by field or flood he would take 
$150, which Mr. Kerr gave him. He had staid 
out there about ten weeks instead of ten 
months, and, after his return, presumably re- 
freshed and invigorated by his travels, had 
transferred his energies to other fields of 
Christian labor, and had utterly refused to 
make any accounting of his expenses to the 
Rev. Mr. Kerr, beyond sending him a letter 
stating that he had spent all the money judi- 
olously in railroad fares and other ways—so 
much on his westward journey and so much 
coming back. 

This not being wholly satisfactory in the 
minds of the Synod, the Rev. Samuel Nelson 
moved that the Kev. Mr. Kerr collect some 
documents in the case and report further to the 
Synod next Monday.

COLLECTOR FITOH MAY GO, 


Storekeeper Reynolds Reinstated—Ex-Col- 
lector Hanlon in Washington. 





WASHINGTON, May 19.—Administration Dem- 
ocrats who are now in Washington say they 
would not be surprised if Collector of Internal 
Revenue Charlies E. Fitch of Rochester were re- 
moved in a day or two. Mr. Fitch came to 
Washington yesterday, and has been at the 
Treasury Department several times. The 
anxiety he displayed yesterday was probably 
due to the fact that charges reflecting upon his 
conduct of the office of Collector have been filed 
with the Secretary of the Treasury. 

These charges are the outcome of Mr. Fitch’s 
fight against Gilbert H. Reynolds, United States 
Gauger. Reynolds was storekeeper at the Gov- 
ernment bonded warehouse in Rochester. His 
relations with Fitch became unpleasant nearly 
a year ego. The trouble led to his dismissal by 
the Collector last March. Since then Reynolds 
has been keeping a close watch on the Collector 
and Frank Castleman, who was made store- 
Keeper in his place. 

His opportunity came last week, when he 
found that for three days Castleman had left 
the warehouse unguarded, although there was 
® large quantity of valuable property stored 
there. He made areport to the Treasury De- 
partment covering the breaches of duty he had 
unearthed, which led to an investigation, and 
yesterday he was reinstated as storekeeper by 
order of Secretary Carlisle. 

In the meantime Mr, Reynolds's friends formu- 
lated the charges against the Collector which 
are now, it is understood, being considered by 
the Secretary. The fact that Reynolds has 
been reinstated is regarded here as a rebuke to 
Mr. Fitch, and the Rochester Democrats base 
their hopes of his speedy removal upon it. 
James Hanlon of Medina, who held the position 
of Collector of the Twenty-eighth District in 
Mr. Cleveland’s first term, and who is a candi- 
date for reappointment, is aleo in Washington. 
He was about to lesve for home this afternoon 
when be received a hint that it would be well 
for him to postpone his departure. ‘This is 
taken as an indication that developments in 
the Fitch case are not likely to be long post 
poned. 

Secretary Carlisle has long been in possession 
of information to the effect that Mr. Fiteb was 
not devoting his entire atvention tothe affairs 
of the Collectorship. When the statement was 
made several weeks ago that Collectors would 
be permitted to serve out their terms, it was 
also made clear thut they would be obliged 
to show the ‘Treasury Department that they 
were giving atrict attention to their duties. 
The Rochester Democrats who have come 
to Washington to discuss the subject of Monroe 
County appointments say it is only too plain 
that Mr. Fitch cannot show a clear record in 
this respect.

City oF MEXICO, May 19.—The will of the 
late Gen. Manuel Gonzales, ex-President of 
Mexico, gives none of his vast estates to the 
wife from whom he had been separated for 
several years. She attempted to secure a recon- 
ciliation with her husband before he died, but 
all of her entreaties were unheeded by him, 
and he would not even permit her to visit him 
during his last illness. 

She has employed able attorneys to contest 
the will in her behalf. 





Pallister’s Body Not to be Disturbed. 
LonG ISLAND City, N. Y., May 19.—Vicar Gen- 
eral Mooney to-day gave permission to allow 
the body of Thomas Pallister, the murderer, to 
remain undisturbed. His refusal yesterday to 
sanction the burial in consecrated ground was 
based on the belief that Pallister had committed 

suicide, bug that belief he does not now bold.

BROKEN IN BRITISH DUNGEONS 


ARRIVAL OF JAMES M’KEVITT, 
SHATTERED IN HEALTH. 





Sentenced on a Charge of Attempting to 
Blow up Liverpool City Hall, He Spent 
More Than Ten Years in Prison—His 
Tale of Suffering—Prisoners Treated, He 
Says, with Inhuman Severity—President 
Cleveland to be Petitioned to Act on 
Behalf of Irish-American Prisoners. 


When the steamship Gallia of the Cunard Line 
reached her dook yesterday, a pale-faced, hag- 
gard, and careworn man of medium height, 
wearing a green soar around his neck, attracted 
the attention of those who had come to meet 
their friends. He appeared to be utterly broken 
in health. Though only forty-five years of age 
his brow was seamed with wrinkles, his shoul- 
ders were bent, and he walked with a limping 
gait as he furtively glanced around in the hope 
of catching the eye of some of his countrymen 
to whom he might tell the tale of his sufferings 
during more than ten years in British dungeons. 

He was James McKevitt, who was sentenced 
to fifteen years imprisonment on a charge of at- 
tempting to blow up the City Hallin Liverpool 
on May 10,1881. Having obtained a commuta- 
tion of his sentence for good behavior in prison 
of3 years and 112 days, he was discharged on 
April 3, and made his way to this country in 
the hope of meeting with sympathetic friends 
who might assist him to obtain employment. 

MocKevitt was recognized at onoe among the 
crowd of passengers by Thomas 8t. John Gaff- 
ney, @ lawyer of 59 Broadway, who had re- 
ceived information from Frederick J. Allen, 
Vice President of the Irish National Amnesty 
Association of Dublin, that he had sailed by the 
Gallia, 

“TI recognized him the moment I saw him,” 
said Mr. Gaffney, ‘by his haggard appearance, 
and especially by the green scarf which he wore 
conspicuously around his neck, and I propose 
to make arrangements with the Irish societies 
of this city to have him oared for until his 
health js recruited. We will then find some 
employment for him.” 

Owing to the fact that the immigration au- 
thorities might object to his landing, no one but 
Mr. Gaffney was made aware that MoKevitt 
Was coming to this country. Now, however, 
that he has landed and that his friends here 
Propose to care for him, it is not likely that the 


authorities on Ellis Island will interfere. He 
was booked on the Gallia as a second-cabin pas- 
senger, and was not, therefore, landed with the 
immigrants. 

To a NEW-YorK TIMES reporter MoKevitt tola 
the following story of his sufferings in British 
prisons: 

“TI was first confined in Millbank Prison,” he 
said, ‘“‘then in Chatham, and, during the latter 
part of my term, in Portland, which is the worat 
ofall. The hardships and sufferings endured in 
these prisons are slumply intolerable. The bar- 
barous manner in which they are conducted is 
a disgrace to olvilization. 

“I spent afew months in Millbank after my 
conviction, and was then sent to Chatham, 
where I remained ten years. The rest of the 
time I spent in Portland, from which I was 
discharged. 

* The ohief object of the prison authorities is 
to drive the convicts into insanity by every pos- 
sible device. The food furnished is of the worst 
quality, and the treatment of prisoners is abom- 
inable, For breakfast we were allowed eight or 
nine ounces of bread, which was uncooked and 
wot, with a pint of water to washit down. We 
got no dinner of any kind, and for supper we 
had the same allowance of unbaked dough and 
water as for breakfast. 

* As to bedding, I had to lie on a plank, with 
two old rugs as the only clothing allowed, even 
in the depths of Winter. No shirts were fur- 
nished. We were allowed ay times & mattress, 
which resembled an old sack filled with lumps 
of straw, which was harder and more uncom- 
fortable than the bare plank. 

“I worked in Chatham Prison for eight years 
as cleaner, until at length my health broke 
down, owing to wornout shoes and constantly- 
wet feet. It was then found nevessary to admit 
me to the hospital, where I remained seven 
months. I have been ever since lame and do 
not expect that Ioan ever recover my health, 
wy constitution has been so badly broken by 
the terrible suffering I had to endure.” 

Speaking of the condition of the other prison- 
ers, in particular of the three Irish-Americans, 
Dr. Gallagher, James Gilbert, and Joho Daly, 
MoKevitt said: 

‘Dr. Gallagher, who isan American citizen, 
has been driven insane by the treatment he 
received. He is now in Portland, and is em- 
ployed oleaning tinware. The other prisoners 
are so fully convinced of his insanity, that they 
are afraid of him. I wonder the American Goy- 
ernment does not interfere in his behalf. 

«James Gilbert is ina frightful condition from 
the persecution of the Wardens. His health is 
utterly broken down from the bad food and 
harsh treatment to whieh he has been subjeot- 
ed. Heise now inthe hospital,and may drop 
dead any day from heart disease, caused by the 
hardship he has suffered. 

“The keepers take every occasion of sneering 
at a Catholio prisoner and insulting him be- 
cause of his religion. At Chatham they were in 
the habit of peeping after Catholic prisoners 
and sueering at them when going into the con- 
fessional. in this conduct they were aided and 
abetted by the highest prison officials. 

“John Daly another dynamite prisoner, is 
completely broken down in health, and John 
Daff is in w like condition, Hardlyone of these 
men will live to serve their terms out if some 
effort be not made to secure their release. 

“For the first six mouths after my imprison- 
ment,’ MeKevitt continued, “I was three or 
four days in the week in the punishment cells 
for trifling violations of rules which I elther 
did not understand or could not comply with. 
To save my life I could not pick the three 
pounds of oakuin with my fingers that | was re- 

uired to pick, and the keepers were desirous of 
discovering the least pretext for inflicting 
punishment of the most barbarous kind. 

“Occasionally, when a committee from the 
House of Commons visited the prisons to in- 
quire into the condition of the prisoners, we 
were better treated for a day or two, but the 
moment they went away the Keepers were as 
cruel and unrelenting in their treatments of the 
prisoners as before.” 

Thomas St. John Gaffney stated that efforts 
were at present being made by the Irish Na- 
tionalists of this city to bring tne case of Dr. 
Gallagher and the other American citizens im- 

risoned in England before the attention of 
*resident Cleveland with the view of seouring 
their release. 

**{ understand,” he said, “that Ambassador 
Bayard has received instructions to bring the 
subject to the notice of the British Government 
atan early day. I have written to President 
Cleveland in relation to the matter recently, 
andI have received an assurance that some 
action will soon be taken.”’ 

Mr. Gaffney also stated that arrangements 
were being made to hold a mass meeting of 
Irish-Americans at the Cooper Union, and that 
similar meetings would be held all over the 
country to petition President Cleveland to bring 
intluence to bear ou the british Government to 
secure the release of the Irish-American polit- 
ical prisoners confined in British dungeons,

“Cavalleria Rusticana” Sung at the 


Grand Opera House Last Night. 


The discussion in oritical circles given to 
Over-nicety in theorizing about music as to 
whether Mascagni’s first work, “Cavalleria 
Rustioana,” 1s good or bad will undoubtedly goon 
for some time to come. The public, however, has 
calmly thrown critical discussion to the dogs 
and decided that the condensed musical trag- 
edy is the sort of thing it wishes to hear. Italy 
has crowned it with laurel, staid Germany has 
treated its young composer with the reverence 
due to oue of the gods of art, and phiegmatio 
England has pronounced the verdict that it ia 
not half bad. 8o far as this country is con- 
cerned, it ean ouly be said that whenever and 
wherever this work is performed, or only ex- 
cerpts from it, the people go in throngs and 
voice their praise in loud and long applause. 

The professional critics here are nade glad by 
this. With two or three exceptions they wel- 
comed the work on its tirst performance with 
hearty and detailed commendation, and now, no 
matter how unsatisfactory the performance, 
they find that the vitality of the music still 
muekes itself felt The simple truth is that 
Mascagni's musio pulsates with elemental pas- 
sion. itis full of strong human blood, and 18 
goes Straight to its mark with the unerring alm 
of tg It moves the hearer. It convinces 
him. It appeals successfully alike to the emo- 
tion and the intellect. Itis good through and 
through—perhaps not always new in its melodic 
characteristios, but always sincere and forvible 
in ite dramatic purpose. 

The performance of the little tragedy at the 
Grand Opera House last night by the Hinrichs 
Grand Opera Company lacked smoothness and 
certainty, and some of the principals—notabiy 
the Luola and the Lola—were wholly uneatis- 
factory by reason of insufficient experience and 
small vocalequipment. Nevertheless the work 
had its usual etiect upon the large gathering 
which assembied to hear it, and sent the men 
and women away well satistied. 

The Santuzza was Mme. Koert-Krenold, who 
sang the part at the tirat performance in Amer- 
joa. yes Montegriffo was the Turiddu and 
bignor Campanari the Alfio. ‘Cavalleria Rus- 
ticans”’ was preceded by the third act of “ Er- 
naui,” which principals and audience treated in 
the familiur Italian opera styie of twenty years 
ago. This afternoon “ Maritana’”’ will be sung 
and this evening “Il Trovatore.” 


AGAINST ANNEXING HAWAIL 


Result of a Debate by Members of the 
Goldey Society, 





The proposed annexation of Hawali to the 
United States was the subject of a debate last 
evening by the members of the Goldsy Literary 
Society at their meeting at 8 West Fourteenth 
Street. Vice President Joseph Beitman pre- 
sided. 

The cause of annexation was espoused first 
by Mr. Matthew Ryan, who contended that 
Hawaii standsin the same position to-day as 
Alaska, Louisiana, and Texas once did.

the islands, for they will be left open to an- 
archy. An independent Hawalian Government 
would last just about one week.

Pearl Harbor, he 
also argued, would also be such a desirable ac- 
quisition that the United States should not hes- 
itate to annex Hawailt.

The 
business of Hawaliis allin charge of Amer- 
icans. Hawaii isof more jimportance to the 
United States, he declared, than Cuba 

A. J. Ernst spoke in opposition to annexation. 
“The only annexationists in Hawaii,” he de- 
olared, ‘are the members of the Annexation 
Club, and they are not oitizens of the islands. 


‘hey took care to keep their American oitizen- | 


ship. The United States violated international 


law when it raised the American flag in Hawali, 


and it will add insult to injury if it insists upon 
annexing the islands.”’ 

Mr. kK. E. Doherty also spoke for annexation.

SWILLMAN REDFERNVS VICTORY 


A OANARSIE JURY SAYS HIS OAT- 
TLE PENS ARE ALL RIGHT, 





Accused Is Defended by the Counsel of the 
Brooklyn Board of Health—Sharp Com- 
ment Upon This Fact and Also on the 
Failure of the State Board to Act—Queer 
Scenes in the Courtroom—A Clam Dig- 
ger Who Calls Himself a Conchologist 
Had a Part in the Trial. 


CaNARSIE, L. L, May 19.—John Redfern, who 
Was accused of feeding swill to cattle and sell- 
ing diseased meat in the New-York and Brook- 
lyn markets, was tried to-day before Justice 
Mathews and a jury at Canarsie Village and ao- 
quitted. 

The counsel for the Sootety for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, who prosecuted the case, 
was George F. Elliott of Brooklyn. 

For the defense Baldwin F. Strauss, who is 
counsel to the Brooklyn Board of Health, ap- 
peared. He was assisted by Lawyer Frederiok 
Castner. 

The case against Redfern has attracted atten- 
tion on account of the fact that he fattened his 
cattle onswill. This swill, it is alleged by the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ant- 
mals, came from Barclay French, who holds the 
contract for collecting it in Brooklyn by virtue 
of appointment by the Brooklyn Board of 
Health and the Board of City Works. in these 
circumstances it excited comment to-day when 
it was known that Mr. Strauss, counsel to the 
Board of Health, would appear to defend Red- 
fern. 

When the raid on Redfern’s place was made 
on May 3 the State Board of Health was noti- 
fled, but up to date it had taken no action. 
There was comment on this fact to-day at 
Canarsie. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon a crowd of 
Canarsie citizens had gathered in Morrison’s 
Hall, where the trial was to be held. They 
filled the benches and all the available standing 
room. In the audience were a Meat Inspector of 
the Brooklyn Board of Health and several 
Brooklyn butchers. 

The prisoner, John Redfern, is quite a man in 
these parts, and there was some curiosity to see 
if he really would be convicted this time, 

The arrival of the legal talent from the city 
caused the first ripple of excitement. 

Justice Mathews climbed up behind his old 
wooden, desk gazing with admiration ata time- 
worn lithograph of Chauncey M. Depew which 
hung on the wall near a atill older picture of J. 


Sloat Fassett. The villagers put out their pipes 
aud shook the ashes into a vig soap box that 
endeavored to fill the purpose of a cuspidor. 
Presently the gavel of the Justice was banged 
on his desk with force that threatened to demol- 
ish that aged piece of furniture. Tne trial be- 





gan. 

The first duty was to secure a jury, and that 
took up nearly halfanbour. The constable, as 
usual, acted as Clerk of the court, and the Jus- 
tice as stenographer. Six jurors took their 
places on the dirt-begrimed bench and were 
examined asto their fitness. A slightdifference 
of opinion as to who should act as foreman 
caused a moment's delay. Both the contestants 
were eventualiy excused by the prosecution. 

Every one of the jurors knew Redfern, and 
some of them had had business dealings with 
him. Stephen E. Abrams was asked if, in the 
| circumstances, he had any conscientious scru- 
ples that would prevent his rendering a just 
| and impartial verdict. He made the surprising 
, Answer that he didn’t have any conscientious 
scruples, anyhow, that amounted to anything. 
When asked bis business he said that he was a 
conchologist. Erastus W. Seaman sald that he 
Was a collector of sea food. 

At this point Justice Mathews remarked that, 
inasmuch as the conchologist was a olam digger 
and the collector of seafood a fisherman, he 
thought they were pretty high-toned in their 
answers. He ascribed it to the presence of so 
many city folk in court. 

Eventually a jury was chosen, consisting of 
John A. Denton, William Henry Mathews, Eras- 
tus W. Seaman, David Shaft, Benjamin C. Bald- 
win, and John J. Hawkeseye. 

Lawyers Elliott and Strauss opened for their 
respective sides. The prosecution painted Red- 
fern in black colors, and the defense maintained 
that he was @ much-maligned man. 

The first witness was Inspector Frank O. 
Clark of the Brooklyn oftice of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. He told 
how he had assistedin the raid of May 3, and 
described the filthy condition of Redfern’s sta- 
bles. Hetold of the hot swill that was fed to 
the siekiy cattle, and exhibited in evidence four 
sealed jars of it that he and his assistants had 
taken away. 

Otticer Alonzo 8. Evans of the society testi- 
fied that he had assisted intheraid. An ex- 
amination of the swiill had shown it to contain 
rieees of meat, vegetables, oyster, clam, and 








obster shells, and even pieces of crockery and 
glass. He said the stable was the filthiest one 
he had inspected in a period of twenty-two 
years as Inspector forthe Society for the Pre- 

vention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Ottieer Alonzo Glover gave testimony of a 
similar character. He had seen the carts of 
—_= Collector Barclay French in Redfern’s 
yard. 

Lawyer Strauss vehemently objected to this 
allusion to French, and his objection, after a lot 
of discussion, was sustained. At this stage of 
the proceeiings a wrangle over bad odors—par- 
ticularly the odors of boiled swill—were in- 
dulged in by counsel. 

Mr. Elliot ventured the remark that perhaps 
the odor of Limburger cheese was agreeable to 
Mr. Strauss, and the latter said it was. 

Dr, Lachlan MoLean, a fiercely-bearded Scots- 
man, who ranks away up among the vet- 
erinarians of this country, came forward as an 
expert for the prosecution. Hesaid that he had 
followed his profession for many years tn Scot- 
land, under the United States Government, and 
in the employ of the State of New-York. 

He could not tind words strong enough, he 
said, to describe the filth of Kedfern’s stubles. 
lt baa shocked him to see the cattle chained in 
their pens and compelled to eat a boiled solu- 
tion of beef, chicken, pork, and other ingre- 
dients. He had found chicken bones in the 
trough. He examined the cattle and found 80 
per cent. of them suifering from eczema. Three 
had consumption and two had tuberculosis, 
There wero about eighty-five cattle in the pens 
when the raid was made. He said that a ewill 
diet was moat detrimental to the health of the 
cattle and produced disease. 

On cross-examination the doctor managed to 
nave several tiffs with Lawyer Strauss. 

“ Couldn’t these cattle have come into Mr. 
Redfern’s hands ina hairless condition?” asked 
the lawyer, alluding, of course, to the condition 
of the cattle. 

** Yes, they even might have been born as bald 
as you are,” was the answer. It didn’t seem to 
please the lawyer. 

Lawyer Strauss then took his innings. He 
put the prisoner on the stand. Redfern testified 
that he bad been a oattie raiser all his life and 
had been in business for himself in Canarsie 
for nine years. He said that his cattle were 
well taken care of and healthy, the stable was 
properly ventilated, and the animals received 
hay and watertwiceaday. He got his swill at 
various hotels in New-York and Brooklyn and 
considered it good stuff for cattle, although he 
he didn’t approve of feeding it to milch cows. 

Joseph Redfern was next called and testified 
in substautially the same way. On cross-exam- 
ination he admitted that when the officers ap- 
peared, on May 3, he had hurriedly disappeared 
from view. This was due to 4 natural reti- 
cence toward all strangers and not, of course, 
to avold arrest. 

Dre. Louis V. Plageman and H. D. Gill were 
expertsin bovine pathology for the defense. 
Yhey did not consider the swill in a boiled state 
as essentially harmful to the cattle. 

This closed the testimony, and the lawyers 
eloquently summed up. — 

The jury went out at 7:30 P. M., and came 
back tifteen minutes later. They had agreed 
upon a verdict. 

* Not guilty,” was the foreman’s return.

VANDALS IN OENTRAL PARK. 


Scamps Who Steal Flowers and Girdle or 
Deface Trees. 


In a corner of the Central Park Police Station 
in the Arsenal Building yesterday there stood a 
lilac bush eleven,feet high, its stems rudely 
splintered and its blossoms withering. It was 
& mute witness toa particularly mean species 
of vandalism against which the gray-coated 
policemen have to exercise their utmost vigi- 
lance. 

Detective MoGinty testified in the Yorkville 
Police Court yesterday that the lilac bush bad 
been hacked down at 8.35 o’clock Thursday 
night by August Anderson, fifty years old, re- 
siding at 304 Eleventh Avenne. Pulling his 
booty away from the path andintoa clump of 
shrubbery, the thief proceeded to strip it of its 
attractive blossoms, which he smuggled out to 
boys awaiting him at the Fifth Avenue and 
Bixty-seventy Street entrance in order to ped- 
dle the spoil. 

Before Anderson had completed his theft, 
both he and his auxiliaries were arrested. The 
boys gave their names and addresses as Will- 
iam Soanneil, eighteen years old, 193 East 
Seventy-sixth Street; George Burns, seventeen 
years old, 227 East Seventy-fifth Street, and 
James Maloney, seventeen years old, 1,324 
Third Avenue. Under the leadership of Ander 


son they had been rifling the park and vending 
the stolen plants or blossoms. 

Police Justice McMahon fined them $10 apiece 
for their unlawful industry. 

Arthur L, Sheldon, fifteen years old, of 119 
West Seventy-tifth Street, was caught in the 
act of stripping the bark from a white birch 
tree. The Justice allowed him to depart witb 
a Sharp reprimand, although the custodians of 
Central Park’s floral treasures felt that he 
merited a severer penalty. 

Two other juvenile offenders were arraigned 
by Detective Savage. hey were Mark Linsky, 
fourteen years old, of 1,442 Second Avenue, 
and James Connors, also fourteen years old, of 
363 East Seventh Street, who had been found 
ulling up valuable flowers in the Park. It was 
earned that Linsky had been released from 
the Catholic Protectory only about a month 
ago, after serving a two-years’ term for general 
depravity. Connors’s record is yet to be ascer- 
tained. Both delinquents were committed to 
the careof the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children. 

“Itis amazing to me, and to most people it 
would be incredible, to s¢e how many persons 
are anxious tu despoil the Park,” said the per- 
mit clerk in Superintendent Parsons's office yes- 
terday to a NEw-YORK TIMES reporter. ‘Some 
of them believe that they would do no harm by 
taking away a branch ora flower, but if that 
sort of thing were tolerated at all, except when 
we issue permits for the collection of falling 
leaves in Autumn, nobody could tell where 
the depredations would cease. 

“Why, some folks come here with camera 
cases and hand satchels for no other purpose 
than to conceal shrubs or tlowers in them, and 
many profess to be students of botany for a 
similar reason. Then, boys are naturally mis- 
chievous, and gangs of them take delight in 
spoiling shrubs or flower beds out of mere 
wantonness or thoughtlessness. 

“The better dressed and more respectable 
the boy is, the heavier, I think, should be the 
punishment inflicted on him for vandalism of 
this sort. It imposes inore severe labor on the 
park police than maty persons imagine, and 
offenders should be rigorously dealt with in 
order to protect the people's pleasure ground.” 


PROTECTING THE BLUE LABEL. 


One Conviction Already Secured for Using 





a Counterfeit on Cheap Cigars. 


Persons who select what they suppose to be 
fragrant ‘‘Henry Clay” cigars and discover 
when too late that they are rank “ weeds” may 
set themselves down as victims of the little 
counterfeit blue label. The officers of the 
Cigarmakers’ International Union are making 
astrong effort just now to suppress the nui- 
sance, and the conviction on Thursday, in the 
Court of Special Sessions,.of Leo Lederer, a 
printer who printed the counterfeit labels, has 
greatly encouraged them. 
Lederer was caught at 181 East Broadway 
with electrotypes of the blue lavel, and the 
It was the first criminal 
conviction under the law prohibiting the print- 
ing and circulation of -the counterfeit label 
Speaking of the case yesterduy to a New-York 
Times reporter, Mr. Automio Knauth, attorney 
for the international union, said: 
“We wish to break up the business of coun- 
terfeiting the union cigar label. These labels 
are printed by theinternational union and are 
distributed among cigar wanufacturers who 
employ union hands. They cost us considera- 
ble, and they are circulated without charge. 
‘Foul’ shops we found were using labels which 
were counterfeited. We determined to ferret 
out the counterfeiters and prosecute them crim- 
inally. We gct out injunctions against the ‘foul’ 
manufacturers prohibiting them from using tne 
labels, but the injunctions were not heeded. We 
finally secured evidence against Lederer and 
convicted him. 
*Weshall not stop here. We have arrested 
Henry Hill and Emanuel Fischel, both em- 
yeeses in Sladikus’s cigar-box factory at 428 
Sast Tenth sreet. Hill sent out circulars offer- 
ing the counterfeit labels for sale, and Fischel 
soldu quantity. Fischel is the concern’s book- 
keeper. We ahall also prosecute one of the 
Sladkus brothers, but I cannot say which ore, 
for his connection with the scheme. The Penal 
Code makes the offense a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine of $500.”’ 


ALL S8ADDLED ON THE OITY. 


As Matters Stand, Property Owners 
Will Pay Nothing for Mulberry Bend Park. 


When the projectof the Mulberry Bend Park 
was first started the Board of Street Opening 
and Improvement placed 30 per cent. of the 
cost upon the property holders and 70 per cent. 
ou the city. Last Fall the property owners went 
before the Board of Street Opening and Im- 
provement and got their assessment reduced to 
15 per cent., leaving 85 per cent. of the cost of 
the improvement upon the city. 

Not satisfied with this, the property owners 
went before ths Legislature of this year and 
succeeded in getting the whole cost of the im- 
provement placed upon the city. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Board of Street 
Opening and Improvement in the Mayor's office, 
ex-Judge Charles Donohue asked itto order 
that no assessment be laid against the property 
because Chapter 526 of the Laws of 189% bad 
placed the whole cost upon the city, and the 
laying ofany assessment against the property 
would, therefore, be # useless expenditure, as it 
would have to be vacated. 

The matter was referred to the Controller, 
with instructions to confer with the Corpora- 
tion Counsel. 

Controller Myers was very much opposed to 
the law which places the whele cost upon the 
city, and while it was awaiting the Governor's 
signature he wrote a letter to Gov. Flower pro- 
testing agalnstit. He regarded it as opposed to 
the spirit of home rule, and urged thatthe ac- 
tion of the Board of Btreet Opening and Iw- 
provement should be regarded as final in the 
matter.

Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen. 


The annual report for 1892 of the General 
Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen, which 
has just been issued, shows distinct progress in 
the various beneficent enterprises In which the 
society has engaged. Theschoois for mechan- 
ics have been specially successful in every de- 
partment. 

More than 3,200 volumes were added to the 
library last year, making a totalof 93,614 vol- 
umes. There were 12,418 readers, who took out 
for home use 230,291 volumes. Fiction led the 
Mist with 177,920 volumes, history and biog- 
raphy following with 16,076, works on science 
and art with 10,408, and fine urts with 5,438. 


It hae been decided to abandon the name “ Ap- 
prentices ” for the library, as no longer appro- 
priate, and to substitute the society's name. 

Last year’s accounts show revenues of 
$47,773.57 and expenditures of $53,918.81. 
Included in tno latter wero $13,222.78 for 
maintenance of library and reading room, 
$5,358.1¥ for maintenance of schools, $4,535.90 
for pensions to membere of the society, widows, 
and orphans; $1,585.99 for free lectures in Car- 
negie Hall, $2,303.75 for office expenses, in- 
cluding salaries, postage, stationery, and rent, 
and for geueral expenses, $7,282.19. 


Sinclair Admitted His Guilt, 


Charles 8. Sinclair of 43 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth Street pleaded guilty before 
Judge Fitzgerald in the Court of General Ses- 
sions yesterday to robbing the Armour Packing 
Company of $565.90.

A STRANGE RULE ABOUT BETS 


IT SEEMS TO OPEN THE DOOR 
FOR FRAUD IN RAOING. 





A Chance for Dishonest Owners to Defraud 
Honest Men Who Have Backed Their 
Horses—A Horse Owner Tells How It 
May Be Done—Protection for the Public 
Rests in the Power to Declare Off Bets 
Where Fraud Is Suspected—It Will Be 
Repealed if Unsatisfactoi y. 


Before the running of the second race at the 
Gravesend track Thursday there was s0me con- 
fusionin the ring caused by the fact that the 
bookmakers had been laying odds against 
Courtship as one of the starters. No jockey had 
weighed out to ride the horse and she was not 
started. People who had bet money on her, 
when they found that she was nota starter, 
appealed to President Dwyerto know what was 
to be done, and if a ‘“‘new book’’ was to be 
mnade on the race because of the mistake. 

Mr. Dwyer informed such inquirers that under 
the now rules such a thing asa“ new book” 
was an impossibility, and he ordered posted on 
the notice board the following: 

** All money bet on Courtship to be refunded; 
horse did not weigh out.” 

That séttled the matter of a “new book” on 
the race, and betting went on. Under the new 
rule, with which, unfortunately, few racegoers 
are familiar, a horse js a starter when his num- 
ber and the name of his rider are displayed on 
the “telegraph board,” ag it is called. That 
rule reads as follows, it being the second sec- 
tion of Betting Rule 23: 

“When the numbers of all the horses starting 
for a race, with the names of their jockeys, have 
been exhibited officially, all bets stand.” 
Among people who know about this new rule 
that has been sprung on the racing publio there 
has been alotof talk. It is not all favorable to 
the rule, for that part of the public that in- 
dulges in speculation sees in it a possibility for 
frauds such as have not been offered hitherto. 
The rule heretofore has been that all bets stand 
after the horses have gone to the starter'’s 
hands. Under the rule as it exists to-day a 
horse may never go to the post at all for the 
race for which a bettor has backed him, and the 
bettor may be none the wiser until after the 
race has been run. 

The rule js one that meets with the approval 
of a lot of horse owners whose standing is not 
of the best, and that very fact shopld be its 
condemnation. Thus, one of the owners of the 
shady class, in referring to the rule the other 
night among a choice lot of apirits who look 
upon the public and the bookmakers as alot of 
pigeons forthem to pluck, commended it and 
then said: “It’s a daisy; it obviates the neces- 
sity of pulling a horse when you don’t liké the 
odds against him. What’sto prevent a fellow 
having his horse go lame suddenly with a peb- 
ble under his racing plate,and what's to pre- 
vent the horse from running away as he is go- 
ing to the post after he hag a burr put in his 


bridle so that the harder the boy pulls to stop 
him the furtber he'll run? [f that happens the 
‘suckers’ could all bet on the horse, and | could 
have my betdownon the right one. It’s easy 
enough to beat the devil around that stump.” 
That assertion contirms what TH Timers said 
about the rule on May Y, when the fact that the 
Board of Control had finally adopted it was first 
made public. THE TIMES then said: 

“It opens wide a door for fraud to dishonest 
owners who do not like the odds offered against 
@ horse they may have in a race. If they do 
not want him to win vecause they dislike the 
betting, all they have to do is toorder their 
jockey to let the horse run away in the firat 
reak, or even before there is a chance for a 
break, and the business is done. Now that the 
door is open to all sorts of peaple, runaways be- 


‘fore races will probably be more numerous than 


ever before.’”’ 

Kacegoers generally look upon the rule with 
distrust, and there is a decided feeling against 
it among reputable bookmakers in the ring who 
do not approve of jobs of any kind, and whe for 
theirown interest wantto see overy race run 
honestly and on its merits. “the undertakers,” 
as the bookmakers are called who will not only 
be glad to see a jobin every race, but who pay 
jockeys not to finish among the first three 
horses in a race ‘if they have no chance of 
winning,” welcome the rule, as do the class of 
horse owners one of which is quoted above. 

The rule was adopted by the Board of Control 
after a long and earnest discussion of the mat- 
ter as the only means of getting rid of the 
necessity of declaring bets olf on races and 
ordering new books made. This.was done be- 
cause they had positive proof that there are 
owners Who have had their horses soratched 
alter they have been announced as starters be- 
cause it was for the interest of some bookmaker 
to have a new book made sv that be would not 
stand to lose so much money. ‘This and the fact 
that the devlaring off of bets and the making of 
new books has taken up so much time are the 
reasons given for the adoption of the new rule. 

The attention of President Dwyer of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club was yesterday called to 
the rule as the means of making possible all 
surts of jobs that a certain class of horse own- 
ers recently admitted to the race tracks would 
only be too glad to take advantage of. The 
words of the horse owner given above were 
quoted to him. 

** What is to be done in case the owner quoted 
should deliberately lame or allow his horse to 
run away!” he was asked. 

“Therule does not prevent the Executive 
Committee of the club over whose course the 
race is to be run from declaring off all bets 
made on the race, for fraud, and that course 
will be pursued on this track if I see there is the 
least possible reason for suspecting any owner 
of stooping to any such practice as the laming 
of his horee or letting him ran away before a 
race. The public may be assured that I will 
protect them here from anything of that kind, 
und, further, you may eay that if there 
is good reason for suspecting an owner 
or a jockey of being ao party to any such 
operation I will rule him off this track, and the 
Board of Contro] will rule him off theturf or 
take away his license, which amounts to yhe 
same thing. I shall not wait for absolute proof 
either, but will give them ataste of summary 
justice. The public will be protected on this 
track from all sorte of frauds, and I know that 
the representatives of other tracka in the board 
feel just as I do about the matter. They will 
pursue the same course.on their tracks.’’ 

“ Yos,” said Mr. James Galway, another mem- 
ber of the Board of Control, and identilied 
with the Monmouth Park track, “and if the 
rule is found unsatisfactory after trial, or if it 
appears that it opens up a door for fraud 
among the class of owners and bookmakers re- 
terred to, it will be rescinded twenty-four hours 
after it is found to work to the injury of the 

ublic. It was the best rule we could formu- 
ate, after long consideration, to put a stop to 
the annoyance to which the public is oocasion- 
ally subjected by the making of new books on 
races. ut there is behind it an unwritten but 
thoroughly understood rule that if any 
trainer or jockey is resorting to one of 
the tricks which you allude to as a possibility, 
he will at once havehis license taken away 
without the formality of an investigation or a 
trial. We donot propose to make it possible 
for sucha fraud as that to be consummated. 
The ruie was made on the supposition that all 
meu are honest, even though we may know to 
the contrary, and we will tind awayto deal 
with the rogues in very summary fashion. You 
can assure the public that they will be protected 
in 60 far as petty frauds under the rule go.” 

An objection made to the rule, and made with 
some vehemence, by the patrons of the betting 
ring is that it still further invalidates the car- 
dipal principle of the firstrule of betting, ** You 
cannot win when you cannot lose.” What 
chance have they to win their moves when it 
is bet ona horse at the opening betting, that 
being the time when the best odds against a 
favorite are alone obtainabie, if, the numbers of 
the horses and the names of the jockeys haviug 
been displayed, the favorite, perhaps, hits him- 
self in his preliminary gallop, and pulls up so 
lame thatit will be impossible for him to go 
to the post, or at least to make a 
show of a contest in the race in which 
he must take part. It might so happen that 
every bookmaker in the ring would know of this 
accident and not one in a hundred of the specu- 
lators. The bookmakers would keep on tuking 
in money against the horse at such odds as they 
could get backing, knowing that the animal had 
no chance ip the race. All the money they got, 
which onasingle favorite might easily reach 
$100,000, they krew would be so much sure 
money for them, with not a chance for the man 
who bet against them to win any money. The 
enforcement of the newrnle would thus inval- 
idate the very first rule of betting, whieh reads: 
“In all beta there must be a possibility to win 
when the bet is made.” 

Tue bettor would have no chance whatever in 
such @ case, and the whele thing would practic- 
ally be a gigantic fraud carried on for the bene- 
tit of the bookmaker. The public has no chance 
whatever against such circumstances if the new 
rule is enforced, and such a case as is cited is 
not only a possibility but a probability. So the 
rule, if carried out, incase of accidents which 
might occur without any fraudulent intent, 
would prove to be a Ver.tabie gold mine fora 
party of bookmakers who might get information 
ofsauch an accident. The general public might not 
know of it even if the horse should be excused 
from going to the post because of such an ac- 
cident. Betting m+n rarely see the bulletin 





board, their attention being divided between 





the operations in the betting ring and the run- 
ning of the races, with an occasional visit to the 
paddock. 

President Dwyer of the Brooklyn Club, M. F. 
Dwyer, the heaviest operator in the ring in 
America; J. E. McDonald, one of the largest 
bookmakers in the ring; Clarence McDowell, 
one of the racing judges; James Galway, and 
several other racing men spoken to about the 
matter, seem to think that the rule will not 
operate against the bettor nor in favor of the 
bookmaker in the case of the accidental injury 
of an announced starter In a race, but that mat- 
ters would ** break even,” as they all put it, as 
between the bettorand the layer of the odds. 
That is, they beliove that the rule of chances 
would make the rule operate as often to the ben- 
efit of bettors as it would to their injury, 
and that there is as much chance of an accident 
happening to an extreme outsider or toa second 
or third choice in the speculation as to a 
favorite, aud that therefore, in the long run, 
this rule would tend to average up matters 80 
that In the end there would be no special injury 
that would not be counterbalanced by a special 
benefit. 

Nothing but a test of what the operations of 
the rule will result in can show whether itis a 
wise or a foolish rule. It appears to be the 
latter. If it proves to be an injudicious one the 
Board of Control will at once wipe it out of 
their books. Itis an experimental one, at best, 
that they think may operate advantageously 
allaround. They alfect not to believe that it 
will ip any way open a door to fraud, because 
there are so many ways in which they can pre- 
vent the consummation of any apparent fraud, 
chief of which is the power they have to declare 
all bots offin oase there is anything that gives a 
suspicious look to a race. in that they think 
the public has ample protection. So do major- 
ity of the betting men with whom THE TLM&KS’s 
reporter talked yesterday. 


DESIRE NEW MANAGEMENT. 


Move by Dissatisfied Stockholders of the 
North American Company. 


There is promise of a lively fight against the 
management of the North American Company, 
for some of the stockholders have begun efforts 
to seoure a new Board of Directors at the an- 
nual meeting of the company, which will be 
held on June 15. 

These stockholders have asked ex-Gov. Thom- 
as M. Waller of the law firm of Waller, Cook & 
Wagner, Henry Clews, and Henry Budge of 
Haligarten & Co. to act as acommittee to s0- 
licit proxies and to represent them at the meet- 
ing. These gentlemen have agreed to serve on 
the committee and are sending out requests for 
proxies from stockholders. 

The contention of the opposition is that a 
new management would do better with the 
property than the present one has done. North 
American stook, they point out, is now selling 
in the neighborhood of 10, while they figure it 
out that, according to the company’s statement 
of assets published a short time ago, the price 
should be about 19 or 20. Four years ago, be- 


fore the Oregon Transcontinental Company had 
— into the North American, the stook sold 
at 64. 

Among the securities in the treasury of the 
North American Company are 75,000 shares of 
Northern Pacific stock, whnicb may have a good 
deal to do with determining the result of the 
railway corporation's annual election, which 
will be held next Uctober. 

The dissatistied stockholders 7p! that they are 
anxious to puton the Board of Directors men 
who will make a thorough investigation into 
North American affairs. They charge thatin a 
few years its assets have shrunk trom $26,000,- 
000 to $8,000,000 or thereabout. 


STABBED IN HIS OWN STORE. 


A Williamsburg Tailor Attacked by a 


Stranger—No Provocation. 





In St. Catharine’s Hospital, Williamsburg, a 
merchant tailor, whose name is Joseph Thorner, 
and whose shop is at 120 Ewen Street, Williams- 
burg, lies seriously hurt, The wayhe got his 
wound was peculiar. 

Thureday noon a man entered his store and 
askod for a cheap suit of clothing. While it was 
being wrapped up, the customer stepped out, 
and, coming back in a few moments, rana long 
knife into the tailor’s side, apparently without 
any provocation. The knife happened to strike 
@ memorandum book and glanced, but the 
stranger made another lunge and ran the knife 
several inches into Thorner’s side. 

As the tailor shouted with pain, his assailant 
ran into the yard and escaped over the fence. 
At the same time two other strangers who had 
been standing ip the hallway by the side of the 
shop hurried into the street and disappeared. 

When the neighbors came, they thought that 


they smelled chloroferm, and tle notion was 
encouraged by the fact that one of the men was 
seen to have a handkerchiof in his hand. 

Dr. Levy, who attended Thorner when his 
condition seemed serious yesterday morning, 
found that the knife had cut inte the man’s lung 
on the second thrust and that the wound might 
prove fatal 

The police of the Sixth Precinct of Brooklyn 
give out the theory that the man who stabbed 
Mr. Thorner was a “ crank.”’ 

The prevailing theory among the neighbors is 
that Mr. Thorner’s assailant and thg two men 
who were in the hallway planned to commit a 
robbery. 


NOT ALL FOR HIS WIFE'S SAKE. 


Dolan Had Another Reason for Prefer- 
ring Penitentiary to State Prison. 





Edward Dolan pleaded guilty on Monday to 
burglarly in the third degree, and appeared be- 
tore Judge Fitzgerald in the Court of General 
Sessions yesterday for sentence. He asked that 
leniency be shown him, for the sake of his wife, 
and that he be sent to the penitentiary. 

Dolan said he had been asked by a friend to 
goto the house 260 West One Hundred and 
Thirty-first Street, which he was charged with 
having attempted to rob, and that his com- 
panion made the entrance while he waited on 
the outside. 

“Now,” said Judge Fitzgerald, “do you want 
me to believe that story? Is it not true that 
you don't want to go to prison because you will 
have to stay therea long term to finisn out 
another sentence?”’ 

** Yes, that’s true; still, I think your Honor 
should be lenient.”’ 

** Well, [ will romand you and look into your 
case,” said the Judge. 

Clerk Davenport had recognized in Dolan an 
ex-convict who had for an alias the name Ed- 
ward Casey. On May 9, 1890, he waa sentenced 
to prison for twelve years and six months for 
highway robbery, and ws pardoned on Nov. 
11, 1892, in spite of the protest of the District 
Attorney and the Recorder. If returned to 
btate prison he will be obliged to serve out the 
unexpired term, besides the new sentence.

Quick Passage of the Normannia, 


The steamship Normannia of the Hamburg- 
Awerican Line, which left Southampton on May 
12, urrived here yesterday, naking the passago 
in6daysand 16 hours.

DEATH OF JAMES E. MURDOCH 


END OF THE LONG OAREER OF 
THE VETERAN TRAGEDIAN. 





He Died Early Yesterday Morning at Cin- 
cinnati—An Illness Which Has Lasted 
for Two Years—Began Life as a Book- 
binder—Quick Success Which Followed 
His Entry on the Stage—Applauded by 
American and English Audiences—Pa- 
triotic Services During the War. 


CINCINNATI, May 19.—James E. Murdoch, the 
veteran tragedian, died this morning at 5:30 
o’clock. He had been ill from various ailments 
for two years. He was tenderly cared for to 
the end by his daughters, Miss Fanny and Miss 
Ida. 


Jamos E. Murdoch was the oldest American 
tragedian at the time of his death. He was born 
in Philadelphia Jav. 25, 1811, and learned when 
@® boy the bookbinder’s trade in his father's 
workshop. His connection with the stage began 
at such an early age that, when only eighteen 
years old, he became a professional, appearing 
at the Arch Street Theatre in 1829 in ** Lovers’ 
Vows.” In his first professional engagement he 
took the part of Frederick, and was at once suc- 
cessful, being received by the public with great 
acclaim. 

This decided him as to bis future career. Pre- 
vious to this his knowledge of the stage had been 
very slight. The actual sight of two plays and 
the amateur attempt in one before the “ Spout- 
ing Club,” in Callowhill Street, had comprised all 
his efforts in that direction. He later essayed 
the parts of Young Norval, Octavian, and Selim 
in “ Barbarossa.” His early life on the stage 
was one of triumph and remarkable successes. 
Not long after his first appearance in his native 
olty he accepted an engagement as “ general

utility "ina stock company at Halifax, N. 8. 
Here, at the very opening of the season, the 
leading man fell ill and young Murdoch 
was called upon to play his rdles, at 
short notice and without previous prepara- 
tion. Under these circumstances he first 
appeared as lago and The Stranger, in both of 
which he made favorable impressions. After 
playing many prominent parts, with success, in 


Halifax, Lady Adelaide Fox, a leader in society 
there, was instrumental in giving him a benefit, 
owlpg partly, as she said,to his remarkable 
likeness to Charles Kemble. Murdoeh appeared 
with marked success in his earilest réie, Fred- 
erick, in ‘*‘ Lovers’ Vows.”’ fter leaving Hal- 
ifax he went South, where he became a pupil of 
De Camp, an English actor of great experience 
and ability, an uncle of Fanny Kemble. 

In 1836 Mr. Murdech joined the stock com- 
pany atthe Tremont Theatre, Boston. He re- 
mained there and at the National Theatre, at 
Boston, where hé was stage manager, until 
1842, when he retired for a time from the stage 
and devoted himself to the advanced studies of 
his art. His withdrawal from the stage was 
saidto have been owing to his ambition for 
more knowledge and his desire to teach his 
favorite ideas of elocution. It is likely, how- 
ever, that bis retirement was due more than 
anything else to the precarious condition of his 
health. While off the stage he won repute as a 
recitationist, public reader, and lecturer. 

In 1845, having regained his health and pre- 
pared himself by study for an advanced round 
of characters, he made his reappearance in the 
role of Hamlet at the Park Theatre, New-York. 
He made a hit, and was pronounced by many 
able critics asthe best delineator of the part 
that the American public had ever seen. With 
his engagement at the Park Theatre, the most 
brilliant period of his life began. After appear- 
ing in Hamlet, he essayed Othello, Macbeth, 
and a full list of standard tragedy roles, win- 
niug success and fame which Das been ac- 
corded to but few before and none since. His 
versatility was remarkable, and he appeared in 
such characters as Romeo, Charles Surface, 
Don Felix, Rover, and Alfred Evelyn with as 
great success as he had attained in the more 
gloomy roles of heavy tragedy. After his en- 
gagement at the Park Theatre was over, he 
made a tour of the South, playing with great 
success in all the leading oities. 

In 1856 he went to England, playing in Lon- 
don at the Haymarket Theatre, of which the 
famous Buckstone was Manager. He played 
there for 110 nights, on fifty of which he re- 
peated Charles Surface with great acceptance. 
He also played in Liverpool, where he was ac- 
corded a kindly reception by both critics and 
public. While in England he performed Sir Ed- 
ward Bulwer Lytton’s play, **‘ Money,” with so 
much success that hs received the personal 
praise of the playwright. He was also proposed 
by Buckstone and elected a member of the 
Essex Club, founded by Samuel Johnson, and 
by Thackeray for the Garrick Club, the latter 
an honor never before conferred upon an Amer- 
ican actor.. 

His health falling, he sought rest and recuper- 
ation in travel, until the great financial crash 
of 1857 caused him to hasten to America to try 
and save the remnant of his large fortune. He 
now found professional work a necessity as 
well as a pleasure. * 

When the civil war broke out his patriotic 
blood took fire, he ceased his professional la- 
bors, and, while his two sons went into the 
tleld, he labored as a nurse in the bospitals and 
among the wounded soldiers inthecamps. He 
also raised large sums of money for the Sanitary 
Commission by giving public readings and reoi- 
tations and by lecturing. He set the whole North 
on tire by his renditions of Buchanan Read's 
poem, “ Sheridan's Ride,” and that masterpiece 
of Whittier, *‘ Barbara Frietchie.”” At one time 
he acted on Gen. Rosecrans’s staff as a volunteer 
aide. 

After the cessation of hostilities Mr. Mur 
doch retired to his farm near Cincinnati. Since 
then he had passed his time in study, occasion- 
ally lecturing on elocation and kindrod aubjects 
betore the School of Oratory in Philadeiphia. A 
few yearsago he contemplated a return to the 
stage, but after careful meditation abandoned 
the project. 

During his career Mr. Murdoch was associated 
with wany prominent persons. Bayard Vaslor, 
Lincoln, Buchanan Read, Whittier, Gen. Grant, 
Mme. Bonaparte, and others well known in 
civil, military, political, and professional life 
were among his friends. He had accumulated 
a fund of entertaining anecdotes that made 
him always an agreeable and welcome vom- 
panion to those who knew him. His intellectual 
attainments were of an unusual order, and the 
life just ended was in every way a noble and 
useful one.

M’KINLEY EARLY IN THE FIELD. 


Republican Convention in Ohio to be Held 
June 7 and 8. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 19.—The Republican 
State Convention will meet in Columbus June 
7and 8. This is an unusually early date for 
such a meeting, but Gov. MoKinley thinks it is 
demanded by the state of his political fortunes, 
and his wish was respected. The Republican 
champion of the Chinese-wall tariff is aroused 
to the need of a long and bitter battle if he is to 
secure a re-election, and so the convention is 
held five months before election, in order to 
give the Napoleon of protectionism plenty of 
time for marshaling his forces before the final 
Waterloo. 

The meeting has thus far excited no attention 
throughout the State. Even Republican poli- 
ticians appear to realize its approach with diffi- 
culty, and make no pretense of interest in its 
proceedings. This islargely due to the general 
lethargy in which the party finds itself, and 
which McKinley appreciates quite as much as 
any of his opponents. But it is superinduced by 
the cut-and-dried character of the ticket which 
will be putup. It 1s a foregone conclusion that 
every man now holding office will be renom- 
inated as hisown successor. It is doubtful if 
there is more than one contest in the conven- 
tion, and that over a minor place. 

The slate certain to go through is: For Gov- 
ernor—William MoKinley, Jr., of Stark County; 
for Lieutenant Governor—Andrew L. Harris of 
Preble County; for Treasurer--W. J. Cope of 
Cuyahoga County ; for Judge of Supreme Coutt— 
Joseph P. Bradbury of Meigs County; for Mem- 
ber of Board of Public Works—Frank J. MeCul- 
loch of Logan County; for Attorney General— 
John K. Richards of Lawrence County, and for 
Dairy and Food Commissioner—F. B. McNeal of 
Miami County. MoNealis the only man who 
will not be named with practical unanimity. He 
has aroused the antagonism of the wholesale 
grocers, and will be fought sharply, but the 
farmers are expected to come to his support in 
such numbers as to assure his renomination. 

Meanwhile the Democrats have not even de- 
cided upon the date for their convention and 
are in no hurry todoso. They intena to choose a 
late date and make a short, —— canvases from 
the day the ticket is named. While McKinley 
will talk tariff in every county in the State 
they mean to fight on State as well as national 
questions. Weak as is the protective tariif 
issue, the record of McKinley and the Repub- 
lican Party in the State Government is still 
more 80, and the Democrats have no intention 
of letting such a valuable point escape them. 
The Republicans are dispirited, listless, and on 
the defensive; the Democrats are confident, 
wide awake, and, when the time comes, will 
push the fighting with energy and enthusiasm.

A CASE OF FATHER-IN-LAW 


WHY MR. AND MRS. WILMOTT 
JOHNSON, JR, LIVE APART. 


Her Suit for a Limited Divorce Tried in 
the Supreme Court— Were It Not for 
Mr. Johnson Senior She Would Return— 
Her Husband Testified that He Would 
Gladly Have Her and the Children Come 
Back — Both Well Known in Society — 
Mr. Johnson’s Clubs Cost Him Nothing, 





Mr. and Mrs. Wilmott Johnson, Jr., who have 
for some time figured in the fashionable social 
registers of New-York, made public yesterday 
before Judge O’Brien, in the Supreme Court, 
their domestio infelicities. Mr. Johnson is a 
prominent member of the Union, the 8t. Nicbo- 
las, the Fenceras’, the St, Anthony, and the City 
Club. He is lawyer, at 19 Liberty Street. 
He is living with his father, Francis L. John- 
80n, at the Gerlach. 

Mrs. Johnson is a fine-looking woman of thirty 
orso. She appeared in court yesterday attired 
in # tailor-made suit of blue, cut in the latest 
pattern, which set off her superb figure in the 
most striking fashion. Her temporary resi- 
dence is at Short Hills, N. J., where she has- 
been living with her two ohildren since she began 
the action for a separation which was on trial 
yesterday. She was formerly Miss Florence A. 
Douglass of Morristown, N. J., where she was 
married to her present husband on Oct. 24, 1881. 

From her mother’s estate Mrs. Johnson in- 
herited more than $100,000, and on the income 
from this she is at present supporting her chil- 
dren and herself. 


In her complaint, served through her at- 
torneys, Arnoux, Ritch & Woodford, Mra. John- 
son charged her husband with abandoning her 
last August and failing to provide for her and 
her children. Mr. Johnson in his answer denied 
that he had abandoned his wife and insisted 
that she had left him of her own volition, be- 
cause she had taken an unreasonable dislike to 
his father, who became a member of his house- 
hold in February, 1892. 

The father of the defendant, a fine-looking old 
gentleman, wasin court yesterday to witness 
the trial of his daughter-in-law’s action. 

As soon as the case was opened, Mra. John 
80n was called to the stand by ex-Judge Arnoux. 
She was perfectly calm and self-possessed. 
She is fully 5 feet 10 inches in heignt, while 
Mr. Johnson is not over 5 feet 6 or 8 Her 
testimony was given with a pronounced Eng- 
lish accent, and her “no’s,” which were as 


plentiful as mosquitoes in Summer, came ous 
with a force that was at times 6 g. espe- 
clally to the attorney for the defendant, Franke 
lin Bartlett. 

Mrs. Johnson stated that she went abroad 
with her husband, children, and father-in-law 
in September, 1890, and remained until 1891. 
Then she and her husband took up their resi- 
dence at 49 Fifth Avenue, where the elder Mr. 
Johnson joined them in February. 1892, after 
the death of his wife. In June of that year she 
went to Morristown, N. J., with her children. 
she left ‘* to get the children out of the heat of 
the city.” 

Late in June Mrs. Johnson said she wrote to 
her husband, asking him what plans he had for 
the coming Winter. 

In reply, Mr. Johnson wrote a letter, dated 
from the Union Club, in which he said: 

“TI regret.to find that I am unsuccessful in my 
best endeavors, and that I can’t make you happy. { 
will be in New-York. Youcan go where you think 
best. Your behavior has caused me to take this 
stand. You have yourincome of $400 a month, te 
which I will add a sufticient allowance to provide a 
proper support. By your conduct you have caused 
me agreat deal of extra expense, as I have been 
called upon to keep up two establishments. My 
father says he wiil never again live in the same 
house with you. It has caused me untold anxiety 
and much pain to come to this decision.” 

Mrs. Johnson wrote the following communt- 
cation, dated Morristown, June 24, 1892: 

DBAR WILLMOTT: After much thought I have 
come to the conclusion that I can’t abide by your 
pians, except in so far as you have decided that your 
father ana I would 
mean Ww ‘ 
hold. No oneregrets More than I that my conduct 
has failed to please you. If our married life. has 
been a failure, you have contributed to its unhap- 
piness as muchasI In the matter of finances yous 
obligations are r than.mine 

It is my earnestdesire to save our children from 
any pubiio dal, and should we live cqant — 
will talk. There are only two things to do. ne is 
to sacrifice our personal feelings and live together 
in apartments, a house, or a hotel in apparent ac 
ond or to live as far apartas possible, so that the 

nearness of our e6parate abodes will not cause com- 
ment. Unfortunately _— wife, ' 
FLURENCE A. JOHNSON, 

To this, according to the witness, her husband 
replied on July 10, writing from the Union Club 
as follows: 

“Received your letter and one you inclosed from 
my father. Under the circumstances, your letter is 
the most ——— production leversaw. Mr. 
Schenck has doabtless wrftten you about our private 
affairs. You must obey me now or abide the conse- 
quences. I have left some money in the Fourteenth 
Street Bank, whioh you can draw upon. 1 leave 
town in a few days.” 

Mra. Johnson answered this on July 13, writ- 
ing: 

“Tam extremely sorry that you abide by your de 
cision. I had hoped for our children’s sake that you 
would sacrifice yourown feelings. I must criticise 
you for having cast us off, our little ones as well as 
mysolf, fora man from whom you inherit nothing 
but a dishonored name.” 

Continuing the testimony after her letters 
had been put in evidence, Mra. Johnson said 
she was Willing to return to her husband “at 
any time.” Mr. Johnson, she said, had not 
— anything toward her support since 
Augus 

“You are sure that you are willing to retura 
to your husband?” asked Mr. Bartlett on crosa- 
examination. 

“ Yes, Sir.” 

“ Even if his father is with him?” 

“No, Sir, never,” said Mrs. Johnson. 

“ You spoke in your letter of having been cast 
off for a man who left Mr. Johnson nothing but 
a dishonored name; you meant his father, 
didn’t. you—this gentleman here?” pointing to 
the elder Mr. Johnson. 

* Yes, Sir; I meant him, but I am sorry now 
I wrote that.” 

“ Didn’t Mr. Johnson always contribute liber- 
ally me your support while you lived with 
him 

“He never supported me. He only ran the 
stables with his money until his mother died, 
leaving him some additional property.” 

“Youand your husband us to put your 
moneys in a common pot, didn’t yout” 

“Yes, butit was nearly all my money that 
went in.” 

Mr. Johnson egid his wife’s Income was about 
$5,500 gross perjyear. Out of this she had to pay 
taxes, &o. is own property, inherited from 
his mother, consisted of a house in Twenty-sixth 
Street, a house in Sixth Avenue, a house at 
Woodside, N. J., and another at Newark, N. J., 
and a house at 657 Fifth Avenue. His net in- 
come, be said, was about $4,826 per year. 

“ By virtue of a verbal agreement made with 
my mother previeus to her death,” continued 
Mr. Johnson, “I pay over to i 4 father, who 
has no property, the income of the Fifth Ave- 
nue. house for his. support. This amounts to 
$2,600, leaving me but 2,200.”" 

“You are willing. to support your wife and 
children if they return to you?” 

“* Certainly.” 

His wife, Mr. Johnson said, atways kept “out 
of the way” when he called to visit hia chil- 
dren at Short Hilfs. On cross-examination he 
said he had written suggesting that she do 80. : 

“What do your various clubs cost yout : 
asked ex-Judge Arnoux. 

“Not acent.” 

‘On! you don’t pay your dues in the Union 
Club, for instance.” 

“1 have none to pay.” 

“What have yourclubs oost you since your 
marriage?” 

“Not a penny,” was the rather mysterious 
anewer. 

“ How much have your family expenses been 
since your marriage?”

BTOOK EXOHANGE VALUES STILL 
INOREASING, 





Khe Expected Reaction Does Not Come— 
Speculation Dull, but Steady Buying 
by Commission Houses Keeps Prices 
Strong—The Building-up Process Still 
in Progress—All Active Stocks Higher 
—Large Shipments of Gold Regarded . 


with Complacency.

Speculation to-day was extremely dull, 
but prices were firm. Those who have 
been looking for a reaction suffered disap- 
pointment, for notwithstanding the dull- 
ness the undertone was strong. The final 
prices were, asarule, the highest of the 
day. 

As already pointed out in THe TIMEs, 
there are no organized cliques at work. It 
is possible that a few-of the old leaders are 
doing a little on the long side of the mar- 
ket, but their operations are very limited. 
The bulk of buying is by commission 
houses, and it is forclients who are finan- 
cially strong and who appreciate that at 
the present level of prices there are many 
bargains in the market. The room traders 
are, as a rule, bearish in their inciinations, 
on the ground that aftersuch.a recovery as 
has occurred a reaction is in order, The 
temptation onthe partof those who bought 
early in the week to take profits may be 
too great to be resisted, particularly as the 
margins of gain in their accounts are qui te 
handsome.and a reaction may possibly en- 
sue, but it should not be forgotten that 
these are unusual times, inasmuch as 
prices are still low, and that, barring 
another panic, a lower‘level cannot be rea-, 
sonably expected. 

The favorite argument of-the bears is 
that houses which survive the recent 
shaking up without an open confession of 
insolvency will yet-be compelled to liqui- 
date, and that thatsprocess will result in 
lower prices than have yet been made. 





Their-position is based on the supposition. 


that a great many houses are weak, but 
beyond the assertions of the rumor mon- 
gers, who-are now ont of business, there is 
no evidence that such is the case. What 
liquidation was necessary culminated last 
Saturday, when prices were at their lowest, 
and since then there has been a gradual 
building up of credit and restoration of 
confidence. 

What we have now, and what we are 
likely to have for some time to come, is & 
good traders’ market with most money to 
be made on the long side. There will be re- 
actions, of course, but on all declines those 
who purchase stocks on substantial mar- 
gins will not be losers. 


The building-up process is making prog-- 


ress, The news to-day was of steps toward 
the reorganization of Reading, the North- 
ern Pacific, Richmond Terminal, Cordage, 
and Distilling and Cattld Feeding. When 
all these properties are placed on their feet 
again, @ great many people who are now 
suffering inconvenience through having 
their money locked up will look on the 
future with more hopefulness than they do 
now. 

Distilling and Cattle Feeding was the 
most active stock. It was weak in the 
morning on the action taken in Chicago 
for the dissolution of the company on the 
ground that it is a trust in violation of the 
law. Later in the day it not only recovered 
its early loss, but closed 5g higher than yes- 
terday. The Granger stocks were particu- 
larly strong. St. Paul was active and 
gained 2 points. Burlington recovered its 
dividend of 1 per cent. and % more. Rock 
Island gained 2 points and Omaha 1%. 
Atchison, Chicago Gas, Northern Pacific 
preferred, Reading, Union Pacific, Lake 
Shore, Louisville and Nashville, New-York 
Central, and in fact all the stocks on the 
active list made gains extending from 1 to 
2 per cent., while Manhattan advanced 344 
and Rubber 44. On the other hand, the 
losses, such as they were, were only frac- 
tional, with the exception of a drop of 4 
points in American Tobacco. 

The engagement of $2,000,000 gold for 
shipment from this city and $500,000 from 
Boston had no influence on prices. These 
shipments return a profit to the shippers in 
the present condition of the exchange mar- 
ket, and consequently are regarded with 
equanimity.

More Basiness in All Departments—Help 
from the Rothschilds, 


Special Cablegram to the New-York Times. 

LoNnvOoN, May 19.—The leading features 
of yesterday’s markets were repeated to- 
day, and a marked increase in business 
was evident in all departments. The vicin- 
ity of the Stock Exchange showed more 
animation than for many months, and out- 
side buying was on a large scale. 

Australian bonds further advanced 1 to 5 
points, the latter rise being in South Aus- 
tralian fours. Shares of the three leading 
Australian banks rose £4 to £7 per share. 

The Rothschilds have again rendered a 
great service to the London money mar- 
ket by buying large amounts of bills to- 
day. The situation had become serious, as 
the banks had stopped discounting for any 
but their own customers, and the bill 
brokers were unable to buy bills in large 
amounts, as they found no buyers. The 
Rothschilds’ action has.given confidence to 
other banking houses, who have followed 
the lead given and broken the dead-lock in 
Lombard Street. 

English rails rose slowly, pending the 
result of the negotiations at Hull, which 
were concluded after the Exchange closed, 
the result being that the strikers will re- 
sume work Tuesday. Mining shares found 
purchasers at advancing prices. 

American shares were strong throughout, 
and closed at the best prices. Canadian 
Pacitic advanced to 79%, . 

Discounts were done to-day at 4%; call 
money, 4, the Bank of England charging 
4 for discounts and 419 for loans. Lower 
rates are expected next week and easy 
money by the first week in June.

BETRAYED BY HIS OUTFIT.

CONNEOTICUT’S LAWMAKERS, 


Free Transportation Bill Defeated—Fish-. 
eries and Investments. 





HARTFORD, Conn., May 19.—In the House to- 
day the bill requiring railroads to transport 
members of the Legislature free of expense to 
the State was rejected. 

An important fishing bill was made the 
special order for next Thursday. it prohibits 
the use of a net or other stationary contrivance 
in 1894 and for five years thereafter, between 
April land July 1; also the setting of any such 
contrivancein any pond or the branches of the 


Connecticut, Thames, or Housatonic Rivers 
until July 1, 1899. Gill nets, eel poles, and 
lobster pots are to be exempt from the provis- 
ions of the aot. 

The Bank Commissioners were instructed to 
make separate reports on investment compa- 
nies. The Senate tabled the nomination of 
Judge Hamersiey forthe Supreme bench until 
Tuesday. 


The Timber Limits in Ontario. 

TORONTO, Ontario, May 19.—In the Ontario Lég- 
islature to-day a resolution disapproving of the 
Government policy of disposing of timber limits 
without consulting the House and urging the 
imposition of euch conditions of sale as would 
insure the manufacture of thejraw material in 
this Province was defeated by a vote of 48 to 
270. 

The Commissioner of Crown Lands pointed 
out thatshould the conditlons asked for be 


placed upon timber they might render nugatory 
the Dominion policy which had removed the 
export duty on logs. In return for this the 
United States had reduced import duty on 
sawed timber, and should the Province Impose 
restrictions on the manufacture of raw materi- 
als it might lead to international complications ~ 
which would deprive Ontario of the United | 
States market.

NO FRANCHISE GRANTED. 


The Elizabeth City Council Table an Im- 
portant Application. 


ELIzABeETH, May 19.—After a rather exciting 
meeting lasting until midnight, the Elizabeth 
City Council on Thursday night laid on the 
table the application of the Elizabeth and Plain- 
field Electriagl Street Railway Company, which 
wants to get a franchise to run its cars from the 
railroad stations in Elizabeth up Morris Avenue 
and through the western purt of the city and by 


way of Linden, Cranford, Westfield, and Fan- 
wood Townships to Plaintield. Y 

The company proposed to divide equally 
among the different townships through whioh 
it might pass 12 per cent. of its net earnings, 
which would give Elizabeth 3 percent. Some of 
the Councilmen, notably Congressman Dunn, 
want the road to pay the city. 6 per cent. of its 
earnings, but this its counsel, Foster M. Voor- 
hees, declares it cannot atlord to do. 

Another attempt will be made at a subsequent 
meeting to secure the franchise, but it 1s doubt- 
ful whether it will be successful, in the face of 
the opposition aroused, unless it makes a better 
offer to the city than its present proposition. 





IN FAVOR OF THE CONSOLIDATED. 


Boston, May 19.—The Railroad Committee 
reported unanimously in the Senate to-day that 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company had not violated its charter or 
the charter of any of its connecting or leased 
lines. 

This report is the outcome of the recent ex- 
tended hearing upon charges that the Consoli- 
dated Road had discriminated against the New- 
York and New-England Road in the forwarding 
of freight and had thereby violated the provis- 
ions of its act of incorporation. Upon the ques- 
tion of delivering freight in Boston the report 
says thatif the railroad companies are unable 
to agree On aremedy, the matter should be re- 
ferred for adjustment to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. 

The report further says: ‘*‘ As tothe matters 
with regard tothe traneaction of business of 
railroads, it appeared that none of them had 
been brought to the attention of either the State 
or Inter-State Railroad Commissioners, as they 
might have been under existing laws, and also 
that, so far as public interest is concerned, they 
have been partially adjusted during the invasti- 
gation, and if the policy adopted of mutual ad- 
justment of differences by the roads or the sub- 
mission of them to the established Commission- 
ers is continued and fully varried out, it appears 
to the committee that the public interest will be 
well served.”’ 





SEASHORE ELECTRIC ROAD. 


ASBURY PaRk, N. J., May 19.—Lawyer Isaac 
C. Kennedy of this place will file with the 
County Clerk at Freehold, N. J., to-morrow, ar- 
ticles of incorporation of the Monmouth County 
Seashore Electric Railway Company, which 
proposes to build and operate one of the largest 
electric railways in this country. The company 
will start out with a paid-up capital of $1,500,- 
000, and will at once begin work on aroad ex- 
tending from Pleasure Bay, near Long Branch, 
to Point Pleasant, passing through Long 
Branch, West End, Elberon, Deal Beach, Loch 
Arbor, North Asbury Park, Asbury Park, Ocean 
Grove, Key East, Belmar, Spring Lake, Como, 
and Point Pleasant. 

J. C. Shafer, the President of the Seashore 
Electric Railway of this place and the owner of 
several large electric railways, is at the head of 
the new company, and has associated with him 
six prominent railroad men, whose names are 
withheld by Mr. Kennedy until the papers are 
placed on tile. 

The new company has already leased the 
Byrnes Building, at this place, as its headquar- 
ters, and will, in all probability, purchase it and 
mnake it a central station. 

Three operating stations are to be created 
along the proposed route, besides the one at this 
place which the new company will purchase. 
The overhead trolley system wiil be used. 





PANAMA AND PACIFICO MAIL, 


Persons interested in the efforte recently put 
forth to bring abouta friendly agreement be- 
tween the Panama Raiiroad and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company said yesterday that matters 
had practically been settled and that in a few 
days an official announcement would be made 
thatthe Panama Kailroad was to withdraw its 
steamer service between this city and the Lsth- 
mus of Panama. 

The retirement of George J. Gould from the 
Presidenoy of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany and the fact that C. P. Huntington will 
teke that office, is regarded in Wall Street as 
significant of a desire on the part of the Pacitie 
Mail for peace. 





ATCHISON WILL CUT RATES. 


TO PEKA, Ken., May 19.—The General Passon- 
ger Agent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad Company to-day repeated his 
declaration to cut rates on all fares to Chicago 
after to-morrow. He said that when the pres- 
ent rates were fixed Kast and West a committee 
of Chicago citizens waited upon the Passenger 
Association and pleaded for a one-fare rate. 

The President of the Pennsylvania Central 
asked a number of the leading men on the com- 
mittee, includingtwo prominent hotel men, if it 
was nota fact that they had doubled up on 
prices inStead of lowering their rates,@o which 
there were aflirmative answers. ‘The officals 
in consultation decided that there was no 
reason why the railroads should reduce fares 
one-hal!, solely that Chicago business men and 
“fakirs”’ could reap rich harvests. However, 
the Santa F¢ desired to care for its Western bus- 
iness, and therefore gave notice of withdrawal 
from the asseciation in order that it could be 
free to make such rates as it pleased. The long 
trains of empty coaches have but eonfirmed the 
correctness of this determination.

A List of Pilferings ‘from the Newark Fi- 
delity Company Made by His Wife. 





NEWARK, N, J. May 19.—The Fidelity Title 
and Deposit Company has received from Mrs. 
George N. Watson an itemized list of her hus- 
band’s pilferings from the sompany’s treasury 
prior to his disappearance on Tuesday. Wat- 
son had been in charge of one of the depart- 
ments, and his flight on the eve of the discovery 
of a deficiency of $5,000 in his accounts was 
noted in Tue New-York Times of this morning. 
His wife is now in Philadelphia. The item- 
ized list she has furnished shows the 
date of each theft. It is learned from it that 
he embezzled $2,300 two weeks ago, $1,600 a 
few days later, and $750 a day or two before 
hisjdiappearance. Smallerthefts bring the total 
up to $5,073. He was without authority to 
handle any money, and the sums he secured are 
those left by persons who oalled to pay the 
amounts due on their deeds after banking 
hours. He would assure them that the money 


was safer in the bank building than in their 
ockets, and advise them to put it into his keep- 
ng. Thenextday he would, in pursuance of 
his regular functions, deliver the deed and the 
receipt. 

He was last seen at his home on Saybrook 
Avenue on Sunday morning. Tuesday his wife 
went away quietly. She is known to be at the 
home of her parents in Philadelphia, but of his 
whereabouts nothing is known. 

It was learned to-day that some time ago he 
went to Mr. Van Steenbergh, a merchant, repre- 
rented that he was engaged in a speculation 
that was worth hundreds of dollars to him, and 
asked him fur aloan of $400.

ANNOYANCES OOMPEL A MOVE. 


The Brooklyn Maternity Forced to Seek a 


New Home. 


The Brooklyn Maternity and New- York Train- 
ing School for Nurses is a lying-in hospital sit- 
uated at 44 Concord Street, Brooklyn. Yor 
many years this hospital has been annoyed by 
the men who congregate in the barroom on the 
corner and on the sidewalk, by the women who 
frequent the streetin front of the institution, 
and by the ill-smelling stables at the rear, and 
it has decided to seek a new home at Washing- 
ton Avenue and Douglass Street. 

Twenty-three years ago, when the society was 
organized and moved into the old low mansion 
where the hospital is now situated, the neighbor- 
hood was considered an ideal place for a hos- 
pital. Nuisances almost unbearable, however, 
multiplied with alarming rapidity. First came 
the elevated railroad and bridge, with their rat- 
tle and bang, and with them the letting of 
many houses forimproper purposes. Then A. 
M. Stein opened a stable close to the hospital 
and rented the upper loft in the rear of the hos- 
pital to the Salvation Army. 

But these are not to be compared with the 
nuisance which existsin the vacant lot on the 
northwest corner of Washington and Concord 
Streets. This lot has been vacant for several 
years and was never built upon. When the old 
families deserted the neighborhood for the 
Heights, their mansions were let for boarding 
houses, and this lot became the dumping ground 
for all kinds of garbage. 

A New-York TiMes’s reporter visited the 
scene Saturday and found matters even worse 
than had been reported. The alley leading to 
the basement of Stein’s stables, where over one 
hundred horses are kept in a damp, close apart- 


ment, was ina terrible condition. The owner 
said that he kept his establishment as clean and 
pure as the stabling of two hundred horses al- 
lowed. : 

“We have never hada complaint from the 
hospital and did not know we caused them any 
annoyance,” saidhe. “I know there isa bad 
odor from horse stables, but how are you going 
to prevent that! I can’t help it; I do the best i 
can.”’ 

Mrs, Rebert Shaw, President of ;the Board of 
Managers of the hospital, said: 

* We are going to leave that neighborhood ex- 
pressly on account of the nuisances und aunvy- 
ances which we are obliged to endure. Why, 
we do not dare to send one of our young lady 
students from the Nurses’ School out on the 
street after dark. There have been many cem- 
plaints made to the Board ef Managers, but we 
have never laid the matter before the author- 
ities, because we knew it would do no good. 

‘Then there are the bridge and the elevated 
railroad. They have not helped to improve the 
tohe of the neighborhood, and are very nolsey, 
but we could stand them if it were uot for the 
other annoyances.” 

“ Have you ever complained of the stables, or 
of the lot on Concord Street!” 

*“ Notto the authorities, because we felt it 
would be wasting time.”’ 

Mrs. Shaw said the old hospital had been sold 
to the Roman Catholic Church, and a home for 
homeless boys was to be erected on the spot as 
soon as they vacated it. They would have to 
remain, however, until $50,000 had been raised 
toward building their new hospital. 

The new building of the Brooklyn Maternity 
will be a handsome one if built after the plans 
drawn for it by Architect Hooker of Brooklyn 
and accepted by the Board of Managers. It 
will consist of three structures, the central one 
standing at Washington Avenue and Douglass 
Street and one on each side of the corner 
building. The main building will be of stone up 
tothe second story, and the remaining five 
stories of brick with stone trimmings. The side 
buildings will be only four stories in height and 
will be builtin the same style and of the same 
material as the main portion. ‘he designis in 
the {talian Kenaissance. The three detached 
buildings are connected by a flying arch at the 
first story, the aroh forming a gateway. 

The interior will be provided with all the 
modern conveniences of a firat-olass hospital, 
aud will have steam apparatus for fumigating 
the various rooms. The Soviety of the Brooklyn 
Maternity needs funds. The building will cost 
in the neighborhood of $60,000.

“OAVENDISH” TALKS FREELY OF 
HIS FAVORITE GAME. 


The Great English Expert Says that the 
American Lead Has Been Adopted by 
Progressive British Players—A Game in 
a Wall Street Broker’s Office During 
Business Hours—To Meet Mr. Trist, 
America’s Best Player, at the Chicago 
Whist Congress—His Movements. 


It happened that in a game of whist at the 
Carleton Club in Brooklyn, a few nights ago, 
somebody played a nine spot when he should 
have played a lower card. It made a difference 
of one point in the game,and because of this 
there was a discussion next day in the office of 
Robert H. Weems, in the Drexel Building, 3 
Broad Street, which would have been interest- 
ing to all lovers of whist in the world. 

The play did not cost any one apenny. There 
‘was no money on the game, and yet the discus- 
sion which followed. this play, which many 
people would say was a trifle, absorbed the 
attention of a number of business men as deeply 
as the fluttering stotk market, where thousands 
of dollars were going and,coming and absorbing 
the attention of the bulls and bears of the 
Stock Exchange across the strect. 

The reason was that a man who is reckoned 
the greatest whist player in the world had been 
present when the nine spot was played, and in 
Mr. Weems’s office, this play had started a dis- 
eussion in which he participated. This man 
was Henry Jones of England, or, as he is known 
by whist players, ‘“‘Cavendish,” the writer, 
whose manual on whist succeeded that of Dr. 
Pole, and who for twenty years has been 
known as an authority on the game. Mr. Jones 
has been in Brooklyn a week or more, the guest 
of Robert H. Weems, at 220 Lincoln Place. He 
ie making his first visit to this country, ana his 


resence has awakened an interest among whist 
players which has spread over several cities. 

“Cavendish” is apparently a trifle over fifty 

earsold. He is of medium proportions and 

asa dignified, scholarly appearance. He has 
Diack eyes that shine asif they were metallic 
when he warms up to a discussion of his favor- 
ite game. He has a long, thin black beard 
and mustache in which are streaks of gray. 
His nose is prominent and all his features are 
strong. He smokes Turkish cigarettes and is 
reckoned a jolly companion at dinner. The 
clubs in New-York and Brooklyn have been so 

ager to welcome, wine, and dine him that he 
Jaughingly said to a NEW-YORK TIMES reporter 
yesterday that engagements after next week 
‘would be made with the proviso “‘if alive.” 

The whist players of note in New-York and 
in Brooklyn have been playing with Mr. Jones 
during the few days that he has been in Brook- 
lyn, and the privilege of holding a hand with 
him as partner or of “sitting in” the game as 
one of his opponents is considersd worth more 
than anevening. His plays are watched with 
the keenest interest and his solution of the dit- 
ficult situations that arise with random hands 
are carefully noted down for future use. 

Asageneral proposition “Cavendish” says 
he has found a large number of good whist 
piayersin Brooklyn and New-York, “ bat,’’ he 
said, “I think they have playediton me by se- 
—- the best men they have for me to play 
with.” 

A list of the invitations which the clubs of 
these two cities have ehowered on Mr. Jones 
‘would convince almost any one who} lays claim 
to being “‘a good fellow.” that his own best 
record is not to be compared with that of ** Cav- 
endish.” On Monday evening he will be the 
guest of the Hamilton Club, Brooklyn, at a din- 
mer. On Friday the Lincoln Club will tender 
Rim areception. Saturday afternoon and even- 
ing he will be the guest at a reception and 
banquet at the Crescent Athletic Club at 
Bay Ridge, and on Monday, May 29, a reception 
will be given him at the Montauk Club. 80 
many engagements have been made for him by 
the New-York clubs that he willspend Tues- 
day, Wednesday, and Thursday in New-York. 
Among the clubs which have sent him invita- 
tions to accept their hospitality are the Lotos, 
the University, the RK uet and Tennis, the 
Knickerbocker Whist, the New-York Whist, the 
Union, and the Manhattan Clubs. Several 
others have also bidden him welcome to their 
elabhouses. 

Mr. Jones does not hesitate to play a game of 
Whist whenever opportunity offers, andin addi- 
tion to the many games played in the club- 
houses, he was the central figure in a game in 
Mr, Weems’s business office the other afternoon 
When a NEW-YORK Times reporter called. 
Among those who have played with him during 
the past week are Dr. Joseph Netf, President, 
and Mr. Hawley of the Philadelphia Whist 
Club; Capt. John M. Walton of the Hamilton 
Ciub of Philadelphia, the Vice President of the 
American Whist League; Barrington Lodge and 
E. Le Roy Smith of the Albany Whist Club; N. 
M. Clement, Chief Judge of the Brooklyn City 
Court; Melvin J. Balley, Robert H. Weems, 
Henry 8. Dollard, John A. Sweeney, Dr. Thomas

The two 
have never met, though they have been in oor- 
respondence at intervals for many years, and 
each is familiar with the ideas of the other as to 
how the game should be played through the 
writings of each. Mr. Jones said he supposed 
that a few hands would be enough to give them 
an understanding of each other's styles of play-

While in this country Mr. Jones will play 
whist with some of the best playersina half 
dozen or more cities. For years he has been 
Well acquainted with some of them through 
eorrespondence, and doubtless from this cor- 
respondence he knows something of their sye- 
tems of playing the game, as they do of bis, but 
the more satisfactory acquaintance to be gained 
by playing partners for an evening or more will 

mutual by the time he starts for England 
mext Autumn. 

From Brookiyn Mr. Jones will go to Albany 
for a short stay, and afterward to Philadelphia 
and Washingtou. He willspend afew daysin 
the mountains of West Virginia and then go to 
Chicago to attend the American Whist Congress 
which will begin in that city June 20. After 
the congress, he expects to visit Milwaukee, 
end on his return East make more or less ex- 
tended stops at Niagara, Quebec, the Thousand 
Islands, and Boston, and then return to this city 
to sail for England. That will probably be 
some time in October. 

Mr. Jones is the only European member of the 
American Whist League, a distinction that will 
be his only for a few weeks longer, as it is pro- 
ngewe at the coming congress at Chicago to elect 

membership Dr. William Pole, F. R. #., the 

well-known writer on whist, and Gen. A. W. 
Drayson, who is a recognized authority on the 
game. Dr. Pole is the author of “The Philoso- 
phy of Whist,” and Gen. Drayson of “The Art 
of Practical Whist.”’ 

Mr. Jones is also a member of the Brooklyn 
and Chicago Whist Clubs, and will be one of the 
team from the latter club which will compete 
Jer bonors during the congress. 

One event of the congress for which, how- 
ever, all the arrangements have been made 
will be the playing of a series of “record 
hands.” Some of the prominent members of 
the American Whist League are trying to bring 
about this event, and unless something un fore- 
seen turne up it will probably take place.

MR. FAIROHILD WILL SERVE, 


Made Chairman of the Castom House In- 
vestigating Commission. 





Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles 8. Fair- 
child has found a way to serve on the commis- 
sion which President Cleveland appointed to 
investigate the administration of the New-York 
Custom House. Mr. Fairchild at first declined 
on the ground that his private business would 
not permit him to serve. 

Mr. Fairchild walked into the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel yesterday and warmly shook hands with 
ex-Collector Magone and ex-Congressman Poin- 
dexter Dunn, the other members of the commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Fairchild, Mr. Magone, and Mr. Dunn 
went up stairs into a private room, and there 
met formally as a commission to investigate the 
Custom House. Mr. Fairchild agreed to serve 
as Chairman of the commission, having made, 
as he explained to the great satisfaction of his 
colleagues, an arrangement whereby his duties 
asa Commissioner would not conflict with his 
personal business. The work of the commission 
will be made as light as possible for Mr. Fair- 
ohild. 

The work which lies before the commission 
was informally discussed, and @ general pian of 
procedure was mapped out. The first ublic 
meeting of the commission will be held on 
Tuesday morning next, at the Custom House, 
at 9 o'clock. 

Mr. Magone said, after yesterday’s meeting, 
that the commission would go ng | into the 
methods of business of the Custom House, and 
would investigate the charges against United 
States Appraisers.

We will present the petitions to the employers, 
and when they see that customers are in our 
favor and that our organization is strong, they 
will allow us to wear asmany whiskers as we 
want.”

A swindler who has victimized many sewing 
girls and other poor women in this city and 
Brooklyn was arraigned before Justice Goetting 
in the Gates Avenue Police Court, Brooklyn, 
yesterday morning.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Wheat Ruled Firm and Advanced, While 
Corn, Oats, and Provisions Were Steady. 


CHICAGO, May 19.—It would appear from to-day’s 
490 advance in the price of wheat that the operators 
are beginning to shift their gaze from the visible 
supply to the outlook for next year’s supply. Corn 
and oats were firmer, partly on accountof what is 
being revealed of the requirements of Europe. Pro- 
visions were extremely limited, but very firm, with 
grain. 

Wheat at the opening was about 1s@%4:0 higher than 
the closing futures of yesterday and ruled firm, and 
prices were further advanced 49c, then ruled irregu- 
lar, declining 9c, and again advanced 490, with final 
Closing steady at about 4%@%c higher than yester- 
day. “Shorts” seemed more disposed to buy. Trad- 
ing to some extent comprised the changing over of 
July into September. The weather was fine, but the 


reports from Kansas in regard to the growing crop 
there were very unfavoravie. The oe. orop 
reports also were unfavorable. The lack of more 
active foreign demand was accounted for, in the 
minds of many, by the experience of two years ago, 
when the Continental buyers let their fears run
